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VANDERBILT   UNIVERSITY  AND  BETA  PI   CHAPTER. 

IT  is  said  that  Nashville,  Tennessee,  has  more  good  schools  than 
any  city  in  the  country  with  the  exception  of  Boston.  Wheth- 
er this  be  true  or  not,  Nashville  is  certainly  a  city  of  schools  and 
Vanderbilt  University  is  her  greatest  educational  institution. 

Vanderbilt  University  owes  its  foundation  and  its  name  to 
Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  who  made  a  donation  of  $500,000  in  1873. 
Other  member  of  the  Vanderbilt  family  and  outsiders  have  since 
made  donations  until  the  University  is  now  worth  over  12,000,000. 

The  campus  lies  just  outside  the  western  limits  of   the  city; 
The  grounds  comprise  76  acres,  tastefully  laid  out  into  beautiful 
avenues,  ornamented   by  many   flower  beds,  and  shaded  by  one 
hundred   and  fifty   varieties  of   trees.     The  magnificent   athletic 
field,  the  finest  and  prettiest  in  the  South  or  West,  is  situated  on 
the  campus,  surrounded  lby  shade  trees   and  beautiful    terraces. 
Four  of  the  seven  departments  of  the  University,  the  Academic, 
the  Engineering, -the  Pharmaceutical  and  the  Biblical,  are  housed 
on  the  campus,  where  are  situated  University  Hall,  Science  Hall, 
Wesley   Hall,  Engineering  Hall,  the  Observatory,  the  Gymna- 
sium, the  West  Side  Row  dormitories,  and  a  large  number  of  res- 
idences occupied  by  professors   and  other  employees  of  the  Uni- 
versity.     The  Medical  Department   is  located   in  a  magnificent 
new  structure  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city,  so  that  the  students 
have  easy  access  to  the  city  hospital.      The  Law  and  Dental  De- 
partments are  located  in  a  handsome  building  in  the  heart  of  the 
city,  in   order  that  the  Law  students  may  be  near  the  courts  of 
the  city  and  the  dental  infirmary  may  be  convenient  to  citizens. 
All  of  the  buildings   are  commodious  stone  and  brick  structures 
and  have  all  the  modern  equipments  and  conveniences. 
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Vanderbilt  University  is  fulfilling  a  great  mission  in  Southern, 
education.  Coming  into  existence  soon  after  the  destructive  and 
demoralizing  civil  war,  many  obstacles  had  to  be  met  and  over- 
come. At  first,  the  University  was  greatly  annoyed  by  the  lack 
of  preparation  on  the  part  of  many  applicants  for  admission  and 
was  compelled  to  maintain  a  preparatory  department.  However, 
several  first-class  preparatory  schools  sprang  up  around  Nash- 
ville, enabling  Vanderbilt  to  abolish  the  preparatory  department, 
which  it  gladly  did  in  1887.  The  requirements  for  admission  and 
the  curriculum  have  been  gradually  raised,  until  they  now  equal 
those  of  the  very  foremost  colleges  of  the  land.  A  prominent 
feature  is  the  University  Instruction,  in  which  a  large  number  of 
scholarships  are  given,  thus  drawing  graduates  from  prominent 
colleges  all  over  the  country.  In  this  way,  Vanderbilt  is  fur- 
nishing well-equipped  teachers  for  Southern  schools. 

Not  only  is  Vanderbilt  University  the  leading  institution  in 
the  South  from  an  educational  stand- point,  but  she  also  leads  in 
all-around  athletics  and  is  best  known  by  her  victories  on  the 
athletic  field.  She  always  puts  forth  very  strong  football  and 
baseball  teams  and  foY  tne  two  past  seasons  has  easily  won  the 
championship  of  the  South  in  track  athletics.  She  has  always 
contended  for  purity  in  athletics.  Dr.  Wm.  L.  Dudley,  of  Van- 
derbilt, was  chiefly  instrumental  in  the  formation  of  the  South- 
ern Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  and  has  been  its  presi- 
dent from  its  incipiency.  As  a  result  of  the  crusade  against  im- 
purity, the  atmosphere  of  southern  collegiate  athletics  has  be- 
come purer  each  season,  until  it  is  now  as  pure  as  any  in  the 
country. 

The  Vanderbilt  musical  clubs  are  well  and  favorably  known 
all  over  the  South  and  Southwest,  and  are  spreading  the  fame  of 
the  University. 

College  journalism  is  well  developed  here.  TJie  Hustler  is  a 
bright  four-page  weekly  published  by  the  Athletic  Association. 
The  competitive  system  has  been  introduced  as  a  means  of  choos- 
ing the  staff  each  year.  The  Observer  is  a  fifty  page  monthly  mag- 
azine published  by  the  literary  societies,  and  is  devoted  wholly 
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to  literature.  Tlie  Courier  is  a  four-page  daily,  published  by  the 
senior  class  during  commencement  week.  The  Comet  is  the  an- 
nual published  by  the  fraternities,  each  fraternity  electing  one 
man  for  the  staff.  The  Student  is  a  magazine  issued  by  Vander- 
bilt  students,  and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  schools  of  Nash- 
ville and  vicinity. 

Like  all  other  colleges,  Vanderbilt  has  customs  peculiar  to 
itself.  Among  them  is  Concour  Day,  at  which  time  any  student 
may  speak  before  the  faculty  for  a  place  in  the  contests  for  the 
Founder's  and  the  Young  medals  for  oratory.  A  large  number 
always  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to  "bore  the  faculty." 
The  "honor  system,"  by  which  every  student  is  placed  on  his 
honor  during  examinations  and  not  under  the  surveillance  of  a 
professor,  is  in  vogue  here  and  works  admirably.  It  is  very  rare 
that  a  student  resorts  to  any  unfairness  and  when  one  is  found 
cheating,  his  expulsion  is  immediately  demanded  by  his  class- 
mates, and  quickly  granted  by  the  faculty.  The  boys  who  board 
at  the  West  Side  Row  dormitories  have  self-government  in  its 
purest  form.  A  steward,  a  treasurer,  and  a  board  of  monitors 
are  chosen  from  among  their  number,  and  these  compose  the  only 
governing  board,  as  no  professor  lives  on  "the  Row"  or  ever  in- 
terferes with  its  management.  As  a  result,  the  government  is 
superb  and  the  conduct  of  the  students,  exceptionally  good.  "The 
Home  of  the  People,"  as  West  Side  Row  is  familiarly  called,  is 
widely  known  among  the  fair  sex,  many  of  whom  are  interested 
in  its  inhabitants  and  all  of  whom  ask  numberless  questions  about 
it,  but  cannot  be  induced  to  approach  near  enough  to  investigate 
for  themselves. 

But  the  most  peculiar  custom  at  Vanderbilt  is  the  unique  ob- 
servance of  Founder's  Day,  on  which  the  election  of  the  Bachelor 
of  Ugliness  takes  place.  In  spite  of  its  name,  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Ugliness  is  an  "honorary  degree  for  merit,"  and  the 
recipient  is  supposed  to  be  the  most  popular  and  most  typical 
college  man  in  the  University.  There  are  several  factions  and 
the  most  astute  politicians  in  college  are  scheming  for  days  be- 
forehand.    Candidates  are  placed  in  the  field  by  West  Side  Row, 
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Wesley  Hall,  the  home  of  the  theologues,  and  by  the  town  con- 
tingent, and  last  year  candidates  were  also  put  out  by  the  Law 
Department  and  by  the  "Co-eds".  However,  so  many  jokes  were 
perpetrated  on  the  would-be  ''bachelor  maid"  and  her  followers, 
that  she  wisely  withdrew  before  the  awful  conflict.  At  the  pre- 
liminary conventions  each  faction  selects  its  candidate  and  ap- 
points its  wittiest  speaker  to  nominate  him  and  divide  the  oppo- 
nents. So  many  schemes  and  counter  schemes  are  formed  that 
the  result  is  in  doubt  from  the  first  preliminary  to  the  last  ballot 
of  the  convention,  when  pandemonium  and  factional  yells  reign 
supreme. 

Fraternity  life  at  Vanderbilt  is  probably  as  near  the  ideal  as 
any  where  in  the  country.  The  rivalry,  though  brisk,  is  never 
bitter,  and  the  fraternities  are  favorably  regarded  by  the  faculty, 
the  majority  of  whom  are  themselves  "Greeks".  The  fraterni- 
ties have  not  degenerated  into  society  clubs,  but  seem  to  be  striv- 
ing for  something  higher.  Although  there  are  thirteen  frater- 
nities at  Vanderbilt,  yet  only  two  hundred  of  the  eight  hundred 
students  are  members  and  it  is  very  seldom  that  one  fails  to  join 
some  fraternity  when  given  an  opportunity.  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
the  first  fraternity  to  appear  at  Vanderbilt,  was  established  there 
in  1876.  Kappa  Alpha,  Chi  Phi,  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  ap- 
peared in  1883.  Then  in  rapid  succession  came  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
Kappa  Sigma,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Sigma  Chi, 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Sigma  Nu,  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  and  Theta  Nu 
Epsilon,  Although  Beta  Pi  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was 
not  established  until  1890,  its  growth  has  been  so  rapid  and  sub- 
stantial, that  it  is  now  universally  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  very 
best  fraternities  at  Vanderbilt  University,  and  its  record  for  the 
past  year  surpassed  that  of  any  fraternity  there.  While  we  view 
our  past  record  with  pride,  we  look  to  the  future  with  joyful  an- 
ticipation, for  our  prospects  are  brighter  than  ever  before  in  our 
history.

BRO.  WILLIAM  A.  TURK. 

AMONG  the  many  Alpha  Taus  who  have  attained  prominence 
in  the  different  walks  of  life,  few  have  won  a  more  deserved 
success  or  greater  popularity  than  Bro.  William  Armstrong  Turk, 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  who  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of 
old  Virginia  Epsilon,  at  Roanoke  College,  Salem,  Va.,  which  was 
founded  in  1869. 

His  brother,  R.  S.  Turk,  now  a  prominent  attorney  and  news- 
paper man  at  Staunton,  Va. ,  also  became  a  member  of  the  same 
chapter  in  the  same  year,  and  a  long  time  ago  delivered  an  excel- 
lent poem  at  one  of  our  early  Congresses.  Like  his  brother  he 
has  always  been  an  ardent  Alpha  Tau. 

Bro.  Turk  has  been  in  the  railroad  business  for  twenty  years 
and  his  advancement  has  been  gradual  but  continuous  and  secure. 
After  occupying  many  positions  of  importance,  he  became  general 
passenger  agent  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville,  which  he  retained 
when  this  road  became  part  of  the  Southern  Railway,  in  1894. 
It  need  occasion  no  surprise,  therefore,  that,  at  the  meeting  of 
the  American  Association  of  General  Passenger  Agents,  held  at 
St.  Louis,  on  Oct.  20th  last,  Bro.  Turk  was  made  president  of 
that  organization,  which,  necessarily,  brings  him  into  great  prom- 
inence in  railroad  circles,  and  is  a  highly  complimentary  recog- 
nition of  his  merit  and  popularity.  The  meeting  was  attended 
by  delegates  representing  the  principal  railway  systems  of  the 
United  States,  Mexico  and  Canada. 

The  following  newspaper  comment  on  the  election  from  the 
Washington  Post  is  worthy  of  preservation  in  the  Palm,  as  a 
worthy  tribute  to  our  distinguished  brother: 

"The  general  passenger  agents  of  the  country,  in  national 
convention  assembled,  yesterday  paid  deserved  tribute  to  dis- 
tinguished merit  and  at  the  same  time  honored  themselves  by 
electing  as  President  of  their  association  William  A.  Turk,  Esq., 
general  passenger  agent  of  the  Southern  Railway  Company.  Mr. 
Turk  has  for  some  time  past  been  Vice  President  of  the  organiza- 
tion, but  at  their  meeting,  in  the  Southern  Hotel,  St.  Louis,  they 
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yesterday  promoted  him  to  the  first  place.  They  could  not  have 
chosen  a  better  man. 

''William  A.  Turk  is  well  known  in  Washington.  He  was 
born  in  Augusta  County,  Va.,  and  educated  at  Roanoke  College, 
in  the  same  State.  In  1877  he  entered  the  railway  service  of  the 
Richmond  and  Danville  Company.  From  1877  to  1882  he  was 
traveling  passenger  agent.  From  September,  1882,  to  June, 
1883,  he  was  general  Southwestern  passenger  agent.  From  July, 
1883,  to  September,  1887,  he  was  assistant  general  freight  and 
passenger  agent  in  charge  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  divis- 
ion. From  September,  1887,  to  August,  1891,  he  was  division 
freight  and  passenger  agent  in  charge  of  the  main  line  from 
Charlotte  to  Goldsborough,  N.  C,  and  after  that,  until  July, 
1892,  assistant  general  passenger  agent  at  Charlotte.  In  July, 
1892,  he  became  general  passenger  agent  for  the  entire  Richmond 
and  Danville  system,  and  in  June,  1894,  when  the  Richmond  and 
Danville  was  merged  into  the  Southern  Railway,  he  kept  the 
same  position  which  he  has  held  ever  since,  and  holds  today,  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  company  and  of  the  traveling  public. 

"His  career,  therefore,  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  and 
promotion — a  succession  of  steps  upward  with  no  record  of  inse- 
cure footing  or  episodes  of  retrogression.  He  has  risen  on  his 
merits  as  an  officer,  combined  with  those  gifts  of  personal  tem- 
perament which  endear  men  to  their  associates  and  make  thous- 
ands rejoice  in  their  success.  Everybody  who  has  come  in  con- 
tact with  Mr.  Turk,  whether  in  his  professional  or  individual  ca- 
pacity, will  be  glad  to  hear  of  the  new  distinction  which  ha& 
fallen  to  his  lot." 

Another  clipping,  taken  from  the  Charlotte  (N.  C.)  Observer, 
of  Oct.  23,  1897,  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  brief  sketch  of  the  career  of  W.  A.  Turk,  copied 
from  the  Washington  Post,  the  young  men  of  the  present  day  will 
find  an  example  worth  following.  Mr.  Turk  gained  his  success 
by  a  never- flagging  application  to  business  and  the  concentration 
of  all  his  energies  on  whatever  his  hands  found  to  do.  In  these 
days  success  is  never  reached  except  through  work.     Those  who 
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are  not  afraid  of  work  and  who  rightly  apply  themselves  to  it, 
seldom  fail  to  succeed.  Of  course,  Mr.  Turk  deserves  congratu- 
lations, and  he  has  the  Observer's,  but  we  have  referred  to  his  ex- 
ample for  the  more  practical  purpose  of  pointing  out  its  moral 
for  the  benefit  of  aspiring  young  men.  It  is  an  object  lesson  wor- 
thy of  being  brought  to  their  attention." 

Bro.  Turk,  although  a  very  busy  man,  is  an  active  member 
of  the  D.  C.  Alumni  Association,  and  remains  loyal  to  his  vows 
to  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  His  enthusiasm,  which  has  always  been 
remarked  upon  by  his  college  mates,  has  always  continued  in  a 
most  marked  degree.  Immediately  after  locating  in  Washington, 
in  1892,  he  affiliated  with  the  Alumni  Association  and  every  Alpha 
Tau  in  his  section  of  the  country  knows  him  and  is  familiar  with 
his  jovial  laugh  and  manly  face,  and  whenever  possible  for  him 
to  attend,  he  can  be  found  at  an  A.  T.  O.  ''smoker,"  and  before 
the  evening  has  progressed  very  far,  all  present  will  be  found 
grouped  around  him,  to  hear  reminiscences  of  college  days,  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  always  playing  a  prominent  part.     Success  to  him.

BRO.  WALTER  E.  FAISON. 

WALTER  E.  Faison,  who  died  at  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  Septem- 
ber 22nd,  was  born  in  Clinton,  N.  C,  forty-two  years  ago. 
He  entered  Trinity  College,  North  Carolina,  in  1872  and  was  in- 
itiated into  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  having  for  his  club 
mates  such  men  as  Walter  H.  Page,  now  Associate  Editor  of  the 
Atlantic  Monthly,  Hon.  P.  Mc  L.  Simmons,  lately  a  Member  of 
Congress  of  the  U.  S.,  B.  P.  Long,  Ex- Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of 
Exchequer  of  this  fraternity,  and  others  of  similar  high  charac- 1 
ter  and  attainments.  Leaving  Trinity,  he  became  a  student  at 
the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1878  | 
as  First  Captain.  He  spent  the  next  three  years  at  the  Law 
School  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he  stood  eminent  in 
a  large  class  by  reason  of  his  solid  acquirements. 

After  practicing  law  both  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  at  his  home 
in  Clinton,  N.  C,  he  entered  the  service  of  the  State  Department 
in  1886.  The  law  examination  in  which  Mr.  Paison  was  success- 
ful had  been  prepared  for  candidates  for  the  position  by  the  re- 
nowned Dr.  Francis  Wharton  who  was  at  that  time  the  Solicitor 
of  the  Department.  Brother  Paison's  papers  were  among  the 
best  submitted  and  he  enjoyed  from  the  beginning  of  his  official 
career  the  high  regard  of  Dr.  Wharton,  Secretary  Bayard  and, 
indeed,  of  all  his  associates  in  the  Department.  Owing  to  his 
legal  attainments  he  was  appointed  by  Secretary  Gresham  as 
Chief  of  the  Consular  Bureau  in  1893,  and  by  President  Cleveland, 
Solicitor  of  the  State  Department  in  1895.  His  duties  were  of  a 
most  exacting  and  laborious  character,  many  of  the  ablest  State 
papers  of  these  two  Secretaries  being  prepared  in  the  first  in- 
stance by  himself,  In  addition  to  his  regular  duties  he  was  en- 
gaged for  many  months  in  the  revision  of  the  Consular  Regula- 
tions and  devoted  all  the  extra  hours  of  several  months  to  the 
famous  arbitration  case  between  Brazil  and  Argentine,  which  was 
submitted  to  President  Cleveland  during  Mr.  Gresham's  adminis- 
tration of  the  Department  of  State. 

When  a  vacancy  recently  occurred  in  the  Law  faculty  of 
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Washington  and  Lee  University  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the 
Hon.  Randolph  Tucker,  Mr.  Faison  was  urged  for  the  position  by 
many  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the  state  and  nation,  and  it 
is  not  unlikely  that  the  honor  would  have  been  conferred  upon 
him,  had  not  Mr.  Tucker's  son,  the  Hon.  St.  George  Tucker, 
loved  and  respected  by  all  Virginians,  consented  to  accept  it. 
Bro.  Faison  married,  in  1881,  Miss  Kate  Sprunt,  a  daughter  of  a 
Presbyterian  Minister  of  North  Carolina,  a  member  of  the  well 
known  Sprunt  family  of  Wilmington  in  that  State.  His  wife 
died  several  years  ago  leaving  him  four  children,  all  of  whom 
survive  him. 

Bro.  Faison  had  a  large  and  devoted  following  of  friends, 
having  been  associated  with  three  chapters  of  this  fraternity,  and 
a  student  for  eight  years  at  three  important  colleges,  besides 
having  an  official  career  of  ten  years,  which  brought  him  into 
close  relations  with  many  people, all  of  whom  became  attached  to 
him  on  account  of  his  charm  of  conversation  and  kindliness  of 
disposition.  To  the  Alpha  Taus  residing  in  Washington  in  par- 
ticular his  death  is  a  serious  blow.  E.  I.  R.

In  addition  to  the  above  excellent  sketch  of  our  lamented 
brother  by  one  who  knew  him  well,  we  will  add  some  remarks  of 
our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  who  was  also  a  close  friend  and  ardent 
admirer  of  Bro.  Faison.  From  different  letters,  we  quote  the 
following  tributes  to  his  memory: 

'  'One  of  the  finest  men  that  ever  lived,  and,  until  the  end,  an 
ardent  Alpha  Tau," 

"We  have  sustained  a  severe  loss,  in  one  of  our  most  devout 
and  loyal  men.  By  hard  work,  without  any  regard  for  politics 
whatever;  he  reached  one  of  the  most  important  offices  under  our 
government.  In  order  to  do  his  duty,  he  worked  more  than  the 
required  time.  His  record  as  a  man,  a  scholar  and  as  a  non-par- 
tisan politician  was  so  good,  that  all  expected  him  to  be  retained 
in  connection  with  the  U.  S.  State  Department,  at  the  change  of 
administration.  After  hopes  of  being  retained  had  been  held  out, 
he  was  very  suddenly  and  unexpected  requested  to  resign  his  of- 
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lice  by  the  Hon.  John  Sherman,  shortly  after  the  latter's  appoint- 
ment. 

"No  place  was  made  for  this  valuable  servant  of  the  United 
States,  but  he  was  politely  dropped.  Being  of  a  very  sensitive 
nature,  the  shock,  in  connection  with  overwork,  was  too  much 
for  him,  the  result  being  that  his  nervous  system  immediately 
gave  way,  his  brain  finally  becoming  affected,  andjthe  poor  fellow 
died  some  weeks  afterward  in  Wilmington,  N.  C." 

Of  the  many  newspaper  tributes  to  the  character  and  ability 
of  Bro.  Faison,  the  following,  from  the  Baltimore  Sun  of  Sept. 
23,  1897,  is  noteworthy: 

"The  announcement  of  the  death  yesterday  at  his  home,  in 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  of  Walter  E.  Faison,  formerly  solicitor  of  the 
Department  of  State,  was  received  with  deep  sorrow  by  one  and 
tail  of  his  late  associates  in  the  State  Department.  Mr.  Faison's 
record  as  an  official  was  a  bright  one,  and  up  to  the  date  of  his 
retirement,  last  spring,  was  pointed  out  as  a  triumph  of  the  full- 
est application  of  the  civil-service  reform  principle.  He  was  ap- 
pointed in  1886  from  North  Carolina,  after  a  competitive  examin- 
ation, to  a  $1,000  clerkship  in  the  consular  bureau.  His  promo- 
tion was  rapid,  and  Secretary  Gresham  made  him  chief  of  that 
bureau,  which  he  administered  with  signal  ability.  Upon  the  re- 
signation of  Solicitor  Dabney,  Mr.  Faison  was  promptly  installed 
in  the  solicitor's  office  by  Secretary  Olney,  who  had  a  keen  appre- 
ciation of  his  legal  abilities." 

Bro.  Faison's  death  is  a  sad  comment  on  the  dangers  and  dis- 
appointments of  political  life  at  the  nation's  capital,  but,  in  every 
way,  he  was  a  true  and  loyal  member  of  our  fraternity,  and,  as 
such,  an  example  of  the  very  highest  type  of  an  American  citizen. 
His  honorable  career  deserves  the  highest  commendation  at  our 
hands,  and  our  admiration  for  his  splendid  character  and  high 
achievements  is  beyond  expression. 

The  following  is  the  sincere  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  de- 
ceased brother  from  the  D.  C.  Alumni  Association:

SOME  MATTERS  OF  IMPORTANCE. 

IN  view  of  the  fact  that  the  personnel  of  our  active  membership 
is  constantly  changing,  it  becomes  necessary  at  the  beginning 
of  each  volume  "of  the  Palm  to  devote  some  space  to  what  might 
be  fairly  characterized  as  the  "Good  of  the  Order,"  in  other 
words,  to  a  statement  of  some  of  the  duties  which  membership 
in  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  entails.  While  these  re- 
marks are  in  the  nature  of  business,  and,  possibly,  not  as  highly 
entertaining  as  other  matter  of  news  or  general  information,  yet 
they  are,  perhaps,  even  more  important  and  more  worthy  of 
careful  consideration,  as  their  observance  or  non-observance 
affects  very  materially  the  manner  in  which  our  fraternity  ma- 
chinery runs,  whether  smoothly  or  with  friction. 

While  the  duties  imposed  on  initiates  are  few  and  simple, 
their  performance  is  on  this  account  the  more  important,  and  it  is 
now  the  decided  policy  of  our  grand  officers  to  see  that  they  receive 
proper  attention.  Our  fraternity  has  grown  so  large,  and  its 
chapters  are  so  widely  scattered,  that  only  by  strict  discipline 
and  universal  compliance  with  the  few  simple  requirements  men- 
tioned, can  it  be  maintained  in  a  condition  of  healthy  life  in  all 
its  parts. 

First  of  all,  and  embracing  many  other  matters  of  fraternity 
discipline,  every  chapter  should  transact  its  affairs  in  a  strictly  busi- 
ness manner.  Every  chapter  which  follows  this  suggestion 
will  find  it  a  convenience,  rather  than  otherwise.  Its  non-obser- 
vance has  occasioned  much  difficulty  and  trouble  in  our  history, 
both  remote  and  recent.  This  was  forseen  when  our  constitu- 
tion was  adopted,  and  the  officers  provided  for  each  chapter 
amply  cover  all  the  different  phases  of  chapter  life.  If  these 
officers  do  their  duty,  everything  will  run  along  smoothly,  and 
the  brothers  will  hardly  realize  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  a 
business  aspect  of  fraternity  life.  But,  if  looseness  is  once  per- 
mitted to  exist,  this  disagreeable  feature  will  soon  force  itself 
unpleasantly  on  their  attention.  Local  creditors,  the  landlord, 
the  furniture  dealer  and  the  grocer,  will  have  no  sentiment  about 
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enforcing  their  demands,  and  the  fraternity  officers  will  soon 
make  it  plain  that  the  delinquent  chapter  is  not  in  good  standing 
with  them,  and  in  this  way  the  relations  of  the  chapter  with  the 
parent  body  will  become  painfully  strained,  a  state  of  facts  highly 
injurious  to  both. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  new  brother  should  begin 
his  fraternity  life  in  the  right  manner.  It  will  be  found  to  be  the 
height  of  folly  to  allow  the  initiate  to  remain  in  ignorance  as  to 
his  responsibilities.  He  should  be  promptly  and  fully  informed 
as  to  them,  as  well  as  to  his  privileges.  There  should  not  be  any 
false  sentiment  about  this.  The  initiation  fee  should  be  promptly 
collected  from  each  initiate  and  immediately  remitted  to  the  W.  G.  K. 
E.  This  is  of  the  very  first  importance.  The  only  safe  way  is 
to  forward  the  fee,  without  allowing  the  money  to  even  become 
part  of  the  chapter  fund.  It  does  not  belong  to  it,  but  to  the 
general  fraternity.  Delay  in  this  matter  and  failure  to  observe 
this  caution  cause  most  of  our  fraternity  difficulties.  It  should 
be  made  a  point  of  honor  with  each  chapter  never  to  appropriate 
to  its  own  use,  either  apparently  or  in  reality,  for  one  single 
instant,  a  single  dollar  that  belongs  to  the  general  fraternity. 
The  demand  made  is  exceeedingly  light,  but  it  is  ample  for  an 
efficient,  economical  administration  of  our  affairs,  but  the  frater- 
nity cannot  get  along  as  it  should  unless  its  only  source  of  in- 
come is  assured  by  strict  adherence  to  the  requirement. 

Let  us  now  consider  more  particularly  some  other  require- 
ments of  our  fraternity  life,  and  let  us  premise  this  investigation 
with  the  observation  that  while  our  fraternity  is  blessed  with  a 
most  efficient  and  loyal  corps  of  officers,  yet  each  and  every  one 
of  them  is  primarily  busied  with  important  affairs  of  his  own. 
Not  one  of  them  is  a  drone  in  the  hive  of  human  industry.  On 
this  account  their  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  is  the  more  commend- 
able and  demands  greater  consideration  from  the  brothers.  He 
is  not  a  true  and  loyal  brother  who  makes  unnecessary  demand 
upon  the  time  and  attention  of  an  officer  of  the  fraternity,  or  who 
fails  to  comply  with  his  requests. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  correspondence,  the  necessity  of 
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attention  to  the  matter  of  economy  is,  obviously,  of  the  utmost 
importance.  Each  grand  officer  must  keep  in  constant  touch 
with  each  active  chapter.  Just  think  for  a  moment  how  much 
work  this  involves,  and  you  will  begin  to  realize  the  immense 
amount  of  work  now  being  done  by  Bros.  Glazebrook,  Shives, 
Green  and  others.  It  is  decidedly  no  easy  matter.  On  account 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  fraternity,  its  business  must  be  con- 
ducted in  a  general  way,  and  resort  is  had  to  circulars  and  forms. 
These  should  be  most  carefully  considered,  and  their  suggestions 
and  requests  should  meet  with  the  most  conscientious  compli- 
ance. Every  communication  of  a  grand  officer  should  be 
answered  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, consistent  with  the  full 
and  proper  performance  of  the  duty  in  question. 

Our  own  observation  leads  us  to  believe  that  Bro.  Glazebrook 
devotes  a  very  large  amount  of  time  to  his  work.  He  seems  to 
find  time  for  matters  of  the  least  importance  as  well  those  more 
prominent  to  the  casual  observer.  It  is  the  duty,  and  should  be 
the  pleasure,  of  every  Alpha  Tau,  to  assist  him  and  lighten  his 
burden  in  every  possible  way. 

The  Palm  is  the  one  enterprise  of  the  fraternity  which 
makes  imperative  financial  demands  on  the  brothers.  It  is  the 
preserver  of  our  fraternity  history  and  has  been  maintained  by 
great  devotion  and  hard  labor  for  many  years.  It  should  be  the 
pleasure  of  every  Alpha  Tau  to  support  it,  but  experience  has 
taught  the  lesson  that,  unfortunately,  what  is  not  strictly  re- 
quired, but  left  to  the  option  of  the  brothers,  is  not  generally 
observed.  On  this  account  it  has  been  made  a  strict  requirement, 
which  is  as  binding  as  the  duty  of  paying  the  initiation  fee,  that 
every  member  of  an  active  chapter  must  subscribe  for  the  Palm.  There 
is  no  option  about  it,  and  it  is  a  rule  which  both  the  chairman  of 
the  High  Council  and  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  have  pledged 
themselves  to  strictly  enforce.  It  requires  every  active  brother 
to  pay  for  the  support  of  the  Palm  the  sum  of  $1,50  in  advance 
for  each  volume,  and  it,  with  the  very  moderate  initiation  fee, 
constitutes  a  very  light  requirement  indeed.  No  brother  is  too 
poor  to  pay  both,  and  both  should  be  paid  as  required. 
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Extreme  care  should  be  taken  also  in  the  matter  of  fraternity 
annals.  The  W.  G.  K.  A.  has  worked  out  a  most  commendable 
system  and  has  made  valuable  suggestions.  This  is  an  impor- 
tant part  of  fraternity  work.  It  is  a  great  comfort  in  this  big 
and  often  unfeeling  world  to  know  that  there  is  a  great  organiza- 
tion of  brothers,  numbering  thousands,  each  of  whom  has  a  per- 
sonal interest  in  you,  and  that  in  its  archives  every  important 
event  in  your  life  history  will  be  carefully  preserved.  This  work, 
however,  can  be  carried  on  successfully  only  through  the  co-op- 
eration of  each  chapter  and  each  individual  brother,  with  the 
officers  of  the  fraternity.  To  this  end,  prompt  information 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  of  all  the  important  events 
in  the  history  of  each  Alpha  Tau. 

The  Palm  is  intended  to  be,  among  other  things,  the  me- 
dium of  preserving  the  detailed  history  of  the  fraternity,  and 
this  is,  necessarily,  made  up  of  the  histories  of  individual  broth- 
ers. To  the  Palm,  therefore,  should  be  sent  all  items  of  import- 
ance, to  the  end  that  they  may  thus  be  communicated  to  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  world.  Newspaper  clippings  in  regard  to 
successful  achievements  of  brothers,  or  in  regard  to  important 
events  in  their  lives,  are  always  very  acceptable  reading  for  the 
Palm's  subscribers,  and  constitute  a  valuable  part  of  our  annals. 
The  present  number  will  illustrate  this.  For  the  different  clip- 
plings,  we  are  much  indebted  to  loyal  brothers  throughout  the 
country. 

The  Palm  is,  furthermore,  the  best  means  of  communication 
between  the  chapters.  The  chapter  letter  is,  therefore,  very 
important.  It  is,  however,  sometimes  neglected,  and  on  this 
account  a  fine  of»$5  has  been  imposed  on  chapters  for  each  fail- 
ure to  send  a  letter  to  the  Palm  as  required.  This  fine  has  not 
been  enforced  heretofore,  but  Worthy  Grand  Chief  Glazebrook 
has  announced  that  it  will  be  hereafter,  and  it  will  be.  Its  only 
purpose  is  to  insure  the  performance  of  this  important  duty. 
The  letters  are  not  expected  to  be  lengthy,  but  they  should  con- 
tain all  the  chapter  news  of  importance,  and  should  also  give 
proper  attention  to  its  alumni. 
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For  years  there  has  been  an  imperative  demand  for  a  frater- 
nity catalogue,  and  now  we  have  it,  and  it  is  a  splendid  work  and 
sold  at  an  exceedingly  low  figure.  This  venture  should  receive 
the  best  of  support,  but,  unfortunately,  this  has  not  been  the 
experience  of  the  committee,  as  appears  elsewhere  in  this  num- 
ber. Every  Alpha  Tau  should  have  a  copy  of  this  most  valuable 
work. 

To  sum  up  all  these  various  duties  and  responsibilities,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  every  brother  should  live  up  to  his  oath  of 
membership.  If  he  does  that  there  will  be  no  criticism  by  any- 
body. A  true  Alpha  Tau  needs  neither  suggestion  nor  rule  for 
his  guidance.  He  will  invariably  have  the  good  of  the  fraternity 
at  heart  and  make  every  effort  for  her  success. 

The  above  remarks  are  made  merely  that  there  may  be  no 
possibility  of  misunderstanding  in  the  course  of  the  present  col- 
lege year.  Every  brother  is  earnestly  requested  to  give  them 
thoughtful  consideration.

BRO.  JOSEPH  M.  LOVELL. 


THE  rolls  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  have  been  illuminated  by  the 
death  of  another  hero  brother.  The  world  has  called  Mar- 
shall Ney,  Napoleon's  dashing  warrior,  "the  bravest  of  the  brave," 
but  his  heroism  was  the  nerveless  valor  of  a  man  schooled  to 
battle  and  performing  his  masterly  exploits  upon  a  splendid 
theatre,  to  strains  of  martial  music,  accompanied  by  all  that 
makes  war  splendid  and  glorious,  and  sure  of  the  applause  of 
thousands.  He  must  yield  in  true  greatness  and  true  bravery  to 
the  claims  of  a  member  of  our  noble  brotherhood,  one  of  the 
noblest  souls  that  ever  enlisted  beneath  the  banner  of  the  Maltese 
Cross,  Dr.  "Joe"  Lovell,  of  New  Orleans,  the  hero  of  the  dread- 
ful epidemic  that  recently  held  our  Southern  metropolis  in  thrall. 
The  grief  throughout  our  brotherhood  for  the  loss  of  this  king 
of  men  is  deep  and  lasting,  most  so  with  those  who  knew  him 
best,  but  this  is  only  part  of  the  agony  that  tried  all  men's  soul's 
when  the  news  of  his  heroic  death  became  known.  We  have 
never  before  received  so  many  tributes  from  so  many  different 
brothers  to  the  memory  of  a  dead  brother.  They  came  from  North 
and  from  South  and  each  was  expressive  of  admiration  and  love 
for  the  dead  and  of  deep  personal  grief,  and  our  only  fear  is  that 
we  may  not  be  able  to  do  him  justice  with  our  weak  words. 

There  is  no  more  eloquent  voice  among  the  wearers  of  the 
Maltese  Cross  than  Bishop  Gailor  of  Tennessee,  and  it  is  fitting 
that  we  should  reproduce  here  his  feeling  tribute  to  our  dead. 
The  occasion  was  the  morning  service  on  Thursday,  September 
23rd,  1897,  in  the  University  Chapel,  at  Sewanee,  and  we  repro- 
duce the  substance  of  his  remarks  from  the  Daily  States,  of  New 
Orleans,  of  Oct.  18th,  1897. 

"Gentlemen  of  the  University: — It  is  my  sad  and  sacred  duty 
to  announce  to  you  the  death  of  one  of  our  best  beloved  Alumni, 
Dr.  Joseph  M.  Lovell,  of  New  Orleans,  who  passed  to  his  rest 
yesterday,  the  22nd  inst.,  in  the  twenty-seventh  year  of  his  age. 

"In  a  special  and  peculiar  sense  Dr.   Lovell  was  a  Sewanee 
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boy,  a  Sewanee  man.  Here  he  learned  his  letters  and  was  pre- 
pared for  the  grammar  school.  From  the  grammar  school  he 
entered  the  University  and  was  graduated  with  honor  in  1888. 

"As  a  boy  in  the  grammar  school,  as  a  junior  in  the  Univers- 
ity, as  a  gownsman  and  as  a  University  proctor,  on  the  play- 
ground and  in  the  class  room,  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  and 
in  the  responsibility  of  every  position,  he  exhibited  the  same 
sterling  qualities  of  sincerity,  truth,  manliness,  reverence,  gen- 
erosity, sympathy  and  courage.  His  fellow  students  loved  him 
without  exception;  his  professors  respected  and  honored  him. 
The  singular,  I  might  also  say  the  boundless,  magnetism  of  his 
personality  defied  logical  analysis,  because  it  was  simple  genius, 
the  genius  of  manly  and  straightforward  goodness.  He  was  so 
strong  and  yet  so  gentle.  He  actually  hated  meanness  and  vice, 
and  yet  he  was  so  full  of  sympathy  and  charity  for  those  who 
fell.  He  was  so  greatly,  so  widely  loved,  and  yet  he  showed  no 
trace  of  egotism,  of  vanity,  of  presuming  selfishness.  To  him 
life  was  real,  and  the  purpose  of  life  was  clear.  He  gripped  it 
with  a  firm  and  steady  hand,  and  went  forth  in  his  youth  into 
the  busy,  throbbing  world  with  resolute  confidence,  having  faith 
in  himself  and  in  his  fellow  men,  because  he  trusted  God. 

"His  career  in  New  Orleans,  first  in  the  medical  school,  then 
in  the  Charity  Hospital,  and  finally  as  a  practising  physician,  did 
honor  to  himself  and  to  Sewanee,  Almost  from  the  very  start 
he  was  successful,  because,  for  one  thing,  his  profession  to  him 
was  not  a  mere  mechanical  means  of  livelihood,  nor  a  mere  op- 
portunity for  the  gratification  of  intellectual  ambition,  but  grew 
more  and  more  to  be  the  expression  of  a  high  enthusiasm  for  the 
welfare  of  his  people,  the  good  of  his  fellow  men.  So  when  the 
call  came  to  him  he  was  at  his  post.  He  knew  that  he  was  a 
probable  victim  of  the  dread  disease,  with  which  he  was  utterly 
unfamiliar  perhaps,  as  some  of  us  thought  who  had  seen  him  a 
few  weeks  before  he  had  already  overtaxed  his  strength ;  but  he 
did  not  flinch.  The  path  of  duty  lay  straight  before  him,  and  he 
took  it  without  question,even  cheerfully  saying,  'I  am  not  afraid.' 

"And  thus  to  this  dear  friend  of  ours,  to  this  man,  so  young 
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in  years,  and  yet  I  believe  so  mature  in  all  that  makes  manhood 
tine  and  high,  was  granted  the  opportunity  of  heroism,  and  he 
used  it  splendidly,  with  that  same  simple,  unfaltering,  unosten- 
tatious nobleness  of  character  that  had  grown  with  his  growth, 
and  strengthened  with  his  strength,  by  the  grace  of  Christ,  dur- 
ing all  the  days  of  his  life.  There  are  some  acts  that  glorify 
human  life,  and  this  is  one  of  them;  some  acts  that  'rebuke  low 
thoughts  of  what  a  man  was  meant  to  be,'  and  this  is  one  of  them: 
the  calm,  deliberate  and  consistent  bearing  of  one  'who  knows 
that  death  is  very  near,  and  who  faces  it,  as  he  faced  the  daily 
tasks  of  years,  with  simple  trust  in  God.' 

"Through  much  pain  his  end  at  last  was  peace.  He  received 
the  sacrament  of  his  Savior's  love,  and  with  his  mother's  arms 
about  him  entered  into  his  eternal  rest. 

"Alas,  my  brother,  so  true,  so  beautiful,  so  brave  in  thy 
strong  young  life!  Our  hearts  are  sad  today,  but  not  for  the 
thee!  For  thou  art  safe!  Safe  with  the  moving  and  exultant 
hosts  of  the  saints  of  God.  Safe  in  thy  unhindered  and  un tram- 
meled growth  in  love  and  life  and  joy.  And  we  shall  meet  thee, 
Joe,  by  and  by,  when  the  struggle  and  storm  of  our  life  is  over, 
and  our  work  is  done. 

"There  is  no  incompleteness  and  no  permanent  imperfection 
in  the  life  that  is  in  Christ.  What  seems  to  be  incomplete  here 
shall  have  infinite  opportunity  of  completeness  hereafter.  God 
is  not  arbitrary.  God's  purpose  cannot  come  to  naught.  God  is 
love.  And  when  the  'tongues  of  angels  and  of  men  shall  fail' 
there  is  power  in  goodness,  goodness  loved,  goodness  realized, 
that  shall  last  on  forever. 

"Wherefore,  my  brethren,  as  the  Apostle  says,  'seeing  that 
we  know  these  things  before  let  us  be  diligent,  that  we  may  be 
found  of  him  in  peace.'  " 

Br'o.  Gailor  was  able  to  speak  from  his  personal  knowledge 
of  Bro.  Lovell,  for  the  deceased  was  an  initiate  of  Tennessee 
Omega  in  1885,  and  took  the  degree  of  B.  A.  at  the  University  of 
the  South  in  1890.  He  later  attended  Tulane  University,  where 
he  took  his  degree  of  M.  D.,  in  1894,  and  affiliated  with  La,  Beta 
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Epsilon.  He  has  always  been  a  loyal  brother,  and  extremely  ac- 
tive in  the  circles  of  our  fraternity  in  New  Orleans. 

The  life  history  of  our  brother,  the  circumstances  attending 
his  death  and  an  expression  of  the  grief  of  the  citizens  of  New 
Orleans  are  all  given  in  the  following  extract  from  the  New 
Orleans  Times- Democrat,  of  Sept.  23rd  last: 

"The  announcement  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Lovell 
yesterday  morning,  from  yellow  fever,  occasioned  a  vast  amount 
of  comment  and  caused  a  wave  of  regret  to  sweep  the  city  from 
end  to  end. 

"Few  young  men  of  this  city  occupied  so  enviable  a  position 
in  the  hearts  and  appreciation  of  their  fellow  men  as  did  Joseph 
Mansfield  Lovell.  For  this  reason  his  death  will  fall  heavily 
upon  the  minds  of  many  who  knew  and  loved  him,  and  will  sound 
the  death  knell  to  the  hopes  of  his  saddened  father  and  mother, 
both  of  whom  have  been  in  attendance  upon  the  bedside  of  their 
exemplary  son. 

"Death  came  to  him  because  of  his  unswerving  fealty  to  his 
duty.  During  the  last  days  of  August,  Dr.  Lovell  was  called  to 
the  bedside  of  a  young  girl  who  was  taken  ill  with  fever  in  Car- 
rollton,  and  for  two  weeks  he  practically  spent  his  entire  time  in 
attending  to  the  wants  of  the  sufferer.  Night  and  day  found  him 
at  her  bedside,  and  in  giving  this  attention  he  deprived  himself 
of  necessary  care.  Just  when  his  patient  was  on  the  good  road 
to  recovery,  Dr.  Lovell  was  taken  ill  with  the  fever,  and  Sept. 
10  saw  him  on  a  sick  bed.  From  that  date  until  yesterday  morn- 
ing at  9:20  o'clock,  Dr.  Lovell  was  racked  with  the  fever,  and  at 
the  hour  named,  passed  into  the  great  unknown,  mourned  and 
regretted  by  practically  the  entire  city. 

"Dr.  Lovell  was  born  in  this  city,  on  Thalia  street,  Dec.  29, 
1870.  He  was  the  son  of  Col.  William  S.  Lovell,  of  Palmyra, 
Miss.,  and  Antonia  Quitman,  who  is  the  daughter  of  Gen.  John 
Quitman.  Dr.  Lovell  was  also  a  grandson  of  Surgeon  General 
Joseph  Lovell,  and  a  nephew  of  Major  Gen.  Mansfield  Lovell,  of 
the  Confederate  army.  Dr.  Lovell's  father  was  on  the  staff  of 
Ma} or  Gen.  Lovell  during  the  war,  and  was  himself  an  old  naval 
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officer,  having  made  two  trips  to  the  Arctic  Ocean,  one  being 
with  Capt.  Harstene,  in  the  expedition  which  went  to  the  relief 
of  Dr.  Kane,  and  which  succeeded. 

"The  early  life  of  Dr.  Lovell  was  spent  on  the  cotton  planta- 
tion of  his  father  on  Davis'  Island,  in  Mississippi,  up  to  the  time 
of  his  entering  the  University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  where 
he  took  a  scientific  and  classical  course,  graduating  with  honor 
in  1890.  In  the  fall  of  1891  he  entered  the  medical  department 
of  Tulane  University,  in  this  city,  where  he  remained  for  two 
years,  then  taking  the  two  years'  course  with  the  amubulance 
service  at  the  Charity  Hospital.  During  this  service  he  was 
thrown  much  in  contact  with  Dr.  Miles,  and  enjoyed  the  warm 
friendship  of  that  lamented  physician.  Dr.  Lovell  graduated  at 
Tulane  University  in  April,  1894,  and  began  the  practice  of  his 
profession  at  once  in  Carrollton. 

"The  medical  career  of  Dr.  Lovell  in  Carrollton  was  one  of 
great  success.  Soon  after  his  location  in  that  section  of  the  city 
he  enjoyed  the  absolute  confidence  of  the  people  there,  and  his 
manly  and  gentle  course  toward  all  classes  earned  for  him  the 
enduring  friendship  of  the  poorer  dwellers  in  Carrollton.  He 
was  at  all  times  eager  to  alleviate  the  ills  of  the  poor,  as  well  as  of 
the  more  affluent,  and  the  loss  of  the  bright  young  physician  will 
be  keenly  felt  by  the  former  class,  who,  almost  to  a  soul,  loved 
him  for  his  many  acts  of  kindness  and  sacrificing  generosity. 

"The  deceased  was  a  man  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  He 
was  manliness  personified,  and  a  gentleman  of  broad  mind  and 
remarkable  ability.  His  nature  was  modest  and  he  shrank  from 
notoriety.  He  was  a  man  of  extreme  culture  and  progress;  a 
good  companion,  a  warm  friend,  an  exemplary  citizen,  and  as 
honest  and  conscientious  as  man  ever  was. 

"He  was  a  member  of  the  Chess,  Checker  and  Whist  Club 
and  of  the  Louisiana  Club  and  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraterni- 
ty, having  been  initiated  by  the  Omega  Chapter  in  Sewanee.  He 
was  also  a  prominent  member  of  several  of  the  local  Carnival 
organizaiions.  Dr.  Lovell  was  beloved  in  the  social  circles  of 
this  city,  in  which  he  was  always  a  welcome  figure,  and  in  which 
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his  intensely  lovable  disposition  and  magnificent  character  drew 
to  his  side  hosts  of  his  companions. 

"The  news  of  his  illness  came  in  the  nature  of  a  severe  shock 
to  everybody  who  knew  him.  For  several  days  after  his  seizure 
hopes  were  entertained  of  his  ultimate  recovery,  although  the 
case  was  regarded  as  serious  from  the  first.  Saturday  he  became 
unconscious,  but  rallied  on  the  day  following  and  remained  with- 
out gaining  or  losing  until  Tuesday,  when  he  died.  During  the 
days  of  his  illness,  as  a  proof  of  the  regard  in  which  he  was  held 
by  employees  of  the  Carrollton  Railroad,  all  of  whom  knew  and 
admired  him,  the  conductors  of  the  cars  would  stop  their  cars 
several  times  during  the  day  to  inquire  of  his  condition,  while 
thousands  of  persons  besieged  the  premises  for  informa- 
tion. 

"During  his  illness,  Dr.  Lovell  was  attended  by  Dr.  Elliott, 
and  his  parents  and  several  relatives  were  also  at  his  bedside, 
ministering  to  his  wants  and  soothing  his  weary  hours  with  sac- 
rificing devotion  and  solicitude. 

'  'The  remains  of  the  lamented  young  physician  were  laid  to 
rest  at  12:30  yesterday,  the  services  being  conducted  by  Bishop 
Sessums." 

When  the  news  of  Bro.  Lovell's  death  reached  Sewanee, 
there  was  a  manifestation  of  extreme  grief  on  all  sides,  and  es- 
pecially among  the  brothers  of  Tenn.  Omega,  who  passed  the 
following 

memorial  resolutions.

Whereas )  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  His  wise  providence 
to  take  out  of  the  world  the  soul  of  our  beloved  brother  Joseph 
Mansfield  Lovell,  M.  D. ,  who  gave  his  life  for  others  and  died  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty,  ministering  to  the  fever  stricken 
people  of  New  Orleans; 

And  Whereas,  although  he  was  not  an  active  member  of  this 
chapter  at  the  time  of  his  death,  yet  his  influence  is  still  felt  as 
one  "who  at  all  times  and  everywhere,  gave  his  strength  to  the 
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weak,  his  sympathy  to  the   suffering,    and    his  heart    to    God." 
Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Tennessee  Omega  chapter  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  fraternity  hereby  records  its  love  and  admiration  for 
the  noble  character  of  our  departed  brother  and  offers  this  ex- 
pression of  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  family  in  their  great  be- 
reavement. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  chapter  wear  the  usual 
badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days.

We  should  be  glad  to  continue  to  present  examples  of  the 
high  esteem  in  which  Bro.  Lovell  was  held  by  all  who  knew  him, 
but  the  tenor  of  all  the  tributes  is  indicated  by  what  has  already 
been  exhibited.     There  is  not  a  discordant  note  among  them  all. 
In  a  letter  lately  received  from    a  well-known    New    Orleans 
brother,  Bro.  Lovell  is  referred  to  as    "one   of  the   noblest  men 
that  Alpha  Tau   Omega  could  ever  claim  as  a   true  defender  of 
her  principles,"  and  that  is  sufficient  eulogy  for  any  man.

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TV  NY  brother  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  look  back  through  the 
A  files  of  the  Palm,  priorto  the  year  1897,  will  find  in  the  chapter 
letters  and  in  many  other  departments  strong  evidence  of  a  press- 
ing and  general  demand  for  a  classified  catalogue  of  the  fraternity. 
At  last,  the  work  has  been  published,  but,  strange  to  say,  much 
of  the  demand  supposed  to  exist  has  not  yet  substantially  mater- 
ialized. There  is  however,  no  criticism  of  th*e  work  of  the  com- 
mittee having  the  matter  in  charge.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  con- 
ceded on  every  hand  that  they  more  than  fulfilled  the  promises 
which  they  made,  and  published  the  catalogue  in  a  most  attract- 
ive and  convenient  form  at  a  very  low  figure  indeed.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  book  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  it  has  not  re- 
ceived the  expected  support.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for  this, 
as  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  fraternity  and  is 
a  decided  injustice  to  those  who  have  worked  so  faithfully  and 
arduously  to  bring  about  the  publication  of  the  work. 

Worthy  Grand  Chief  Glazebrook  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of 
attention  to  this  matter,  without,  by  any  means,  neglecting  the 
regular  work  of  his  office,  but  he  is  compelled  to  admit  that  his 
strong  efforts  have  not  met  with  flattering  success.  We  are  in- 
debted to  him  for  a  statement  showing  how  lax  the  chapters  have 
been  in  this  matter.  It  appears  that  our  Maine  chapters.  Gamma 
Alpha  and  Beta  Upsilon,  took  and  paid  for  ten  copies  each,  which 
was  the  full  number  assigned  them.  The  same  is  true  of  Ohio 
Beta  Rho,  with  five  copies,  Pa.  Alpha  Rho,  with  nine,  copies,  and 
Pa.  Alpha  Upsilon  with  ten  copies.  Up  to  the  date  when  this 
statement  was  compiled, no  other  chapter  had  done  its  duty  fully, 
as  was  the  case  with  the  fivejust  mentioned.  Some  of  the  chapters 
have  paid  for  part  of  the  copies  sent  them  and  they  are  as  fol- 
lows: Ala.  Alpha  Epsilon,  sent  12  copies,  and  paid  for  only  4; 
Ala.  Beta  Beta,  sent  10  copies,  and  paid  for  only  5;  Ga.  Alpha 
Beta  sent  12  copies,  and  paid  for  only  7;  Ga.  Alpha  Theta,  sent 
12  copies,  and  paid  for  only  3;  Ga.  Alpha  Zeta,  sent  15  copies, 
and    paid   for    only     1;   Ga.   Beta    Iota,    sent     20    copies,    and 
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paid  for  only  6;  Mass.  Gamma  Beta,  seut  20  copies,  and  paid 
for  only  8;  Mich.  Alpha  Mu,  sent  10  copies,  and  paid  for 
only  3;  Mich.  Beta  Kappa,  sent  20  copies,  and  paid  for  only  4; 
Mich.  Beta  Omicron,  sent  10  copies,  and  paid  for  only  7;  N.  Y. 
Beta  Theta,  sent  20  copies,  and  paid  for  only  7;  O.  Alpha 
Nu,  sent  10  copies,  and  paid  for  only  2;  O.  Beta  Eta,  sent  10 
copies,  paid  for  only  4;  O.  Beta  Omega,  sent  15  copies,  and  paid 
for  only  8;  Penn.  Alpha  Iota,  sent  15  copies,  and  paid  for  only  5; 
S  C.  Alpha  Phi,  sent  4  copies,  and  paid  for  only  3;  Tenn.  Alpha 
Tau,  sent  15  copies,  and  paid  for  only  6;  Tenn.  Omega,  sent  20 
copies,  and  paid  for  only  10;  Tex.  Gamma  Epislon,  sent  15  cop- 
ies, and  paid  for  only  7. 

The  remaining  chapters  have  neither  returned  the  catalogues 
nor  paid  for  a  single  copy.  They  are  as  follows:  Ala.  Beta 
Delta,  10  copies;  Cal.  Beta  Psi,  5  copies;  111.  Gamma  Zeta,  8  cop- 
ies; Ind.  Gamma  Gamma,  8  copies;  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  20  copies; 
N.  C.  Xi,4  copies;  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron,  15  copies;  O.  Alpha  Psi, 
15  copies;  O.  Beta  Mu,  10  copies;  Pa.  Tau,  18  copies;  R.  I. 
Gamma  Delta,  10  copies;  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  15  copies;  N.  C.  Alpha 
Delta,  4  copies;  Tenn.  BetaTau,  5  copies;  Tenn.  Lambda,  15  cop- 
ies; Vt.  Beta  Zeta,  10  copies;  Va.  Beta,  8  copies,  and  Va.  Delta, 
15  copies. 

To  sum  up  the  foregoing,  506  copies  of  the  catalogue  were 
sent  to  the  chapters,  and  of  these  only  144,  or  less  than  thirty 
per  cent,  have  been  paid  for,  and  258  copies  have  neither  been 
paid  for  nor  returned.  This  is  not  a  record  of  which  Alpha  Taus 
can  be  proud,  and  we  hope  that  since  the  statement  from  which 
these  facts  are  taken  was  prepared,  there  has  been  a  much  better 
showing.  It  can  very  readily  be  seen  that  unless  something  is 
done,  the  catalogue  committee  will  be  very  much  embarassed  by 
a  large  deficiency,  which  will  be  a  serious  matter  for  the  frater- 
nity. We  therefore  exhort  all  who  have  failed  to  do  their  duty, 
to  immediately  take  steps  to  right  themselves  in  this  matter,  and 
it  is  highly  important  that  this  should  be  done  at  once. 

Bro.  Glazebrook  writes  that  he  will  give  delinquent  chap- 
ters until  January  1st  only,  to  return  money  or  books,  and,  after 
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that  date,  will  charge  them  with  the  catalogues  retained  and  hold 
them  strictly  responsible  for  same.  This  will  give  all  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  proper  action,  and  is  an  eminently  just  arrange- 
ment. 

There  is  great  need  of  better  support  on  the  part  of  alumni 
also.  All  who  see  the  catalogue  become  enthusiastic  over  it,  and 
every  alumuns  should  embrace  the  opportunity  to  acquire  a  copy. 

Chapters  returning  copies  should  be  particularly  careful  to 
prepay  all  charges,  as  otherwise  the  burden  falls  upon  the 
fraternity,  and  the  total  of  these  items  from  different  chapters 
would  make  quite  a  large  amount.

BRO.  MORGAN  E.  WILLIAMS. 

FOR  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega  death  has 
entered  our  ranks  and  removed  from  among  us,  our  beloved 
brother,  Morgan  Ellis  Williams 

Brother  Williams  was  born  at  Jackson,  Ohio,  in  1873.  He 
entered  the  Ohio  State  University  in  1890,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
his  failing  health,  he  would  have  graduated  with  the  class  of  '96. 

For  the  past  two  years  brother  Williams  had  been  traveling 
through  the  West  and  South,  in  hopes  that  a  change  of  climate 
might  bring  relief  to  his  suffering,  but  to  no  avail.  Giving  up 
in  despair,  he  returned  home  last  May,  and  on  the  evening  of  July 
21st  his  weary  soul  took  its  flight. 

During  his  college  career  brother  Williams  was  extremely 
popular.  He  always  had  a  kind  word  for  his  fellow  classmates 
aud  this,  with  his  genial  disposition,  made  him  a  friend  to  all, 
both  Greeks  and  aliens.  He  was  a  brilliant  student,  being  at  the 
head  of  his  classes,  and  he  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem  by  his 
various  instructors. 

As  a  fraternity  man  brother  Williams  was  one  of  the  most 
loyal  and  enthusiastic  men  that  ever  wore  the  Maltese  Cross. 
He  came  as  near  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  an  ideal  fraternity 
man  as  any  brother  we  have  ever  known,  and  no  encomium  which 
we  might  pass  upon  him  as  a  fraternity  brother  would  be  too 
extravagant. 

Brother  Williams  died  during  the  summer  vacation  and  as  his 
funeral  was  held  at  a  distant  point  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state,  we  were  unable  to  attend  the  last  sad  rites,  but  the  chapter 
forwarded  a  beautiful  floral  design  in  the  shape  of  the  Maltese 
Cross,  which  rests  upon  his  grave.

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•^p-HERE  is  an  immense  amount  of  Alpha  Tau  enthusiasm  in  the 
<JL  great  big  state  of  Texas,  and  it  has  given  repeated  demon- 
strations of  its  intensity.  In  fact,  there  seems  to  be  more  of  it 
there  to  the  square  inch  just  at  present  than  in  any  other  part  of 
the  A.  T.  O.  world.  This  is  to  be  gathered  from  the  strong  demon  - 
stration  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  alumni  at  the  meeting  on 
Oct.  30th  at  the  Oriental  Hotel,  Dallas,  a  strong  call  for  which 
was  issued  on  Oct.  6th,  over  the  signature  of  those  wellknown 
and  enthusiastic  brothers,  J.  Craik  Morris,  of  Tenn.  Omega, 
Worthy  Master,  and  R.  E.  L.  Saner,  of  Tenn.,  Beta  Pi,  Worthy 
Scribe. 

The  account  of  the  proceedings  which  follows  is  taken  from 
one  of  the  local  newspapers: 

Yesterday  at  ten  o'clock,  when  the  corridors  of  the  Oriental 
were  thronged  with  college  men  and  shouting  football  enthu- 
siasts, the  T.  P.  A.  room  wore  a  very  solemn  and  graveyard  look.

The  gathering  embraced  the  alumni  of  this  fraternity  from 
various  colleges  and  universities  all  over  the  United  States,  who 
are  now  residents  of  Texas,  numbering  among  them  some  of  the 
brightest  and  most  promising  young  men  of  the  state.  Several 
prominent  members  of  the  old  Alpha  Gamma  fraternity,    which 
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was  absorbed  into  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  society,  were  present, 
and  stirred  the  hearts  of  their  younger  brothers  with  the  thrill- 
ing scenes  and  exploits  of  their  college  days.  The  Gamma  Epsi- 
lon  chapter  of  Austin  college,  Sherman,  came  down  in  full  force 
and  attended  the  meeting  in  a  body.  A  new  chapter  of  the  fra- 
ternity has  just  been  established  at  the  University  of  Texas,  and 
if  possible  the  meeting  of  yesterday  was  the  most  interesting  and 
enthusiastic  session  that  they  have  yet  held  in  this  city. 

At  the  morning  session  attention  was  given  to  the  business  of 
the  association,  receiving  reports  of  the  officers  and  committees 
and  consideration  of  ways  and  means  of  strengthening  the  fra- 
ternity's foothold  in  Texas,  none  of  which  is  for  publication.

AMONG  OUR  EXCHANGES. 

This  department  of  the  Palm  has  been  omitted  from  recent 
numbers  for  various  reasons,  but  principally  because  of  the 
press  of  other  matter  of  more  direct  interest  to  Alpha  Taus  and 
because  attention  was  given  to  matter  such  as  formerly  appeared 
under  the  above  head,  in  other  parts  of  the  magazine.  It  is  in 
response  to  a  dmand  which,  we  believe,  is  quite  general  among 
our  readers,  that  this  department  is  revived.  It  will  not,  how- 
ever, be  permitted  to  crowd  out  regular  Palm  matter. 

***** 

We  have  always  accorded  first  place  among  our  exchanges 
to  the  Shield  of  Theta  Delta  Chi.  Its  editor  Mr.  Clay  W.  Holmes, 
of  Elmira,  N.Y.,  is  a  publisher  by  profession,  and  he  is  thus  bet- 
ter fitted  than  the  average  man  to  bring  out  a  tasty  und  interest- 
ing magazine.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  he  labors  under 
disadvantages  in  other  respects  that  make  it  very  difficult  indeed 
for  him  to  carry  on  the  work.  He  has  suffered  severely  from  ill 
health,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  his  heroic  efforts  have  never  re- 
ceived adequate  support  on  the  part  of  his  fraternity.  In  expla- 
nation of  the  delay  in  the  publication  of  the  June  number,  Mr. 
Holmes  says:  "The  secret  of  it  all  is  our  supply  of 'midnight 
oil'  is  exhausted,  never  to  be  replenished.  For  twenty-five  years 
it  was  the  usual  thing  to  do  five  or  six  hours  work  by  gaslight 
and  much  could  then  be  accomplished.  Several  volumes  of  the 
Shield  were  constructed  by  artificial  light  entirely.  Night  work 
was  abandoned  over  a  year  ago  by  command  of  our  attending 
physician,  and  since  then  we  have  several  times  tried  to  violate 
this  order  on  behalf  of  the  Shield,  but  every  time  the  penalty  has 
been  heavy.  Any  sensible  editor  would  'quit  the  job',  but  some- 
how we  cling  to  it  in  desperation,  dreading  to  say  good  bye  to  a 
task  which  has  by  long  experience  become  so  pleasant,"  Such 
rare  devotion  to  fraternity  work,  it  would  seem,  would  arouse 
the  highest  enthusiasm  and  provoke  the  most  cordial  support  on 
the  part  of  his  fraternity  brothers. 

The  leading  article  in  the  June  Shield  is  devoted  to  John  Hay, 
Ambassador  to  England,  in  whose  honor  a  banquet  was  given  by 
the  Graduate  Club  of  New  York  City  in  April  last.  The  disting- 
uished guest  became  a  member  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  at  Brown 
University,  in  1858,  where  Zeta  charge  is  located.  The  ovation 
given  him  before  he  sailed  was  splendid  in  every  way,  and  the  en- 
thusiasm displayed,    the  high  character  of  those  in   attendance 
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and  the  eloquent  responses  made  to  the  toasts  proposed,  all  con- 
tribute to  make  the  occasion  a  splendid  justification  of  the  Amer- 
ican college  fraternity  system. 

Among  other  interscing  articles  in  this  number  of  the  Shield 
is  the  one  on  "The  First  Sorosis,"  from  which  we  extract  the 
following: 

"Between  1850  and  1860,  and  for  some  years  preceeding  and 
following  that  decade  there  existed  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  a  school  for 
the  instruction  of  young  ladies,  called  the  Troy  Female  Seminary. 
Mrs.  Emma  Willard,  a  lady  of  marked  ability  and  estimable  char- 
acter, was  the  founder,  and  under  her  management  it  became  a 
leading  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  the  wide  celebrity 
it  acquired  drawing  to  it  a  large  attendance,  many  being  daughters 
of  the  first  families  in  different  sections  of  the  union.  Among 
the  pupils  then  attending  were  several  who  were  relatives  or 
friends  of  members  of  the  Delta  charge  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  at  the 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  in  the  same  city.  Naturally 
the  acquaintance  caused  the  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  to  be 
thrown  much  in  each  other's  society,  and  to  become  to  a  certain 
extent  intimately  acquainted.  It  happened  also  that  the  ladies 
found  each  other  congenial,  and  became  bound  together  by  ties  of 
close  friendship.  The  latter,  observing  the  intense  regard  for 
each  other  and  for  their  fraternity  manifested  by  the  gentlemen, 
were  led  to  attribute  it  to  the  mysterious  bond  by  which  they  were 
united,  and  became  desirous  of  a  similar  means  to  intensify  their 
already  warm  affection  for  each  other  and,  if  possible,  of  partici- 
pating in  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  from  a  connection  with  the 
fraternity.  Their  first  idea  was  naturally  to  become  connected 
with  Theta  Delta  Chi." 

The  article  then  goes  on  to  show  that  an  organization  was 
effected  and  a  grip  adopted  under  the  supervision  of  Theta 
Delta  Chi's.  A  badge  quite  similar  to  that  of  the  fraternity  was 
also  adopted,  and  the  fraternity  was  given  the  name  of  Chi  Theta 
Delta.  The  organization  was  short  lived  and  never  established 
branches  at  other  schools,  and  information  in  regard  to  its  his- 
tory is  very  meagre  and  unsatisfactory.  The  article  does  not  seri- 
ously disturb  the  claim  made  that  the  first  real  college  sorority, 
as  now  known  and  recognized,  was  Pi  Beta  Phi,  founded  at 
Monmouth  College,  Illinois,  in  1867. 

The  Shield  is  always  made  interesting  by  entertaining  per- 
sonals in  regard  to  alumni  and  full  accounts  of  banquets  and 
conventions.  We  fail  to  see  how  a  loyal  Theta  Delta  can  get 
along  without  this  admirable  magazine. 
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Tee  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  for  September  is  an  attractive 
number,  although  there  appears  to  be  something  hazy  and  un- 
satisfactory about  the  illustrations'.  A  leading  article  is  entitled 
"A  Misappriapriation  of  Funds,"  It  shows  evidence  of  deep 
thought  on  educational  subjects.  The  closing  paragraph  is  as 
follows: 

"There  are  two  ways  in  which  money  can  be  applied  so  as  to 
make  a  liberal  education  something  more  easily  obtained  by  young 
men  of  talent  and  ambition  but  slender  means.  One  is  to  use  the 
interest  to  prevent  any  further  increase  in  tuition  fees  or  to  re- 
duce these  where  they  are  highest.  The  other  is  to  endow 
scholarships,  which  shall  be  conferred  only  on  such  conditions  as 
will  take  away  the  reproach  of  charity.  A  university  should  be 
too  great  to  gratify  at  the  expense  of  these  considerations  the 
vulgar  vanity  which  desires  the  finest  building  or  the  'largest 
telescope  on  the  globe.'  A  few  years  ago  it  was  announced  that 
a  certain  university  had  paid  $100,000  for  a  collection  of  ancient 
manuscripts.  The  cause  of  learning  is  not  advanced  much  .by 
this  extravagance.  The  few  students  who  have  occasion  to  refer 
to  these  interesting  relics  could  use  a  copied  text  about  as  well. 
Suppose  this  sum  invested  and  the  income  judiciously  distributed 
in  scholarships.  Grant  that  mistakes  are  made  and  disappoint- 
ments met;  but  consider  what  the  American  college  man  of  the 
very  best  type  is — the  real  scholar,  the  real  gentleman,  and  the 
real  patriot — and  these  objections  will  be  weak  indeed.  The 
worth  of  one  such  man  cannot  be  appraised.  The  final  develop- 
ment of  such  men  should  be  the  paramount  aim  of  every  school 
of  higher  education  in  the  land.  They  are  indespensable  to  the 
maintenance  of  our  social  customs  and  the  continnance  of  our  na- 
tional life." 

The  nineteenth  biennial  convention  of  this  fraternity  was 
held  at  Nashville  last  June.  Two  of  the  general  officers  were 
present,  and  only  twenty-seven  of  the  thirty-seven  chapters  were 
represented,  and  there  were  two  delegates  from  alumni  chapters. 
Reports  showed  the  fraternity  to  be  in  a  highly  prosperous  con- 
dition.    Among  the  most  important  legislation  was  the  following: 

"In  regard  to  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  pseudo  fraternities  in 
general,  a  most  decisive  stand  was  taken,  and  the  constitution 
was  interpreted  'to  debar  all  members  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Order 
from  joining  the  following  organizations:' 

'Theta  Nu  Epsilon;  Boar's  Head,  at  Tulane;  Golden  Helmet, 
Golden  Dragon,  and  Junior  Secret  Society,  at  Sewanee;  Gimghoul, 
Pi   Sigma,    N.  Society,  and  Gorghon  Head,  at  North   Carolina; 
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18K,  Zeta  Tau  Kappa,  and  Yuppali,  of  the  University  of  Georgia; 
Tilka,  Zeta,  and  Peter  Magill,  of  the  University  of  Virginia; 
Skeleton  and  Hand,  of  the  University  of  Texas;  nnd  all  such  sim- 
ilar organizations.  And  all  Kappa  Alphas  now  connected  with 
such  organizations  shall  be  compelled  to  withdraw  at  once.'  " 
*  *  *  *  * 

The  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Quarterly  for  November  has  the  old 
familiar  appearance  of  that  magazine,  which  is  well  suited  to  the 
present  conservative  tone  of  that  fraternity.  The  leading  article 
is  devoted  to  the  subject  of  "Progress  or  Stagnation,"  being  a 
criticism  of  too  much  conservatism.  It  begins  with  this  para- 
graph: 

"For  some  years  the  policy  of  DKE  in  regard  to  the  creation 
of  new  chapters  has  been  one  of  extreme  conservatism.  Appli- 
cations from  institutions  of  all  grades  have  been  impartially  re- 
jected. The  most  tempting  offers  have  failed  to  secure  consider- 
ation. This  excessive  exclusiveness  has  been  the  natural  reac- 
tionf rom  a  period  of  corresponding  laxity,  when  the  doors  of  the 
Prat  ernity  were  wide  open  and  charters  were  granted  with  a 
freedom  that  seemed  likely,  unless  checked,  to  cheapen  them  in 
the  general  estimation.  There  is  no  such  danger  now.  Under 
present  conditions  it  is  easier  to  secure  the  admission  of  a  new 
State  into  the  Union  than  of  a  new  chapter  into  DKE.  Aspiring 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  highest  rank  find  our  Fraternity, 
not  only  difficult  of  approach,  but  absolutely  inaccessible," 

The  article  favors  extension  abroad  in  "foreign  institutions 
to  which  American  students  most  frequently  resort,"  and  also  in 
Canada,  for  the  reason  that  thereby  "the  idea  of  the  essential 
unity  of  North  America  would  be  sensibly  advanced."  The  clos- 
ing paragraph  is  as  follows: 

"A  college  fraternity  cannot  live  on  exclusiveness.  Health 
implies  growth,  and  if  DKE  is  to  keep  her  place  at  the  head  of 
all  fraternities  she  must  adapt  herself  to  the  law  of  pro- 
gress." 

The  annual  convention  of  this  fraternity  was  fixed  for  Nov. 
23rd  and  24th  at  Chicago. 

The  September  number  of  the  Quarterly  gives  a  most  inter- 
esting example  of  how  real  is  the  fraternity  feeling  and  how  help- 
ful in  trouble.  A  man  who  had  once  been  wealthy  and  prominent 
was  arrested  in  New  York  on  a  charge  of  forgery.  He  was  una- 
ble to  provide  funds  for  defense,  but  three  of  his  fraternity  mates 
volunteered  to  defend  him  and  used  every  effort  in  his  behalf. 
Another  provided  funds  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  necessary 
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witnesses,  and  by  their  efforts  he  was  acquitted.     The  editorial 
comment  is  partly  as  follows: 

"With  such  deeds  as  these  in  view,  we  are  confronted  not 
simply  by  the  beautiful  theory  of  fraternal  fellowship,  but 
by  the  practical  application  of  that  theory.  Loyalty  to 
friends  under  all  circumstances  is  noble,  and  any  influence 
which  tends  to  develop  and  encourage,  and  even  create, 
such  feelings  is  grand.  Such  is  the  fraternity  idea. 
Men  of  all  natures,  beliefs  and  dispositions  are  brought 
together,  and  the  whole  mass  assimilated  by  that  in- 
fluence. Friendships  are  formed  to  last  forever,  the  selfish 
world  for  the  moment  forgotten,  and  the  natural  characteristics 
and  tendencies  of  mankind  elevated  and  ennobled  through  the 
same  influences.  What  better  answer  can  there  be  to  those,  who, 
ofttimes  blinded  by  an  ignorant  prejudice,  are  loud  in  their  de- 
nunciation of  the  college  fraternity  system,  than  such  demonstra- 
tions and  evidences  of  fraternity  spirit  as  the  above."

The  Sigma  Alfha  Epsilon  Record  for  September  contains  a 
very  carefully  prepared  map  showingthe  geographical  location 
of  chapters,  and  also  a  table  showing  the  progressive  growth  of 
the  fraternity  each  year  since  its  founding.

We  notice  that  the  Key  is  announced  as  the  organ  of  the 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  Fraternity.  We  are  grateful  to  this  au- 
thority, for  the  reason  that  we  sometimes  fail  to  make  the  dis- 
tinction between  sorority  and  fraternity.  It  is  furthermore  re- 
inforced by  the  authority  of  the  Trident  of  Delta  Delta  Delta  and 
the  Quarterly  of  Alpha  Phi.  All  of  these  are  excellent  maga- 
zines, usually  prepared  with  great  care,  and  both  instructive  and 
entertaining.  We  will  not,  however,  take  them  up  at  length  in 
this  number,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  already  exhausted  the 
space  available  for  this  department.  For  the  same  reason,  we 
must  postpone  consideration  of  the  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu,  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  The  Shield  and  Diamond  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  and  other 
exchanges,  which  we  are  always  glad  to  welcome  to  our  table. 
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FRATERNITY  LIFE  AT  CORNELL. 

IN  no  other  large  university  in  the  country  is  the  fraternity  life 
similar  to  that  at  Cornell.  This  fact  is  perhaps  due  to  the  ab- 
sence of  university  dormitories.  At  Yale  and  at  Harvard  as  well 
as  at  other  large  universities,  the  students  are  offered  the  best 
appointed  of  rooms  in  any  one  of  a  great  number  of  fairly 
equipped  dormitories.  Once  installed  therein,  the  student  is  con- 
scious of  a  feeling  of  proprietorship  that  gradually  endears  the 
rooms  to  him  and  frees  him  from  any  desire  to  leave  them  for  a 
home  outside.  He  at  first  becomes  acquainted  with  men  on  his 
own  floor,  but  gradually  he  meets  all  those  in  his  own  dormitory, 
and  necessarily  a  close  friendship  ensues  with  some  of  them. 
He  drops  in  on  them  at  all  hours  and  they  "come  over"  on  "lazy 
nights"  to  help  him  consume  rare  bits  and  other  edibles  of  the 
student  diet.  This  continues  until,  say,  the  man's  junior  year 
when  he  is  bid  to  some  one  of  the  general  fraternities  which  usu- 
ally in  Yale  and  Harvard  bid  in  the  junior  year.  Let  us  suppose 
that  he  accepts.  Does  he  leave  the  dormitory  for  a  fraternity 
house?  No.  He  still  stays  on  at  the  dormitory  among  the  old 
friends  and  it  is  an  open  question  as  to  which  of  the  two,  the  old 
or  the  new,  he  likes  the  better.  Tnis  comes  from  longer  asso- 
ciation with  the  men  in  his  dormitory.  Hence  he  feels  no  need 
of  the  closer  friendship  that  a  fraternity  is  supposed  to  bring 
about.  He  feels  no  need  of  a  home  in  conjunction  with  these 
men,  a  fraternity  home,  and  all  that  it  implies. 

As  was  said,  the  fact  that  this  "dormitory  life,"  if  it  mayLbe 
so  called,  is  missing,  may  give  the  keynote  to  fraternity  life  at 
Cornell.  In  place  of  the  dormitories  fraternity  houses  have  come 
into  existence  and  the  value  of  fraternity  property  in  Ithaca  is 
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already  $475,000.  These  figures  in  themselves  show  us  the  true 
side  of  the  fraternity  systems  at  Cornell.  Each  fraternity  has. a 
home,  be  it  owned  or  only  rented,  that  is  distinctly  and  entirely 
a  home  for  the  year  that  its  members  are  at  college.  The  mem- 
bers in  the  faculty  stand  in  loco  parentis.  The  upper  classmen  are 
the  older  brothers  and  the  fraternity  and  its  ideal  endow  us  with 
motherly  love  and  care  for  our  every  interest. 

In  the  year  1865  Cornell  University  was  founded  and  in  1868 
the  first  chapter  of  a  Greek  letter  fraternity  made  its  appearance. 
It  was  the  Psi  chapter  of  Zeta  Psi.  The  chapter  has  always 
held  a  prominent  place  among  the  fraternities  at  Cornell,  assum- 
ing the  generous  and  yet  dignified  appearance,  which  is  so  char- 
acteristic of  the  general  fraternity.  Zeta  Psi  is  installed  in  a 
home  which  deserves  mention.  In  architecture  faultless  and  in 
proportion  palatial  it  presents  the  embodiment  of  the  fraternity 
ideal.  If  the  Zetes  are  developed  on  any  one  side  more  than  an- 
other it  is  on  the  social.  This  perhaps  follows  from  their  hale 
old  age,  with  the  large  number  of  alumni. 

The  Zeta  Psi's  were  not  long  the  undisputed  masters  of  the 
field.  Chi  Phi  soon  established  a  chapter,  but  after  a  short  time 
withdrew,  to  return  again  in  1888.  Kappa  Alpha,  the  most  ex- 
clusive, perhaps,  of  all  the  fraternities,  was  the  third  to  enter 
Cornell.  The  "Kaps"  are  very  strong  in  the  social  line.  In  1888 
Kappa  Alpha  built  a  handsome  brown-stone  lodge  on  the  campus, 
which  has  materially  aided  them  in  maintaining  their  deserved 
prominence.  The  next  fraternity  to  establish  a  chapter  was 
Alpha  Delta  Phi,  The  Alpha  Delts  deserve  mention  as  the  first 
fraternity  to  build  for  themselves  a  permanent  home,  thus  en- 
joying the  distinction  of  being  the  pioneers  in  the  building  of 
fraternity  houses  at  Cornell.     They  built  as  early  as  1878. 

Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Delta  Upsilon  and  Chi  Psi  were  established 
in  the  first  year,  but  both  Phi  Kappa  Psi  and  Chi  Psi  became  in- 
active for  a  number  of  years,  but  have  since  come  back  and  are 
now  very£prosperous.  The  Chi  Psis  have  recently  purchased  the 
Fiske  McGraw  property.  The  situation  is  particularly  fine,  the 
magnificient  stone  lodge  over-looking  the  lake  and  valley  for 
miles.     The   property  at  the  time  of  its  construction  was  worth 
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in  the  near  neighborhood  of  $250,000.      Thus  the  Chi  Psis  are 
possessed  of  the  finest  fraternity  house  in  the  world. 

The  second  year  of  the  existence  of  Cornell  saw  the  entrance 
of  Theta  Delta  Chi  and  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon.  Both  of  these 
chapters  are  very  strong,  as  is  the  general  fraternity  of  each. 
Each  owns  its  chapter  house,  the  Theta  Delts  having  very  recent- 
ly completed  theirs.  Three  years  after  the  Dekes  and  Theta 
Delts,  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity  placed  a  chapter  at  Cornell, 
which  was  later  withdrawn  and  then  replaced  in  1895.  The  Phi 
Deltas  completed  a  very  artistic  lodge  in  1886.  In  1876  Psi  Upsi 
Ion  entered;  about  ten  years  later,  1886,  they  built  the  fine  home 
that  they  now  occupy.  In  1879  Beta  Theta  Pi  entered  Cornell, 
absorbing  the  chapter  of  Alpha  Sigma  Chi,  which  became  the 
Beta  Delta  Chapter  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  In  1882  the  first  sorority 
made  its  appearance,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  followed  three  years 
later  by  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  and  six  years  later  by  Delta  Gam- 
ma; Alpha  Phi,  the  last  to  enter  was  established  in  1889.  In  1887 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  established;  in  1888  Phi  Gamma  Delta, 
Delta  Tau  Delta  and  Sigma  Phi;  Sigma  Chi  in  1890,  Delta  Phi  in 
1891  and  Kappa  Sigma  in  1892.  A  chapter  of  Sigma  Alpha  Ebsilon 
was  established  in  1891,  but  no  longer  exists.  Beside  these  gen- 
eral fraternities  there  are  the  law  frats,  Phi  Delta  Phi  and  Delta 
Chi;  the  scientific  f  rat,  Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  and  the  honorary  senior 
societies  of  "Sphinx  Head"  and  "Quill  and  Dagger." 

The  natural  consequence  of  this  large  number  of  fraternities 
has  been,  to  make  of  Cornell  the  greatest  fraternity  university  in 
the  country.  There  is  quite  a  rivalry  and  yet  the  field  to  choose 
from  is  so  large  that  there  is  not  any  of  that  bitter  feeling  be- 
tween the  different  fraternities  which  is  so  marked  in  smaller  in- 
stitutions. Perhaps  another  explanation,  one  which  becomes 
truer  as  the  chapters  grow  older,  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  alumni 
of  the  different  frats  who  have  made  places  for  themselves  in  the 
world  are  constantly  recommending  the  sons  of  men  with  whom 
they  have  business  connections  and  also  in  many  cases  the  se- 
cond generation  begins  to  be  of  age  to  enter  college.  This  is  of 
course  a  material  factor  in  the  securing  of  desirable  men,  it  us- 
ually following  that  the  son  is  initiated  into  his  father's  fraternity. 
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There  are  perhaps  four  distinct  phases  in  which  fraternity- 
life  works  out  at  Cornell,  the  scholarly,  the  athletic,  the  social 
and  the  political  phase.  As  to  the  relation  of  fraternity  life  to 
scholarship  there  has  always  been  more  or  less  discussion  but 
certain  it  is  that  though  perhaps  the  fraternity  man  does  not 
heap  up  the  grades  that  a  non-f rat.  grind  does,  he,  the  fraternity 
man,  rounds  out  more  and  is  better  fitted  to  meet  the  world  at  its 
own  game. 

The  athletic  phase  is  perhaps  the  best  recognized  on  account 
of  the  prominence  of  athletics.  The  honor  of  having  the  largest 
number  of  athletes  ebbs  from  chapter  to  chapter  from  year  to 
year,  though  it  sometimes  happens  that  one  chapter  will  main- 
tain a  position  eminently  athletic  for  several  consecutive  years. 

The  same  fluctuation  of  social  distinction  is  noticed. 

The  political  phase  of  fraternity  life  at  Cornell  is  a  particu- 
larly interesting  one.  It  has  at  times  been  stated  that  class  pol- 
itics were  governed  by  the  same  methods  that  Tammany  pursues. 
This  is  a  trifle  too  strong.  It  is  a  fact,  nevertheless,  that  a  large 
majority  of  class  presidents  at  Cornell  are  fraternity  men.  The 
conclusion  naturally  formed  is  that  the  fraternity  men  rather  run 
politics.  This  is  true  to  a  large  extent,  though  at  times  the  fra- 
ternities are  on  opposite  sides  and  fight  to  the  death.  A  number 
of  fraternity  men  usually  get  together  and  make  out  a  *  "slate," 
placing  on  it  the  names  of  several  independents  for  the  sake  of 
fairness  and  at  the  same  time  to  strengthen  the  ticket  as  a  whole. 
If  the  ticket  is  elected,  then  the  choice  morsels,  such  as  the  places 
on  the  ball  committees  and  on  class  day  committees,  fall  to  the 
faithful.  It  is  noticeable,  nevertheless,  that  bitterness  is,  for 
the  most  part,  absent. 

The  fraternities  at  Cornell  seem  to  realize  that  all  the  differ- 
ent external  phases  are  subordinate  to  the  real  question,  and  to 
the  lofty  ideality  of  their  aims;  that,  while  it  is  necessary,  in 
order  to  exist,  to  have  a  certain  degree  of  prominence  in  all  these 
lines,  yet  there  is  ever  before  the  true  fraternity  an  ideal  to  be 
aspired  to.  This  ideal  is,  or  ought  to  be,  to  initiate  friend- 
ships that  shall  last  lives  long,  and  to  give  to  a  chosen  number 
of  men  a  place  that  shall  be  his  college  home,  and  above   all,  to 
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give  to  him  a  home  life,  that  is  to  surround  these  initiates  with 
men  older  than  themselves,  who  can  discern  and  correct,  as 
brothers  would,  their  faults  and  mistakes,  to  bring  the  neophyte 
into  personal  relation  with  men,  who,  from  their  university  train- 
ing, shall  assist  him  in  the  ''rounding  out"  that  takes  place  dur- 
ing a  college  career.  In  short,  the  best  thing  that  fraternity  life 
can  do  for  a  man  is  to  supply  to  him  a  congenial  home,  to  elevate 
the  tone  of  his  thought  and  life  and  to  begin  friendships  tha 
time  shall  only  cement  the  firmer.  J  H.  Gainor.  Jr. 


FREDERICK  B.  DEBERVILLE. 

^71  few  men  make  a  fraternity  glorious.  Although  we  use  ex- 
±\  treme  carefulness  in  choosing  for  membership  only  those 
who  possess  social,  scholarly  and  christian  endowments,  yet  it 
is  inevitable  that  in  the  race  of  life  the  many  are  outstripped  by 
the  few.  In  Beta  Zeta's  ten  years  of  existence  she  has  had  a  re- 
markably brilliant  career.  A  large  percentage  of  her  members 
have,  during  this  short  time,  risen  to  positions  of  high  esteem 
and  honor,  mainly  by  their  own  efforts.  Foremost  among  the 
younger  of  these  stands  Frederick  B.  Deberville — a  self  made 
man. 

Mr.  Deberville  was  born  at  Hinesburg  in  1872.  His  early  ed- 
ucation was  obtained  at  the  district  school  and  at  the  Hinesburg 
Academy.  In  the  spring  of  1889  he  entered  Goddard  Seminary, 
Barre,  Vt.,  where  he  completed  the  four  years  college  prepara- 
tory course  in  two  years,  graduating  in  1891.  At  Goddard  he 
won  the  esteem  of  his  classmates  and  instructors  by  his  vigilant 
application  to  his  studies.  He  founded  the  "Goddard  Record," 
the  first  and  only  publication  the  institution  ever  had.  He  was 
president  of  his  class.  In  1891  he  entered  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont, pursued  the  classical  course  and  graduated  in  '95,  taking 
the  degree  of  A.  B. 

Mr.  Deberville's  college  course  was  remarkably  brilliant. 
Both  in  his  freshman  and  sophomore  year  he  was  on  the  Forest 
Prize  Speaking  Contest,  the  second  year  taking  first  prize.  In 
his  junior  year  he  was  one  of  the  Converse  debaters,  winning  the 
prize;  also  was  assistant  business  manager  of  our  tri-weekly 
magazine — the  '"Cynic" — and  business  manager  in  his  senior  year. 

Mr.  Deberville  took  great  interest  in  the  University  Republi- 
can Club,  holding  many  important  offices  at  various  times.  He 
was  finally  elected  its  president  and  under  his  efforts  it  increased 
rapidly  in  membership  and  utility.  In  April,  '94,  he  was  sent  as 
a  delegate  to  the  Third  Annual  Convention  held  at  Syracuse,  N. 
Y.  At  this  convention  he  was  made  Department  Chairman  over 
the  clubs  in  Maine,  New   Hampshire  and  Vermont,  of  the  Ameri- 
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Republican  College  League  and  as  such  officer,  was  invited  to 
speak  in  behalf  of  the  League  on  the  occasion  of  Lincoln's  birth- 
day, February  12th,  on  which  occasion  Chauncey  M  Depew  was 
the  orator  of  the  day.  Mr.  Depew  was  so  highly  pleased  and 
favorably  impressed  with  Mr,  Deberville's  speech  that  he  sent 
him  his  photograph  with  his  autograph  and  these  words:  "Young 
man,  study  oratory;  you  have  it  in  you."  Mr.  Depew  also  re- 
marked to  Pres.  Foster  at  the  banquet,  after  hearing  Mr.  Deber- 
ville  speak,  "That  young  man  has  a  future  before  him." 

In  the  same  year  he  was  appointed  delegate  to  the  Fourth 
National  Convention  of  the  American  Republican  College  League 
at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  where  he  delivered  a  speech  on  the 
"Unity  of  the  League."  The  Grand  Rapids  Herald  speaking  of 
the  convention,  states  that  his  speech  was  constantly  interrupted 
and  followed  by  enthusiastic  plaudits,  and  when  Mr.  L.  B. 
Vaughan,  of  Chicago,  was  nominated  for  the  presidency  he  was 
greeted  with  cheers;  these  cheers  were  increased  to  deafening 
applause  when  Mr.  Deberville  supported  the  nomination  "in  be- 
half of  the  University  of  Vermont."  The  Home  Market  Bulletin 
(Boston)  speaking  of  the  Convention  complimented  him  on  his 
oratorical  effort.  At  this  Convention  he  was  elected  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  National  League  and,  after  several  nattering  seconds, 
was  declared  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  League  for  the  office. 

Although  Mr.  Deberville  was  constantly  doing  outside  work, 
yet  he  stood  well  in  his  classes  at  the  University.  Most  of  the 
money  spent  in  defraying  his  college  expenses  was  earned  by 
tutoring  and  teaching  in  the  evening  city  school.  All  spare  mo- 
ments were  given  to  the  study  of  law;  so  diligently  did  he  pursue 
this  course  that  in  the  October  following  his  graduation  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Vermont  bar.  The  next  month  he  was  admitted 
to  the  Court  of  Chancery  and  the  following  spring  he  was  ad- 
mitted and  duly  enrolled  as  a  counsellor,  attorney,  proctor  and 
solicitor  of  the  Circuit  and  District  Courts  of  the  United  States. 
Our  daily  paper,  the  Free  Press,  of  this  date,  congratulating  Mr. 
Deberville,  speaks  of  him  as  being  "an  exceedingly  bright,  prom- 
ising young  lawyer.'  Surely  his  remarkable  success  at  the  bar 
has  more  than  fulfilled  this  prediction. 
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As  a  speaker  he  is  eloquent  and  forceful.  Frequently  he  is 
called  upon  to  deliver  Memorial  Day  addresses,  lectures  and  cam- 
paign speeches,  but  owing  to  his  devotion  to  the  practice  of  law, 
his  public  appearances  are  limited. 

He  was  initiated  into  the  Beta  Zeta  Chapter  of  the  A..  T.  O. 
fraternity  in  the  fall  of  1891.  At  this  time  the  Chapter  was  quite 
young  and  naturally  somewhat  weak,  and  the  strong  and  flourish- 
ing condition  of  the  Chapter  today  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to 
his  efforts  and  untiring  devotion.  Even  at  the  present  time  he 
will  put  aside  business  and  is  ever  ready  to  render  any  service  he 
can  for  the  fraternity.  He  always  has  an  encouraging  word  for 
his  fellow  fraternity  men  to  push  on  the  good  work.  At  one  of 
our  banquets  I  heard  him  say  "Cherish  well  the  principles  of 
your  fraternity;  emphasize  clearly  the  character  of  your  member- 
ship, and  out  of  this  organization  will  spring  an  influence  and 
strength  of  which  its  promoters  scarcely  dreamed  and  of  which 
its  members  may  well  be  proud.  Approach  the  consideration  of 
names  for  membership  with  a  loyal,  sincere  desire  to  secure  the 
ideal  as  far  as  possible,  and  so  usher  into  this  fraternity  those 
tried  and  true  men  who  will  so  stregthen  and  solidify  her  struc- 
ture that  those  who  come  after  us  may  say  that  the  perseverance 
and  judgment  of  our  time  found  expression  in  the  most  approved 
form  of  fraternal  and  social  organization."  He  loves  to  meet  A. 
T.  O.  men  and  to  converse  upon  fraternity  subjects.  Whenever 
he  meets  a  fraternity  man,  whether  on  the  street  or  in  the  frater- 
nity hall,  his  last  words  are  "Come  and  see  me."  He  believes 
friendship  is  the  mysterious  cement  of  the  soul,  the  solder  of  so- 
ciety, to  which  we  owe  much.

THE  INITIATION  CEREMONY. 

THERE  is  a  growing  tendency  in  our  age  to  treat  lightly 
those  circumstances  and  occasions  which  are  crises  in  our 
lives,  and  which  serve  as  the  doorway  to  different  environment 
and  responsibilities.  The  present  article  is  not  designed  to  find 
fault  with  or  to  cast  terms  of  reproach  at  any  in  particular,  but 
to  be  the  beginning  of  what  shall  prove  to  be  a  reformation 
indeed,  universal  as  well  as  local,  and  local  as  well  as  univer- 
sal, in  our  attention  to  the  initiation  ceremony,  by  which  the  elect 
are  made  active  members  of  our  brotherhood. 

The  active  members  of  every  chapter  should  remember  that 
in  initiating  a  man  into  their  body,  they  are  not  only  making  him 
a  member  of  themselves,  but  are  identifying  him  with  a  class 
that  numbers  in  the  thousands,  that  class  extending  beyond  the 
bounds  of  their  state  and  reaching  even  to  the  corners  of  their 
country. 

The  candidate  has  received  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  chap- 
ter and  has  been  presented  for  initiation.  He  is  about  to  be 
made  partaker  of  all  the  benefits  of  a  duly  accredited  member, 
and  from  the  good  name  of  the  fraternity  at  large,  he  has  the 
confidence  that  he  is  being  made  an  ally  in  the  cause  of  gentility 
of  conduct,  strength  of  character  and  nobility  of  manhood. 

Would  it  not  be  a  disastrous  situation  if  he  were  to  have  to 
ask  if  there  was  any  chance  of  violence  being  done  him  in  this 
most  solemn  act?  Our  own  feelings  would  be  greatly  stirred  if 
such  a  question  should  be  asked,  but  it  may  be  that  such  a  ques- 
tion might  not,  in  some  quarters,  be  altogether  out  of  place.  The 
reputation  of  the  local  body  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  repel  any 
such  idea  ever  suggested,  and  any  chapter  whose  standard  is  not 
so  high  on  this  point  ought  to  begin  to  form  new  conceptions  and 
to  give  positive  order  to  its  members  and  to  exercise  rigid  dis- 
cipline in  case  of  misconduct  during  the  solemn  exercise. 

What  is  this  step  which  is  about  to  be  taken,  when  a  highly 
favored  individual  is  being  admitted  into  your  fraternity?  Have 
you  voted  for  him  merely  to  receive  aid  from  him   in  bearing  the

small  expense  attached  to  your  excellent  privileges,  or  is  it 
merely  to  increase  your  chapter  in  numerical  strength?  Every 
devoted  Alpha  Tau  would  decry  such  a  status  did  it  exist  any- 
where. In  initiating  him  we  make  him  a  very  part  of  ourselves. 
Thenceforth  we  are  to  practically  breathe  the  same  atmosphere 
and  to  live  the  same  life,  for  we  are  united  by  a  common  prin- 
ciple and  are  bound  by  a  common  tie. 

He  is  about  to  be  introduced  into  the  grave  secrets  of  your 
fraternity.  He  is  about  to  find  out  those  principles  which  have 
given  you  their  share  of  your  reputed  manliness  and  virtue.  Not 
only  are  the  secrets  about  to  be  disclosed  to  him,  but  he  is  about 
to  be  introdnced  to  the  men  composing  the  chapter,  and  not  only 
introduced  to  them  but  made  their  closest  friend  and  confidant. 
He  will  swear  to  preserve  in  eternal  secrecy  those  things  en- 
trusted to  his  keeping,  and  to  enter  with  you  on  the  work  of  fos- 
tering and  developing  the  order  to  which  you  belong. 

He  is  to  be  your  associate.  You  are  to  recognize  him  on  all 
occasions,  to  introduce  him  to  your  best  friends,  and,  if  chance 
is  afforded,  to  take  him  to  your  own  family  circle. 

Now  with  these  few  suggestions  we  have  tried  to  impress 
the  idea  that  the  initiation  ceremony  is  neither  a  haphazard  nor  a 
trivial  affair.  It  is  a  matter  of  deliberate  choice  on  the  part  of 
both  the  chapter  and  the  candidate.  Recognizing  the  import  of 
such  step  on  the  part  of  both,  we  now  ask  the  question,  How  is 
the  chapter  to  conduct  the  process  of  initiation? 

We  must  confess  that  many  mistakes  are  frequently  made. 
We  cannot  enumerate  all  for  the  lack  of  space  and  sufficient 
observation,  but  we  shall  mention  some  which  have  made  them- 
selves prominent. 

First,  we  wish  to  refer  to  the  lack  of  acquaintance  with  the 
form  and  matter  of  the  ceremony,  which  makes  the  hour  of  one's 
initiation  very  unpleasant  to  all  who  participate.  Here  it  would 
be  well  to  remember  that  "every  man  to  his  work5' is  a  good 
motto.  Each  officer  who  takes  part  ought  to  be  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  part  assigned  to  him.  We  would  suggest  here, 
that  if  there  is  any  doubt  of  accurate  preparation  for  the  occa- 
sion, there  might  be  two  or  three   hours  well   spent  at  some  pre- 
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vious  time,  in  a  drill  or  rehearsal.  Such  rehearsal  has  been 
needed  in  many  instances,  and  there  were  very  sad  results  on 
account  of  unfamiliarity  of  some  with  their  respective  parts. 

Another  serious  error,  which  has  its  proportion  of  disorderly 
effects,  is  the  occasional  running  through  the  initiation  in  great 
haste.  We  greatly  regret  this  practice,  for  we  are  sure  it  serves 
to  diminish  the  sanctity  of  the  performance.  In  appointing  a 
time,  we  ought  to  select  a  time  as  nearly  as  possible,  when  there 
will  be  the  least  need  of  rushing  through  the  ceremony.  Not 
one  detail  should  be  omitted,  for  men  wiser  than  we  wrote  it 
and  they  must  have  deemed  it  all  necessary.  The  influence  of 
this  fault,  we  are  sure,  will  be  felt  in  many  quarters. 

Lastly,  we  consider  the  notion,  apparently  prevailing  with 
some  that  the  practice  of  school-boy  flippancy  and  shameful 
impositions  are  essential  to  one's  qualifications  for  membership. 
Wp  could  give  instances  of  tricks  being  performed,  of  hideous 
objects  being  pictured,  of  well-nigh  scandalous  acts  being  com- 
mitted by  the  members  of  the  chapters,  when  the  initiates  were 
receiving  what  they  must  have  assuredly  thought  to  be  an  almost 
beastly  welcome.  Such  a  state  of  things  is  to  be  deplored.  We 
dare  not  charge  it  to  the  ignorance  or  weak-mindedness  of  any,  but 
certainly  such  demeanor  evinces  lack  of  prudence  and  judgment, 
besides  it  brings  great  indignity  upon  the  chapter  and  upon  those 
identified  with  it.  If  we  allow  this  evil  tendency  to  grow,  and  if, 
by  our  mere  inattention  to  it,  we  foster  its  pernicious  cause,  we 
may  expect,  on  the  part  of  the  coming  membership,  but  little 
confidence  in  the  purpose  of  our  greatly  beloved  fraternity,  a 
disgust  for  its  whole  proceedings,  the  mind  of  disloyalty  to  its 
precepts,  and  hence  extreme  carelessness  in  conduct.  Par  be  it 
from  any  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  be  the  instrument  of 
its  own  destruction. 

After  thorough  study  of  the  ceremony  of  initiation,  and 
familiarization  with  its  impressive  form  and  principle,  every 
Alpha  Tau  ought  to  be  able  to  render  intelligent  judgment  as  to 
how  the  exercise  should  be  conducted  and  how  the  brothers  par- 
ticipating in  the  initiation  of  the  candidate  should  deport  them- 
selves.    If  sufficient   reflection   is  indulged   in,  every   man  will 
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conclude  that  nothing  ought  to  be  done  and  no  carelessness  ought 
to  be  manifested,  by  which  we  take  away  from  this  grave  season 
its  seriousness  and  solemnity.  We  urge  upon  the  Worthy 
Masters  a  feeling  of  this  great  responsibility  in  the  matter  under 
discussion.  A  glance  of  the  eye,  an  expressive  change  of  the 
countenance,  a  quiet  word  on  their  part  will  surely  have  great 
effect  in  abating  disorder,  if  they  are  rightly  appreciated  as 
officers  of  their  respective  chapters. 

In  conclusion,  "let  everything  be  done  decently  and  in  order," 
When  a  man  gets  his  consent,  after  our  initiation,  to  become  our 
brother,  let  us  make  him  feel  at  the  very  first  that  he  is  stepping 
upward  and  not  downward,  that  he  is  entering  a  circle  of  friends 
not  a  mob  of  roughs,  that  he  is  finding  the  very  spot  where  both 
his  body  and  mind  may  find  rest  from  the  tormenting  cares 
without. 

This  has  been  written,  not  to  rebuke,  but  to  exhort;  not  to 
reprove,  but  to  admonish;  not  in  spirit  of  censure,  but  with  the 
humble  hope  that  good  may  be  done  to  the  individual  who  crosses 
the  threshold  of  our  abode,  to  us  who  are  there  to  offer  him  a 
brother's  welcome,  and  to  the  large  family  without,  to  whom  is 
quietly  heralded  his  joyful  reception.  When  the  initiation  is 
over,  then  social  intercourse  may  be  enjoyed,  and  we  only  hope 
that  the  social  element  may  be  vigorously  maintained,  but  let  all 
honest,  devout  Alpha  Taus  remember  that  there  are  times  when 
occasion  requires  that  we  be  serious  and  orderly.

ERSKINE  MAYO  ROSS. 

ALPHA  TAUS  are  always  deeply  interested  in  everything-  that 
pertains  to  the  founders  of  their  fraternity,  and  unfortun- 
ately, very  little  indeed  is  heard  from  our  distinguished  brothers. 
On  this  account,  we  feel  very  sure  that  all  readers  of  the  Palm 
will  feel  that  it  is  most  fitting  to  give  this  prominence  to  a  clip- 
ping from  the  splendid  annual  midwinter  number  of  the  Los  An= 
geles  Daily  Times  of  Jan.  1,  1898,  in  the  department  devoted  to 
"Men  of  Achievement." 

"Hon.  E.  M.  Ross  was  born  in  Virginia,  June  30,  1845,  on  his 
father's  plantation,  Belpre.  Englished  this  would  be  Pairmead. 
His  early  education  was  in  private  schools  and  at  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute,  where  as  a  cadet,  he  was  subject  to  military 
duxy.  He  and  his  fellow  cadets  were  at  Camp  Lee  the  day  Vir- 
ginia seceded.  Ross  at  this  time  was  only  16  years  old,  but  he 
was  made  drill  master  to  instruct  the  raw  recruits  volunteer- 
ing for  service  in  the  Confederate  ranks. 

"Passing  over  the  period  of  war,  with  its  exciting  experiences 
and  dangers,  June,  1868,  found  E.  M.  Ross  in  Los  Angeles,  and 
here  he  studied  law.  Having  been  admitted  to  the  bar,  he  prac- 
ticed his  profession  until  1879,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  Su- 
preme bench  under  the  new  constitution  which  had  recently 
gone  into  effect.  Judge  Ross  drew  the  lot  for  the  short  term. 
In  1882  he  was  elected  for  a  full  term,  but  resigned  in  1886,  Octo- 
ber 1,  and  formed  a  law  partnership  with  Hon.  Stephen  M. 
White.  Had  these  two  admittedly  able  lawyers  continued  as  co- 
workers in  their  profession,  the  firm  in  all  reasonable  proba- 
bility would  have  become  noted  before  the  courts.  The  union, 
however,  lasted  only  six  weeks,  when  Mr.  Ross  was  appointed 
by  President  Cleveland  Judge  of  the  United  States  District  Court, 
just  organized  for  Southern  California.  This  was  in  January, 
1887.  Judge  Ross  was  at  this  time  not  quite  42  years  old.  He 
had  been  seated  upon  the  State  Supreme  bench  eight  years 
earlier,  when  not  quite  34  years  of  age. 

"On   February  22,   1895,  during  his  second  term,    President 
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Cleveland  appointed  Judge  Ross  to  a  place  on  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  in  California,  he  being  then  a  few  months  short  of 
50  years  old. 

4 'In  writing  of  Judge  Ross  it  is  hard  to  say  anything  which 
would  add  at  all  to  the  above  brief  outline  of  facts.     A  success 
ful  lawyer  before  he  was  25;  on  the  State  Supreme  bench  before 
he  was  34;  appointed  by  the  President  to  a  Federal  judgeship  be 
fore  reaching  42,  and  then  raised  to  a  still  higher  judicial  position 
when  under  50,  is  a  record  to  which  words  can  add  but  little. 

"It  is  very  generally  understood  that  an  unfortunate  accident 
prevented  Judge  Ross  from  being  exalted  to  the  Supreme  bench 
of  the  United  States.  It  is  a  wellknown  fact  that  President 
Cleveland  felt  particularly  gratified  in  having  appointed  Erkskine 
M.  Ross  a  judge.  So  true  is  this  that  he  is  reported  to  have  inti- 
mated to  a  friend  that  in  case  of  Judge  Field's  resignation,  the  p]  ace 
was  to  be  offered  to  Judge  Ross.  The  enmity  which  sprang  up 
between  Grover  Cleveland  and  Stephen  J.  Field  is  a  matter  of  his- 
tory. Field  openly  declared  that  Cleveland  should  never  have  the 
satisfaction  of  naming  his  successor.  This  was  in  spite  of  a  very 
friendly  feeling  for  Ross.  Both  the  President  and  the  Supreme 
Court  Justice  were  among  the  best  haters  in  the  world.  The 
possibility  of  either  yielding  was  never  for  a  moment  to  be  looked 
for. 

"Since  becoming  a  Federal  Judge,  E.  M.Ross  has  had  a  num- 
ber of  very  important  cases  to  try.  Perhaps  the  most  so  was  in 
the  great  railroad  strike  in  1894,  in  which  he  manifested  those 
high  and  firm  qualties  which  fit  a  man  to  preside  over  a  court. 
The  intense  public  excitement  of  those  days  might  have  swerved 
more  or  less  the  judgment  of  one  not  above  the  reach  ol  popu- 
lar clamor  or  not  sufficiently  self-poised  to  look  at  the  cold  prin- 
ciples of  law,  and  make  them  his  only  guide.  It  is  pretty  gener- 
ally admitted  that  Judge  Ross  did  not  fail  in  these  qualifications. 
"The  best  commentary  on  his  history  as  a  judge  is  found  in 
the  small  number  of  cases  in  which  his  judgments  have  been  re- 
versed. 

"Judge  Ross  is  known  not  only  as  a  lawyer  and  judge,  but 
also  as  one  of  the   most  successful  horticulturists  in  Southern 
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California.  His  beautiful  home  at  Glendale,  about  nine  miles 
north  of  the  city,  surrounded  by  one  of  the  largest  and  best  culti- 
vated orange  groves  in  the  section,  is  noted  among  the  many 
notable  country  places  hereabouts.  It  is  a  lovely  spot  and  the 
grove  is  kept  in  the  best  condition,  Judge  Ross  giving  his  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  general  outline  of  its  cultivation.  His  ad- 
vice is  not  infrequently  sought  by  other  orange-growers,  and  his 
judgment  is  considered  as  sound  in  horticulture  as  it  is  in  law." 


AN  OFFICIAL  VISITATION  OF  VA.  &  N.  C.  CHAPTERS.

LEAVING  the  station  at  10:15,  Nov.  14,  I  arrived  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  at  2:15  P.  M.  The  W.  M.  of  my  old 
chapter  with  several  other  members  met  me  and  in  a  few  moments 
made  me  feel  as  much  at  home  at  the  dear  old  University,  as 
when  I  was  a  student  there  fifteen  years  ago.  In  the  University 
proper  there  have  been  many  changes.  The  disastrous  fire  which 
damaged  so  seriously  the  historical  old  place  had  made  a  vast 
change  as  far  as  the  University  was  concerned.  It  was  however, 
with  much  joy  that  I  noted  the  improvements  which  have  fol- 
lowed this  devastation.  New  buildings  have  arisen  where  the  old 
ones  stood,  besides  many  new  ones  have  been  built.  Within  a  few 
months  they  will  be  completed  and  will  add  greatly  to  the  oppor- 
tunities of  the  student  of  this  University.  Virginia  Delta  chap- 
ter, which  has  been  in  existence  at  this  seat  of  learning  for  over 
twenty  years  has  always  held  its  place  among  the  other  fraterni- 
ties there.  Here  I  cannot  but  remark,  that  nowhere  have  I  seen 
chapters  of  all  the  best  fraternities  of  our  country  as  nearly  on 
the  same  footing  as  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  We  have  an 
active  membership  of  about  eighteen,  with  five  or  six  enthusiastic 
f ratres  in  urbe. 

After  dinner  I  was  taken  to  the  new  quarters  which  have 
been  secured  by  the  chapter,  and  for  several  hours  I  enjoyed  the 
greetings  which  were  extended  to  me  by  these  brothers.  I  find 
that  money  has  been  collected  for  the  purpose  of  securing  per- 
manent quarters  and  with  the  aid  which  may  easily  be  expected 
from  her  many  well-to-do  alumni,  Virginia  Delta  should  before 
very  long  be  permanently  quartered  in  a  comfortable  home. 
After  this  pleasant  meeting  I  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  tea  with 
our  dear  Bro.  Jas.  B.  Green  and  his  wife,  who  always  wears  the 
maltese  cross.  The  rest  of  the  evening  was  spent  with  Delta 
brothers  in  their  college  rooms:  at  a  late  hour  I  took  the  train  for 
North  Carolina 
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Monday  at  8  P.  M.  I  met  Bro,  M.  A.  Glazebrook,  of  North 
Carolina  Alpha  Delta,  at  Greensboro,  and  in  company  with  him,  I 
took  the  train  for  Mebane.  You  all  know  where  Mebane  is, — yes, 
that's  the  place  where  "Old  Dave"  White  lives.  From  the  im- 
portance this  name  (Mebane)  has  held  in  our  fraternity  for  years, 
I  imagined  it  was  one  of  the  largest  towns  in  this  Old  North 
State.  You  will  remember  that  for  a  long  time  one  of  our  best 
chapters  lived  and  nourished  here. 

The  town  is  a  small  one  so  far  as  population  is  concerned, 
but  such  a  hotbed  of  A.  T.  O's.  I  was  met  at  the  train  by  Bros. 
Dave,  Sam  and  Will  White  and  Bro.  Scott,  all  of  Mebane — I  shall 
not  enter  into  an  account  of  my  stay  here,  it  would  be  impossible 
to  describe  it;  all  that  I  have  to  say,  is  that  any  man  going 
through  this  state,  within  a  hundred  miles  of  Mebane,  should 
manage  to  stop  over  here.  I  can  vouch  for  a  hearty  welcome. — 
Nov  18th,  in  company  with  Dave  White,  we  took  the  train  for 
Durham, and  arrived  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  after  getting 
our  breakfast  we  walked  through  this  wideawake  town  to  the 
grounds  of  Trinity  College.  Our  visit  had  been  announced;  so 
within  a  few  moments  we  had  been  introduced  to  nine  members 
of  this  chapter.  North  Carolina  Alpha  Xi  has  a  post  of  which 
any  chapter  should  be  proud.  Unfortunately,  on  account  of  lack  of 
material,  our  chapter  has  been  small  for  the  last  few  years.  This 
year  finds  us  occupying  the  same  position  we  have  held  for  a 
long  time.  Besides  the  active  chapter,  there  are  several  enthusi- 
astic alumni  in  the  town  and  also  in  the  faculty,  who  are  always 
ready  and  take  pleasure  in  noting  A.  T.  O's  success.  After  taking 
a  group  picture  of  this  ambitious  chapter, we  again  took  the  train 
for  Chapel  Hill.  At  12  o'clock  we  arrived  at  the  station  and  were 
met  by  a  committee  of  the  chapter  and  driven  about  a  mile  from 
the  depot  to  the  campus  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
Finally  we  were  landed  almost  opposite  the  main  buildings,  in 
front  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  chapter  house,  a  handsome  com- 
fortable, permanent  home  of  North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta.  Such 
a  beautiful  home  should  be  a  tremendous  advantage  to  any  chap- 
ter. After  being  welcomed  by  the  eight  or  nine  brothers  present, 
I  was  made  at  home  and  enjoyed  so  much  looking  at  the  old  rec- 
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ords  of  this  remarkable  chapter.  Owing  to  the  restrictions 
placed  upon  all  the  fraternities  here,  A.  T.  O.  has  for  the  last 
few  years  been  in  a  crippled  condition, but  now, however,  they  are 
taking  their  old  stand  and  by  next  session  will  be  found  in  the 
same  place  which  they  have  occupied  for  such  a  long  time  at  this 
University.  This  is  a  great  University  and  A.  T.  O.  is  proud  to 
be  represented  by  such  brothers  as  now  uphold  the  banner  of  our 
old  fraternity.  After  a  most  delightful  day  we  reached  Mebane 
in  the  evening.  It  was  a  delightful  experience  and  I  felt  great 
satisfaction  in  saying  after  supper  that  I  was  thoroughly  satisfied 
that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  "all  right'"  in  North  Carolina. 

Saturday  morning,  after  a  most  delightful  week, I  was  forced 
to  bid  farewell  to  the  brothers  of  Mebane.  At  8  P.  M. ,  after  an 
all  day  trip,  I  arrived  at  Lexington,  Va.  A  committee  of  the 
chapter  met  me  and  made  the  place  lively  with  a  "Hip,  Hurrah, 
etc." 

I  was  taken  to  the  home  of  Bro.  T.  H.  Smith,  of  Virginia 
Alpha,  where  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  relatives  whom  I  had 
not  seen  for  many  years.  At  9  P.  M.  I  was  escorted  by  the 
brothers  to  their  comfortable: quarters  and  enjoyed  very  much 
entering  into  their  service,  it  being  their  regular  weekly  meet- 
ing. After  the  meeting  I  was  shown  the  records  and  valuable 
jelongings  of  this  our  oldest  living  chapter.  Over  the  mantel  hung 
he  original  coat  of-arms  of  our  fraternity,  and  on  the  walls  were 
„ung  group  pictures  of  chapters  in  the  '60's  and  70's.  Here  let 
me  say  I  have  made  arrangements,  so  that  each  chapter  can  se- 
cure a  copy  of  this  coat-of-arms.  No  chapter  hall  should  be 
without  one.  The  value  and  importance  of  relics  was  also  beau- 
tifully illustrated  by  this  visit.  After  the  meeting  we  adjourned 
to  the  hotel,  where  a  handsome  collation  had  been  prepared,  and 
for  several  hours  we  enjoyed  ourselves  in  a  true  A.  T.  O.  way. 

Sunday  we  spent  with  the  brothers  in  viewing  the  interesting 
sights  of  this  quaint  old  town,  where  is  found  the  V.  M.  I.,  the 
home  of  our  first  chapter  and  Washington  and  Lee,  the  home  of 
our  second  born.  Besides  a  chapter  of  eight  or  nine,  we  are  most 
fortunate  in  having  several  enthusiastic  brothers  in  the  town  and 
also  one  in  the  faculty.  Before  long  I  shall  hope  to  see  through  the 
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efforts  of  every  chapter  and  alumnus,  a  Memorial  Hall  placed  in 
Lexington,  Va.,  in  memoriam  of  Alfred  Marshall,  one  of  our 
honored  founders.  I  can  say  little  more  in  connection  with  my 
visit  to  these  four  chapters.  Good  work  is  being  done  by  them 
all  and  their  future  is  bright.  This  is  enough  for  us,  who  are  so 
interested  in    our  dear  old   fraternity.  L.  W.  G.

We  had  fully  expected,  until  shortly  before  going  to  press, 
that  we  would  be  able  to  present  to  our  readers  in  this  number  of 
the  Palm  an  interesting  illustrated  article  on  our  new  chapter  at 
the  University  of  Texas,  Texas  Gamma  Eta,  but  various  unfor- 
tunate circumstances  have  conspired  to  render  this  impossible. 
In  the  first  place,  Bro.  Thomas  W.  Gregory,  of  Austin,  who  had 
undertaken  the  work  of  preparing  an  article  on  the  chapter  and 
university,  was  compelled  at  the  last  moment,  to  give  it  up,  on 
account  of  lack  of  time.  We  then  appealed  to  Bro.  R.  E.  L.  San- 
er, of  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  who,  with  his  characteristic  willingness  to 
labor  for  his  fraternity,  took  up  the  task  with  enthusiasm.  We 
were  confident  that  we  should  not  be  disappointed,  but  unfortun- 
ately, Bro.  Saner  was  also  compelled  to  abandon  the  work,  on 
account  of  the  death  of  a  brother  in  Montana,  where  he  was  sud- 
denly called.  We  can  only  sympathize  with  him  in  his  grief,  and 
regret  that  his  misfortune  has  made  it  impossible  to  prepare  the 
article  in  question.

It  is  time  that  chapters  should  begin  to  prepare  their  required 
printed  annual  report.  This  is  very  important  and  should  re- 
ceive proper  attention,  and  not  be  rushed  off  at  the  last  minute. 
It  should  contain  the  full  name,  class,  course  and  home  address 
of  each  brother,  the  number  of  men  expected  to  return  next  year, 
the  whereabouts  and  history  of  recent  graduates,  and  all  impor- 
tant items  of  chapter  history  in  regard  to  either  alumni  or  under- 
graduates.    Particular  care  should  be  taken  to  include  notices  of 
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all  deaths  and  marriages,  and  in  every  way  the  report   should  be 

complete  and  exhaustive.

The  present  activity  among  our  alumni  associations  is  some- 
thing on  which  our  fraternity  is  to  be  heartily  congratulated.  It 
is  partially  evidenced  in  this  number  by  the  letters  from  our 
Texas  and  New  York  alumni  associations,  and  also  by  the  clip- 
ping in  regard  to  the  banquet  of  our  alumni  at  Atlanta.  At  other 
points  there  is  quite  as  much  enthusiasm.  The  associations  at 
Washington,  Cleveland,  Pittsburg,  Chicago,  Allentown,  Phila- 
delphia and  Boston  are  all  strong  and  active,  and  their  activity 
is  sure  to  bring  good  fruit.  It  means  a  great  deal  when  busy 
men  are  willing  to  devote  time  in  this  way  to  a  college  fraternity. 
It  means  that  it  has  a  value  in  active  life  and  is  not  merely  a  bit 
of  college  boy's  frivolity,  and  the  fraternity  will  surely  profit  by 

this  deep  interest  in  her  welfare.

Bro  Glazebrook  recently  sent  to  each  chapter  a  sample  copy 
of  the  form  of  notice  to  be  used  in  case  a  chapter  fails  to  send  a 
letter  to  the  Palm  as  required.  Some  of  the  chapters  misunder- 
stood the  intention  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  we,  therefore 
state  for  general  information  that  these  were  sent  for  the  purpose 
of  notifying  chapters  that  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  provided  for 
such  cases  will  hereafter  be  strictly  enforced.     We  trust  that  all 

chapters  will  profit  by  the  warning.

Lyon  was  on  the  Glee  Club 
while  at  college  and  his  experience  with  it  has  proven  invaluable. 
He  is  now  at  work  on  a  negro  song,  which  bids  fair  to  make  a 
hit. 

Bro.  Lyon  has  also  published  a  book  of  "Cornell  Verse," 
finely  illustrated  and  tastily  bound.  It  is  dedicated  to  the  victor- 
ious Cornell  crews.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  represented  by  the 
writings  of  Bros.  Rubert,  Ehle,  Gannon  and  Walton.  The  con- 
trol of  the  work  is  vested  in  Bro.  Lyon  and  he  has  made  a  special 
price  to  all  Alpha  Taus  of  $1.00  per  copy,  the  regular  price  being

Considerable  space  has  been  given  lately-  by  certain  of  our 
exchanges  to  criticism  of  our  fraternity  policy  of  initiating  other 
than  college  students  and  the  following  from  the  Delta  Tau  Delta 
Rainbow  is  an  example  of  this: 

"The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  for  July,  in  answering  Mr. 
Baird's  objection  that  the  new  catalogue  failed  to  designate  honor- 
ary members  and  was  therefore  "deceptive,"  simply  says:  "Alpha 
Tau  Omega  does  not' distinguish  her  members  into  'regular'  and 
'honorary'  classes,  and  that  is  why  no  distinction  is  made  in  the 
catalogue."  This  is  quite  naive.  But  in  a  few  years  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  will  outgrow  her  failure  to  make  so  necessary  a  distinction. 
In  the  meantime  the  journals  of  the  other  fraternities  will  do  the 
distinguishing  for  her,  or  at  least  for  themselves.  If  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  wishes  to  initiate  college  trustees,  who  are  already  Bishops, 
and  palm  them  off  as  regular  members,  she  will  only  bear  the 
blame  of  an  artificial  and  cheap  glory  and  will  do  herself  constant 
injury.  She  is  now  in  the  period  out  of  which  the  most  of  her 
sister  orders  came  several  years  ago  and  out  of  which  she 
herself  will  come  in  due  season.  She  discarded  "community 
chapters"  long  ago  and,  for  substantially  the  same  reason,  she 
will   eventually   discard    honorary   initiations.     She   is   proving 
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herself  a  good  mother  who,  in  a  few  years,  will  have  pride  in  the 
sons  of  her  own  bearing." 

With  all  due  deference  to  Mr.  Baird's  undoubted  qualifica- 
tions to  discuss  fraternity  matters  in  an  intelligent  manner  and 
his  perfect  right  to  express  his  opinion  on  such  a  matter  as  the 
one  in  question,  we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  each  fra- 
ternity is  a  law  unto  itself,  and  responsible  to  its  members  alone, 
when  it  comes  to  such  questions  of  policy  as  this,  and  Mr.  Baird's 
summary  dethronement  as  arbiter  of  the  destinies  of  Phi  Delta 
Phi  is  sufficient  evidence  that  his  views  are  not  always  to  go  un- 
questioned. The  article  in  the  Palm  referred  to  in  the  Rainbow 
brought  out  this  idea  somewhat  clearly. 

As  to  the  views  now  expressed  so  condescendingly  and  su- 
perciliously by  Mr.  Hughes,  the  editor  of  the  Bainbow,  we  are  de- 
cidedly grateful  for  the  advice  so  kindly  given.  We  are  always 
glad  to  receive  friendly  criticism,  and,  no  doubt,  may  derive  much 
profit  from  same,  but,  in  this  case,  it  appears  to  us  that  it  is  ex- 
tremely gratuitous.  We  fail  to  see  how  the  distinction  pointed  out 
is  so  "necessary,"  nor  do  we  pin  much  faith  to  the  prediction  made 
as  to  a  change  of  policy,  and  have  no  objection  to  the  journal  of 
other  fraternities  doing  as  they  please  in  the  premises,  if  they 
care  to  devote  their  space  so  largely  to  the  affairs  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  Meanwhile,  she  will  go  about  her  business  as  usual  and 
initiate  aliens  into  the  fraternity  in  the  manner  provided  by  her 
constitution,  just  as  she  has  always  done.  We  are  fully  alive  to 
the  fact,  that  as  a  rule,  the  best  kind  of  a  fraternity  man  is  de- 
veloped by  four  years  membership  as  an  undergraduate  in  a 
good  chapter,  but  we  do  not  believe  the  policy  of  our  founders  in 
the  matter  of  initiations,  at  this  late  date,  and  judged  by  the  re- 
sults of  its  application  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  can  fairly 
be  said  to  have  been  unsuited  to  our  needs.  Our  position  is  still 
that  one  member  of  our  fraternity  is  just  as  much  a  member  as 
another,  whether  he  was  initiated  as  a  freshman  on  the  day  of  his 
matriculation,  or  on  the  commencement  day  when  he  was  gradu- 
ated, or  after  his  undergraduate  days  were  long  since  past,  and 
that  our  Catalogue  was  not  prepared  with  a  view  to  misleading 
anyone,  but  merely  for   oar   own  fraternity   convenience.     Mr. 
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Hughes,  however,  has  our  fullest  permission  to  make  all  the  dis- 
tinctions he  thinks  desirable  in  our  list  of  members,  and  we  have 
no  doubt  but  that  our  Catalogue  Committee  will  cheerfully  give 
him  any  data  they  may  have,  not  already  published.  Meanwhile, 
Bishop  Vincent  is  just  as  much  an  Alpha  Tau  as  our  Worthy 
Grand   Chief,    and   the  Chairman   of   our  High  Council  has  no 

better  right  to  wear  the  Maltese  Cross  than  Bishop  Quintard. 

***** 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  has  been  un- 
able to  develop  any  activity  in  California  Beta  Psi  chapter,  its 
charter  has  been  withdrawn.  It  was  never  very  strong  in  its 
most  prosperous  days,  and  this  action  will  therefore  occasion  lit- 
tle surprise.  The  total  membership  is  small,  there  having  been 
no  initiations  for  over  a  year.  We  believe  that  Bro.  Fred  Jost  is 
the  only  member  of  the  fraternity  left  among  the  undergraduates, 
while  Bros.  'J.  C.  L.  Fish  and  Stewart  W.  Young,  both  of  N.  Y. 
Beta  Theta,  are  brothers  in  facilitate.  It  is  very  likely  that  the 
chapter  will  be  revived  at  no  far  distant  day,  the  difficulties 
which  caused  the  chapter's  death  having  been  too  rapid  accum- 
mulation  of  debts,  a  very  small  roll  and  internal  dissensions. 

*  *  *  * 

We  have  occasionally  seen  evidences  in  our  fraternity  of  a 
sentiment  in  favor  of  a  strict  secrecy  in  regard  to  all  of  our  affairs. 
Not  infrequently,  we  have  received  complaints  that  lists  of  chap- 
ter officers  appear  in  the  Palm.  We  have  always  regarded  the 
complaint  as  somewhat  childish  and  not  fairly  appliable  to  the 
policy  of  a  dignified  national  fraternity  such  as  ours.  There  are 
matters  which  are  wisely  kept  secret  from  aliens,  as  a  necessary 
requirement  for  the  furtherance  of  certain  purposes  of  our  orga- 
nization. Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  been  exclusive,  from  the  time 
of  her  foundation,  and  will  continue  so,  and  to  maintain  the  close 
association  desired,  a  certain  element  of  secrecy  is  necessary. 
We  cannot  conceive,  however,  in  what  way  the  noble  purposes  of 
our  fraternity  organization  can  be  advanced  by  a  foolish  exag- 
eration  and  extension  of  this  policy,  to  exclude  the  making  public 
of  the  nature  of  our  scheme  of  fraternity  management,  and  were 
much  pleased  to  note  that  these  views  are  amplified  and  admir- 
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ably  expressed  in  a  late  number  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  We  do  not 
believe  that  any  reasonable  and  experienced  fraternity  man  will 
fail  to  approve  the  following  judicious  and  conservative  views 
from  that  magazine: 

"The  fraternity  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself  upon  the 
fact  that  of  late  years  no  seal  of  secrecy  has  been  imposed  upon 
its  members  regarding  its  constitution,  laws,  system  of  adminis- 
tration, or  manner  of  government.  Its  policy  in  regard  to  the 
publication  of  such  matters  is  precisely  that  of  every  well-regu- 
lated private  family  or  business  enterprise.  No  family  exposes 
its  private  affairs  to  the  public,  and  no  sane  business  man  opens 
his  books  or  discloses  his  methods  to  his  rivals  in  trade.  So  it  is 
with  us.  We  deny  no  information  concerning  ourselves  to  any 
one  who  has  any  right  to  seek  it,  but  we  refuse  to  spread  broad- 
cast the  minutes  of  our  deliberations  or  the  pages  of  our  organic 
law  without  reason.  This  reflection  is  apropos  of  the  publication 
of  the  constitution  and  code  of  laws  adopted  at  the  July  conven- 
tion. We  do  not  conceal  their  contents,  and  college  authorities 
everywhere  who  have  supervision  over  our  active  members  are 
welcome  to  all  proper  information  concerning  the  regulations,  but 
we  do  not  expect  our  chapters  to  freely  give  out  copies  to  other 
Greeks,  or  those  who  have  no  good  reasons  for  desiring  to  see 
them." 

But  while  we  do  not  believe  in  useless  secrecy,  it  is  of  the 
first'  importance  that  all  care  should  be  exercised  to  prevent  our 
real  secrets  from  becoming  public  property.  This  warning,  un- 
fortunately, appears  to  be  necessary.  For  the  present  number 
of  the  Palm  we  were  sent  some  verses  which  plainly  revealed  our 
secret  words,  and  the  brother  sending  them  certainly  had  not  the 
least  idea  that  he  was  doing  anything  improper.  Another  in- 
stance of  public  use  of  these  treasured  words  was  given  at  Wash- 
ington in  an  oration  delivered  at  the  public  exercises.  Of  course 
the  blue  pencil  was  promptly  used.  Another  case  is  the  well- 
known  one  afforded  by  our  song  book.  Brothers  cannot  be  too 
careful  in  this  matter.  Carelessness  is  sure  to  reveal  the  secrets 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  aliens. 
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Another  piece  of  asinity,  publicly  displayed,  is  described  in  a 
clipping  from  the  Nebraska  State*  Journal  of  Sept.  19th,  1897,  as 
follows: 

'  'The  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity  boys  initiated  an  applicant 
last  night  and  in  the  course  of  their  ceremonies  marched  him  out 
over  town.  The  old  members  were  masked  in  black.  They  or- 
dered the  novice  to  go  to  the  door  of  Fred  Newell's  house  at  838 
South  Twelfth  street  and  demand  food.  Mrs.  Newell  came  to  the 
door  in  response  to  the  young  man's  knock.  When  he  made  his 
demand  Mrs.  Newell  sawjthe  black  masks  behind  him  and  was 
greatly  frightened.  She  screamed  for  her  husband,  who  came 
with  a  rush.  The  students  took  to  their  heels  before  he  arrived. 
He  picked  up  a  revolver,  fired  at  them  once  and  then  commanded 
them  to  halt.  They  did  so  and  returned  to  see  what  he  wanted. 
They  pacified  him  in  some  way  and  went  back  to  their  chapter 
house  to  talk  over  the  experience." 

We  regret  that  in  this  way  a  reputable  college  fraternity  has 
gained  some  very  hurtful  advertising.  No  blame  is,  however,  to 
be  attached  to  it,  but  solely  to  the  unfortunate  imbeciles  who  had 
been  permitted  to  don  its  badge.  We  publish  it  simply  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  how  extremely  foolish  college  boys  appear 
when  their  escapades  of  this  character  are  shown  up  in  cold 
print.  It  certainly  is  very  clear  that  those  in  question  had  no 
sense  of  their  responsibility  and  dignity  as  Greek  letter  men,  or 
voluntarily  undertook  to  bring  discredit  in  their  fraternity  in  a 
public  manner. 

There  is  an  old  proverb  which  warns  those  who  live  in  glass 
houses  not  to  throw  stones,  and  we  must  shamefully  acknowledge 
that  it  applies  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  this  connection,  for  we 
were  startled  one  Sunday'morning  to  note  in  one  of  the  Chicago 
dailies,  the  following  Tnews  item  which  we  have  edited  so  as  to 
conceal  the  identity  of  the  chapter,  college  and  initiate: 

"Students  at  the  Blank  college  had  fun  with  John  Smith,  a 
fellow  member, last  night.  Smith  wanted  to  join  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
fraternity.  He  had  no  trouble  in  having  his  application  passed 
favorably  upon.  But  he  was  sorry  before  he  got  through  with 
the  ^initiation.    Dressed  in  duck  trousers,  a  tattered  coat  and  wear- 
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ing  a  straw  bat,  he  was  compelled  to  stand  on  a  street  corner 
for  two  hours.  He  played  an  accordion  and  held  out  his  hand  to 
all  pedestrians.  On  his  breast  was  pinned  a  placard  reading 
"Pity  the  Blind."  The  thermometer  was  near  the  zero  mark. 
He  was  not  allowed  to  move  or  speak.  Then  he  was  blindfolded 
and  taken  to  the  basement  of  the  city  hall,  hitched  to  a  windlass 
well  bucket  fashion,  hauled  up  three  stories  and  dumped  in  the 
center  of  the  opera  house  during  an  entertainment.  He  had  to 
climb  the  city  hall  tower  and  wind  the  city  clock.  There  are 
narrow  corkscrewed  fashion  steps  to  the  tower, and  he  had  to  grope 
his  way  down  again  the  best  way  he  could.  He  then  had  to  crawl 
through  a  sooty  smokestack,  was  shot  at  with  blank  cartridges, 
thrown  down  in  a  tub  of  water  and  made  to  eat  hay  and  neigh 
like  a  horse.  He  is  now  a  member,  but  he  is  mad  and  says  so. 
The  affair  is  the  talk  of  the  town  to-day,  and  the  college  faculty 
is  likely  to  take  the  matter  up." 

We  could  not  bring  ourselves  to  believe  that  the  account  was 
true,  but  were  convinced  it  was  an  unfortunate  product  of  mod- 
ern newspaper  enterprise  of  a  sensational  type,  until  it  was  main- 
ly corroborated  by  the  correspondent  of  the  chapter  in  question, 
who  sent  a  clipping  from  a  local  paper  describing  the  affair  more 
fully,  which  he  desired  inserted  in  the  Palm. 

Now,  we  like  fun  as  well  as  any  one  and  we  have  no  objec- 
tion to  others  having  all  they  can  fairly  contrive  to  get  out  of 
college  or  afterlife,  but  we  most  emphatically  protest  against 
having  the  name  of  our  fraternity  linked  with  such  an  affair  as 
that  above  described;  because,  to  put  the  matter  mildly,  it  not 
only  justifies  prejudices  against  secret  college  fraternities  by  giv- 
ing the  public  a  most  untrue  idea  of  them  and  their  purposes,  but 
it  imposes  shamefully  on  the  initiate  and  demoralizes  the  chapter 
in  question.  Who  would  suppose  for  a  moment  that  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  stands  for  high  and  noble  things,  and  is  made  up  of  a  re- 
spectable membership  of  chosen  men,  after  reading  such  an  ac- 
count of  an  initiation  conducted,  ostensibly,  under  her  name  and 
authority?  The  fact  that  not  one  feature  of  the  escapade  was 
provided  for  in  our  initiation  ceremony  is   immaterial.     Alpha 
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Taus  were  the  guilty  parties,  and  they  have,  necessarily,  brought 
disgrace  on  themselves  and  the  fraternity. 

We  know  that  it  is  quite  common  in  initiations  to  introduce 
certain  estraneous  features,  for  which  the  novice  is  usually  pre- 
pared by  common  report,  and  while  we  do  not  think  that  this  is 
entirely  fitting  at  such  a  time,  yet  a  decent  respect  for  the  general 
fraternity  leads  the  chapter  to  keep  such  things  closely  secret, 
thus  minimizing  the  evil,  but  in  the  case  in  question,  a  studied 
effort  was  apparently  made  to  cause  publicity;  and  we  must  admit 
that  the  event  was  worthy  of  the  notorious  Harvard  ''Dickey 
Club."  We  commend  to  the  offenders  the  noble  sentiments  of 
Bro.  Massey  on  the  subject  of  initiation  in  this  number. 

That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  po- 
sition of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  this  matter  in  the  future,  we  take 
the  liberty  of  making  the  following  extracts  from  an  official  let- 
ter of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  to  the  chapter  in  question:  "It 
was  with  much  chagrin  that  I  read  in  some  local  paper  that  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  had  been  laying  herself  open  to  severe  criticism  by 
pranks  played  upon  some  one  during  initiation.  At  first  I  did 
not  believe  it.  *  *  *  I  can  hardly  believe  that  such  a  chapter 
of  A.  T.  O.  should  have  countenanced  any  such  puerile  perform- 
ance. Such  occurences  do  us  more  harm  than  anything  else 
possibly  can.  What  good  mau  going  to  college*  would  con- 
nect himself  with  such  an  order?  As  the  executive  officer  of  Al- 
pha Tau  Omega,  I  wish  to  say  that  I,  personally  and  officially, 
am  not  only  surprised,  but  thoroughly  disgusted  with  such  an 
act.  If  you  desire  to  follow  out  A.  T.  O.  principles,  you  must 
begin  all  over.  You  may  reply  by  saying  that  other  fraternities 
countenance  such  performances.  This  does  not  change  my  opin- 
ion. It  is  not  only  my  duty  to  uphold  the  A.  T.  O.  standard,  but 
it  is  also  yours,  I  therefore  trust  that  you  will  at  once  strive  to 
overcome  the  effects  which  must  necessarily  follow  such  public  - 

ity." 

We  only  wish  this  might  have  as  general  circulation  and  re- 
ceive the  same  public  consideration  as  the  hurtful  news  item,  but, 
unfortunately,  that  cannot  be.  The  position  of  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  is  right  and  worthy  of  our  fraternity,  and  will  be  approved 
by  all  true  Alpha  Taus. 
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THE  personal  department  of  the  Palm  is  generally  considered 
about  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  magazine.  The  only 
way  for  the  editor  to  get  these  items  is  through  the  co-operation 
of  brothers  who  are  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Palm,  and  it 
is  urgently  requested  that  they  be  sent  in  whenever  possible.

In  inaugurating  the  movement  which  resulted  in  establishing 
the  Texas  Alumni  Association,  the  promoters  were  actuated  by 
that  high  love  of  the  fraternity  principles  which  is  active  in  the 
breast  of  each  Alpha  Tau,  not  only  during  his  college  career,  but 
through  the  after  years. 

Texas  has  sent  her  sons  throughout  the  breadth  of  the  land, 
wherever  seats  of  learning  are  found  and  students  strive  to  attain 
that  wealth  which  is  theirs  for  the  asking  and  remains  an  imper- 
ishable posession.  In  receiving  these  sons  to  herself  again,  Tex- 
as finds  herself  richer  in  many  ways,  not  least  of  which   is   that

among  these  returning  sons  are  numbered  many  loyal  wearers  of 
the  Maltese  Cross.

Our  aims  are  high;  besides  offering  opportunity  for  brothers 
to  meet  and  renew  old  ties  and  form  new  friendships,  there  are 
other  objects  which  every  Alumni  Association  should  have  in 
view.  Not  only  should  the  Association  look  to  the  active  chapter 
for  the  material  which  is  to  make  its  existence  and  success  possi- 
ble, but,  in  turn,  should  not  the  chapters  receive  all  support,  en- 
couragement, and  active  interest  of  each  member  of  the  Alumni 
Association?  Much  good  can  be  accomplished  if  the  brothers 
will  keep  this  fact  in  view,  and  wherever  opportunity  offers  show 
this  interest.  Visit  the  state  chapters  when  possible,  suggest  the 
names  of  men  going  to  these  colleges  whom  you  believe  would 
make  worthy  Alpha  Taus.  And  thus,  by  precept  and  example, 
keep  the  name  of  the  fraternity  an  honor  in  the  state  as  it  now  is.

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The  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity  is  blessed  in  having  among  its 
members  the  best  known  and  most  authoritative  writer  on  col- 
lege fraternities.  Under  the  watchful  care  of  William  Raymond 
Baird,  it  has  become  one  of  the  best  managed  and  best  organized 
of  Greek  letter  fraternities.  Many  valuable  and  novel  features 
of  fraternity  membership  have  originated  with  it,  and,  at  the 
present  time,  the  policy  of  the  fraternity  in  regard  to  extension 
and  other  vital  questions  of  fraterity  management,  is  excellent. 
The  membership  is  large,  but  well  organized,  and  the  support  of 
Beta  Theta  Pi  ventures  generally  better  than  attend  similar  ones 
among  sister  fraternities.  Among  the  well  known  features,  are 
the  Beta  Theta  Pi  summer  home  at  Wooglin,  on  Chataqua  Lake, 
and  a  very  full  set  of  books  devoted  to  Beta  Theta  Pi  comprising 
a  song  book  of  140  pages,  of  very  fine  appearance  and  quality,  a 
history  and  manual  of  370  pages,  by  Mr.  Baird,  giving  a  complete 
history  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  from  1839  to  1893,  and  a  very  complete 
catalogue. 

Quite  as  worthy  of  mention  as  any  of  the  above  is  the  frater- 
nity magazine,  the  Beta  Theta  Pi,  of  which  Mr.  Baird  is  editor. 
It  is  of  excellent  appearance,  and  the  quality  of  matter  published 
is  usually  excellent.  Much  of  it  is  interesting  to  fraternity  men 
generally.  The  following,  from  the  October  number  is  another 
instance  of  what  pluck  may  accomplish  in  this  country  in  spite  of 
the  most  discouraging  circumstances: 

"Wesley an  University  receives  an  unique  tribute  from  one  of 
her  alumni  in  his  annual  expenditure  of  $20,000  to  $30,000  for  her 
as  a  tithe  of  the  increment  yielded  him  by  his  college  training 
upon  the  four  years  of  tireless  effort  which  he  put  forth  to  obtain 
it.  In  the  late  summer  of  1858,  John  Emory  Andrus  left  his  home 
in  a  Methodist  parsonage  up  in  New  York  state,  with  the  deter- 
mination, though  without  the  money,  to  secure  a  college  educa- 
tion. Landed  in  New  Yi.  rk,  from  the  Hudson  River  boat,  after 
a  night  passed  upon  his  trunk,  seeking  the  least  expenditures 
possible  from  the  $50  which  was  his  entire  capital  for  the  course, 
he  started  to  carry  his  trunk  across  town  himself,  lifting  it  a  few 
feet  at  each  effort.  At  the  end  of  the  first  block  was  an  Irishman 
with  a  pushcart  for  whom  the  day  had  opened  dull,  and  with  him 
the  young  man  made  a  bargain,  in  return  for  the  transfer  of  his 
trunk,  to  drum  up  business  'on  halves'  for  the  expressman  until 
the  departure  of  the  Middletown  boat  in  the   evening.     As  a  re- 
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suit,  he  left  the  town  with  $3.75  for  his  share  of  the  day's  work. 
When  next  morning,  after  sleeping  a  second  night  upon  his  trunk, 
he  had  tugged  it  up  the  long  hill  to  North  College  and  was  as- 
signed to  a  barren  white-washed  room,  the  disconsolate  condition 
for  a  while  overcame  him,  and  he  was  on  the  point  of  going  home. 
But  at  this  opportune  time  a  senior  happened  in,  making  the 
rounds  of  the  new-comers  still  customary,  and  with  an  exhortation 
to  'take  heart  and  keep  at  it,'  invited  the  homesick  man  to  share 
the  hospitalities  of  one  of  the  fraternity  chapters  of  the  college. 
The  young  collegian  did  take  heart,  and  from  that  time,  with  en- 
ergy which  seemed  to  compel  the  most  surprising  results,  worked 
his  way  through  college.  The  erstwhile  barren  room,  and  that 
same  room  today,  as  the  president's  private  office,  finished  with 
quartered  oak,  bird's-eye  maple  and  plate  glass  at  the  expense  of 
Mr.  Andrus,  are  representative  of  the  'before'  and  'after'  of 
the  produce  of  medicinal  peptynoids,  and  especially  of  the  Lacto- 
peptine  preparations." 

Further  on  in  the  same  article,  which  is  devoted  to  Wesleyan 
University,  we  find  the  following  interesting  bit  of  fraternity 
history : 

"At  Wesleyan  was  located  the  society  which  started  one  of 
the  first  movements  in  the  direction  of  the  modern  college  frater- 
nity idea.  The  society  of  the  Mystical  Seven  was  organized  there 
in  1837,  and  devised  a  ritual  and  ceremonies  which  were  most 
wierd,  entrancing  and  withal  most  dignified.  By  the  number  of 
students  from  the  southern  states  in  the  college  at  that  time,  the 
name  and  ritual  were,  with  permission  of  the  society,  carried  to 
certain  of  the  southern  cplleges,  where  they  were  enthusiastically 
received  and  preserved.  Out  of  this  extension  there  originated  a 
plan  for  an  association  composed  always  of  seven  chapters,  ac- 
cording to  a  regular  scheme.  Great  distances  separated  the  par- 
ent chapter  from  its  off- shoots,  and  after  a  quarter  of  a  century's 
flourishing  existence,  it  gradually  succumbed  to  the  representa- 
tives of  the  later  and  more  centralized  Greek-letter  fraternities. 
The  ritual  passed  into  the  keeping  of  those  who  -shortly  after 
opened  its  secrets  to  members  picked  from  all  its  recent  rivals, 
and  instituted  a  class  society,  at  first  called  the  "Owl  and  Wand," 
after  two  prominent  symbols  of  the  old  fraternity  but,  which 
some  years  later  adopted  the  name  as  well  as  the  insignia  of  the 
original  society.  The  southern  branches  of  the  Mystical  Seven, 
however,  assumed  the  powers  abandoned  by  the, parent  chapter, 
and  continuously  maintained  the  organization  which,  in  1889, 
sought  union  with  Beta  Theta  Pi.  When  the  movement  for  a  new 
chapter  at  Wesleyan  was  started,  about  the  same  time,  the  tena- 
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tive  organization  was  made  under  a  charter  regularly  granted  by 
the  existing  Mystical  Seven  fraternity.  At  the  following  con- 
vention the  Wesleyan  society  was  made  a  part  of  the  Beta  Theta 
Pi  fraternity,  together  with  the  remaining  chapters  of  the  Mysti- 
cal seven.  The  claim  set  forth  by  this  precocious  addition  to  the 
Wesleyan  brotherhood  to  lineage  with  the  oldest  institution  of  the 
kind  in  the  college  history,  immediately  involved  it  in  controver- 
sies, particularly  with  the  senior  society,  which  claimed  a  right 
to  the  name.  As  the  contention  was  at  best  unprofitable  for 
either  side,  it  eventually  settled  into  a  tacit  agreement  to  dis- 
agree." 

An  article  entitled  "Old  and  New  Wooglin,"  in  the  same 
number,  is  a  brief  history  of  that  interesting  venture,  from  which 
we  extract  the  following. 

"In  1891  it  represented  property  estimated  officially  at 
$36,000.  Nineteen  acres  of  land  on  a  commanding  site  by  Chau- 
tauqua's gleaming  waters,  with  a  handsome  club  house  admirably 
planned,  afforded  the  best  place  for  conventions  our  fraternity 
has  ever  found.  The  place  was  discovered  by  the  Betas  on  their 
wTay  to  the  Saratoga  convention  of  1883.  In  June  of  the  next 
year  the  house  began  to  arise  from  the  former  wheat  field,  hurry- 
ing to  be  ready  to  receive  the  delegates  to  the  XLVth  convention 
in  August.  It  gave  the  boys  such  good  times  that  they  usually 
returned  to  give  the  original  'Phi  kai  Phi'  on  its  native  heath, 
up  to  1894. 

"Then  (owing  to well,  let  us  lay  it  to  the  hard  times,  al- 
though that's  a  mean  thing  to  do,  for  they  are  pretty  well  loaded 
already),  we  not  only  lost  interest  in  the  place,  but  we  even  lost 
the  place.  We  all  felt  pretty  sad  about  it,  for  so  much  of  senti- 
ment had  gathered  there  that  its  tendrils  were  found  to  be  wound 
and  interwoven  about  our  hearts  in  a  subtle  way  we  had  scarcely 
suspected.  We  had  clasped  hands  there  in  pure  friendship,  we 
had  sung  songs  there  with  mist  in  the  eyes,  we  had  heard  funny 
stories  on  the  porch,  and  we  had  attended  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee  on  Discipline  in  a  small  room  on  the  side.  Hale  old 
General  Smith,  good  old  John  Covington,  the  enthusiastic  War- 
wick, and  other  dear  souls  who  were  taken  from  us  a  hundred 
years  too  soon,  used  to  make  preparation  all  the  year  before  to 
be  there,  and  they  were  there,  bless  'em,  every  one. 

"We  had  fought  hard  to  get  the  little  railroad  to  go  back  of 
our  grounds,  instead  of  in  front,  as  it  did  with  every  other  place; 
we  had  fought  hard  to  get  the  steamers  to  come  into  that  shallow 
water  to  the  dock;  we  had  fought  those  steamers  with  our  own 
little  steam  launch;   we  had  fought  hard  to  get  the  caterer   to 
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give  us  pie  three  times  a  day  on  a  rate  of  a  dollar  a  day;  and,  if 
we  had  needed  it,  we  would  have  fought  to  have  the  Palls  movpd 
down  there.  *  *  *  *  * 

"A  New  York  stock  company  bought  it,  and  have  fitted  it 
up  finely.  Meals  are  served  table  d'hote  or  a  la  carte,  as  good  as 
at  Martigny's  in  New  York  City.  However,  the  Attic  salt  with 
which  the  old-time  dinners  were  served  was  sadly  wanting  to  the 
'lone  fisherman'  in  the  large  dining  room.  The  memory  of  the 
crowds  of  stalwart  fellows  and  the  pretty  girls  which  used  to 
throng  about  the  tables  was  more  potent  than  the  amber  fluid 
from  Scoville's  'creamery.' 

"Outside,  the  grounds  are  narrower,  for  the  company  only 
bought  the  strip  the  house  is  on.  But  there  by  the  driveway  was 
the  old  row  boat,  which,  after  refusing  to  hold  water,  was 
brought  up  to  the  house  to  see  if  it  would  hold  dirt.  It  did,  and 
is  now  ornamental, as  a  flower  bed.  Down  the  circular  walk  to- 
wards the  dock  the  professor's  house  still  stands.  It  is  a  sad 
wreck,  for  its  glass  and  mortar  and  lath  have  been  unable  to 
stand  the  bombardment  of  rocks  with  which  the  small  boy  has 
stormed  it.  The  dock  was  rebuilt,  and  as  usual  its  farther  end 
held  up  a  boy  with  a  fish  pole,  only  it  wasn't  Terrell's  boy. 

"The  company  would  like  to  sell  it,  and  offer  it  at  a  low 
figure.  If  Covington  had  been  spared  he  intended  to  save  it;  but 
the  right  man  to  take  hold  of  it  is  scarcely  to  be  found.  The 
present  manager  offers  to  give  Betas  a  special  rate,  and  on  my 
inquiry  said  he  would  like  to  have  us  hold  our  convention  at 
Wooglin  Inn.  Let's  have  another  convention  in  the  old  house. 
I  move  we  meet  there  in  1899." 

We  believe  that  no  other  fraternity  has  ever  undertaken  an 
enterprise  similar  to  Wooglin,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  not 
strictly  a  fraternity  affair,  but  in  the  nature  of  a  private  venture 
on  the  part  of  certain  Beta's,  who  formed  a  stock  company  for  the 
purpose,  and,  who,  of  course  had  all  reasonable  discouragement 
from  their  fraternity  officials.  The  experiment  was  an  unfortu- 
nate one,  but  it  appears  not  improbable  that  some  day  it  will  be 
renewed  under  more  favorable  auspices. 

If  Alpha  Tau  Omega  were  looking  for  a  similar  summer  meet- 
ing place,  no  better  place  could  be  found  than  famous  old  Sewanee, 

where  so  many  brothers  already  gather  every  summer. 
#  *  *  *  * 

The  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  has  improved  very  much  since  it 
has  been  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Thornton  B.  Penfield,  and  must 
be  of  interest  to  all  Delta  IPs.  In  a  recent  number  appeared  a 
number  of  stories,  submitted  in  a  prize  competition,  held  by  the 
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Quarterly.  Some  of  them  were  quite  interesting,  but  we  doubt 
very  much  the  expediency  of  filling  space  in  a  fraternity  maga- 
zine in  this  manner.  It  partakes  too  much  of  the  modern  method 
of  increasing  circulation  in  certain  newspaper  offices.  It  appears 
that  the  contest  narrowed  down  closely  to  two  stories,  between 
which  it  was  difficult  to  decide,  whereupon  the  president  of  the 
fraternity  duplicated  the  prize  offered,  and  both  contestants  were 
made  happy. 

One  claim  made  in  the  Quarterly  of  Dec.  1st,  last,  is  that  one 
Bro.  Samuel  James  Entriken,  Swarthmore  '95,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Peary  Relief  Expedition  of  1892,  and  was  first  in  com- 
mand of  the  Peary  Expedition  of  1893-4,  carried  the  Delta  Upsi- 
lon  pin  "fartherest  north." 

Heretofore  we  have  always  taken  great  satisfaction  in  the  in- 
formation, frequently  conveyed  to  the  delegates  to  various  con- 
gress by  Bro.  James  B.  Green,  of  the  High  Council,  that  Bro.  W. 
H.  Lamor's  record  with  a  Maltese  Cross  in  the  direction  of  the 
North  Pole,  was  unsurpassed.  But  now  this  is  questioned  by  Mr. 
Entriken,  and  in  the  cut  of  him  presented  by  the  Quarterly,  he  car- 
ries a  gun  and  looks  dangerous,  and  therefore,  we  recommend 
that  the  claim  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  reserving  the  right  to 
Bro.  "Bill"  Atwood,  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,  who  is  now  holding 
down  a  couple  of  snowbank  claims  in  the  neighborhood  of  Fort 
Rampart,  Alaska,  to  intervene. 

.  We  learn  from  the  Quarterly  that  at  the  recent  convention 
the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed:  "Resolved, 
That  the  extension  of  our  fraternity  should  not  be  conditioned  upon 
locality,  but  wholly  upon  merit,"  and,  further,  that  "another  in- 
teresting piece  of  business  was  the  settlement  of  the  lequest  on 
the  part  of  one  of  the  chapters  for  the  establishment  of  a  frater- 
nity grip  and  a  whistle  call.  The  sentiment  of  the  chapters  was 
overwhelmingly  opposed  to  both,  and  in  a  strong  resolution,  the 
fraternity  reaffirmed  its  traditional  principle  of  absolute  non- 
secrecy.  The  fraternity  put  itself  upon  record  as  having  no 
quarrel  with  any  secret  organization,  and  not  objecting  to  other 
societies  enjoying  any  comfort  that  they  may  obtain  from  their 
secrets,  but  reaffirmed  its  belief  that  Delta  Upsilon  rested  wholly 
upon  principle  and  merit,  and  not  upon  any  secret  whatsoever." 
This  is  indeed  interesting,  and  may  carry  much  comfort  to  the 
brethern  of  Delta  Upsilon,  but  the  views  expressed  are  of  ancient 
date  and  fitted  to  other  circumstances  than  now  prevail,  and  we 
doubt  the  position  that  Delta  Upsilon  "rested  wholly  upon  prin- 
ciple and  merit  and  not  upon  any  secret  whatsoever,"  is  peculiar 
to  that  fraternity.     The  secret  parts   of  fraternity   work  merely 
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serve  to  bind  more  closely,  and  are  the  basis  of  fraternity  organ- 
ization. It  is  the  character  of  fraternity  membership  which 
really  differentiates  one  fraternity  from  another. 

So  far  as  our  personal  experience  has  gone,  and  it  has  been 
perhaps  more  extended  than  the  average  college  man's,  Delta 
Upsilon  is  no  less  secret  than  other  college  fraternities.  It 
possessed  for  us  all  the  characteristics  of  other  fraternities  at 
Cornell  Universh^.  The  members  wore  badges,  whose  signifi- 
cance was  not  generally  known,  they  existed  under  a  name  quite 
similar  to  that  of  the  other  chapters  there,  they  lived  together 
in  a  chapter  house,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  had  it  not  been 
generally  understood  that  in  some  mysterious  way  they  differed 
from  the  others,  there  would  have  been  nothing  to  lead  students 
who  were  not  members  of  Delta  Upsilon  to  suspect  the  fact.  On 
this  account,  we  have  always  regarded  the  claimed  "non-secrecy" 
as  being  of  value  only  to  the  initiated,  and  we  do  not  wonder  that 
one  of  the  chapters  of  the  fraternity  desired  that  all  pretense  of 
peculiarity  should  be  abolished. 

***** 

The  November  number  of  the  Rainbow  of  Delta  Tau  Delta 
opens  with  all  the  enthusiasm  of  a  western  land  boomer,  as 
follows: 

"The  most  wonderful  city  in  the  world  is  Chicago,  the  enfant 
terrible  of  the  western  hemisphere.  No  man  who  fails  to  grasp 
the  complex  life  of  that  magic  city,  the  storm  and  stress  of  its 
Stock  Exchange,  the  sweetness  and  light  of  its  Public  Library, 
Art  Gallery,  and  University,  the  'seventy  smells  well  defined'  of 
its  Stock  Yards  and  putrid  river,  the  beauty  and  splendor  of  its 
magnificent  avenues  and  parks,  its  palatal  homes  and  cloud-capped 
blocks,  and  its  cool,  placid  lake— no  man  who  has  not  marked 
well  these  things  can  divine  the  American  spirit." 

The  occasion  for  all  this  eloquence  and  enthusiasm  was  the 
34th  Kanea  or  Convention  held  in  August  last.  It  was  attended 
by  delegates  from  38  out  of  37  active  chapters.  The  completion 
of  the  fraternity  catalogue  was  announced,  and  a  revision  of  the 
ritual  was  provided  for.  About  the  only  friction  was  on  the 
the  question  of  the  attitude  of  the  fraternity  toward  certain  class 
societies,  ending  in  adopting  a  policy  forbidding  all  Delta  Taus 
to  join  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  kind¥ed  societies.

A  foreigner's  view. 

If  I  should  say  that  in  ideas  of  size  the  point  of  view  of  a 
European  differs  widely  from  that  of  an  American,  I  fear  I  should 
fall  under  the  condemnation  of  the  old  worthy,  Gascoigne,  inas- 
much as  "these  things  are  trita  et  obvia.^  Yet  for  all  that  the 
difference  does  exist,  and  it  has  a  way  of  cropping  out  unex- 
pectedly 

Recently  I  had  occasion  to  spend  a  few  hours  in  studying  that 
scholarly  and  charmingly  written  book,  John  Richard  Green's 
"Short  History  of  the  English  People."  As  I  firmly  believe  that 
to  study  history  without  also  studying  geography  is  a  waste  of 
time,  I  glanced  now  and  then  at  the  map  in  the  front  of  the  book. 
With  this  little  miniature  of  England  firmly  fixed  in  ^my  mind,  I 
went  on  reading,  and  was  suddenly  astonished  to  see  the  state- 
ment: "Under  the  Romans  political  power  had  settled  in  the  vast 
district  between  the  Humberand  the  Forth." 

"Vast?"  said  I  to  myself,  "Not  to  an  American."     I  measured 
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the  district  and  estimated  it  as  being,  roughly,  about  one  hundred 
and  ninety  miles  in  length  by  ninety -five  miles  in  average  width, 
or  about  seventeen  thousand  square  miles.  Then  I  sat  down  and 
tried  to  conceive  of  a  stretch  of  country  a  little  more  than  a  third 
of  the  State  of  New  York  as  vast.  Somehow  I  could  not  do  it.  I 
admit,  of  course,  that  it  may  be  my  fault,  or  the  fault  of  the 
United  States  in  being  so  big,  and  not  Mr.  Green's.  At  all  events, 
the  incident  reminds  me  of  an  Italian  gentleman  whom  I  met  while 
traveling,  and  who  disclosed  a  most  depraved  inappreciation  of 
the  wonderful  vastness  of  the  United  States. 

He  spoke  English  very  well,  for  he  had  been  many  years  in 
London,  and,  as  we  were  enjoying  the  sea-coast  view  between 
Pisa  and  Via  Reggio,  he  asked,  politely,  whether  I  was  not  an 
American  from  "The  States."  On  learning  that  I  was,  he  begged 
me  to  tell  him  something  of  our  Gorernment. 

"You  have  a  President  of  the  country,  the  whole  States,  is  it 
not?"  he  inquired,  earnestly. 

I  nodded  assent. 

liVa  bena!  If  a  man  kills,  murders— you  understand — who 
tries  him,  the  Federal  or  the  State  courts?" 

"The  State  courts,"  I  replied,  "unless  it  is  a  case  of  treason." 

"If  he  is  convicted,  who  can  pardon  him — the  President,  of 
course?"  he  asked  with  calm  assurance  and  a  slight  emphasis  on 
the  "of  course." 

"No,  indeed;  if  a  murderer  is  tried  in  the  State  courts, he  can 
be  pardoned  only  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons,  if  there  is  one, 
or  by  the  State's  chief  officer,  the  Governor.  The  President  has 
nothing  to  do  with  it." 

"Well!"  flashed  my  companion  sarcastically,  "in  Italy  the 
Governor  of  a  little  petty  province  has  not  the  pardoning  power." 

"Sir!"  I  thundered,  now  thoroughly  angry,  "Italy  will  go 
twice  into  the  petty  province  of  Texas." 

It  was  very  naughty  to  get  angry,  and  especially  with  such  a 
politely  sarcastic  little  Italian.  I  know  it.  But  who  could  sit 
still  and  hear  the  sheer,  unapproachable,  nay  glorious  immensity 
of  our  country  assailed  without  getting  angry?  No  one  except 
the  audacious  fop  who,  every  now  and  then,  annoys  us  with  a 
brazen  assertion  that  bigness  is,  aftes  all,  not  such  a  virtue. 

THE  ARROW  HUNG  IN  MID-AIR. 

An  actor  tells  the  following  story:  I  remember  seeing  at  a 
German  theatre  in  Wiesbaden  a  performance  of  the  drama  of 
"William  Tell."  I  was  told  by  the  manager  of  the  theatre  that

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to  wait  until  the  scene  where  telFs  splendid  marksmanship  was 
made  apparent  to  see  something  that  would  astonish  me.

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ALPHA  TAU  OMEGA  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  TEXAS. 

AS  an  Alumnus  of  the  University  of  Texas,  naturally  my  heart 
has  been  in  the  founding  of  a  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
at  that  institution,  and  when  a  charter  was  granted  on  May  1st, 
1897,  for  establishing  a  chapter,  a  number  of  A.  T.  O.  Alumni  in 
the  state  agreed  to  go  down  to  the  Commencement  in  June  and 
look  over  the  ground .  The  report  spread  over  the  state  by  the 
brothers  who  attended  was  to  the  effect  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
must  come  in  the  University  of  Texas  during  the  fail  session,  and 
on  November  26th,  1897,  Brothers  T.  W.  Gregory,  Walter  Bre- 
mond,  Will  West,  J.  O.  Caldwell  and  John  C.  Saner  met  in 
Brother  Gregory's  offices  and  proceeded  to  lead  through  the  mys- 
tic rites  o:  our  noble  order  Brothers  Bates  M.  Allen  and  Ross  T. 
Phillips.  On  December  11th,  1897,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being 
present  when  Brother  H.  C.  Fisher  was  guided  along  the  narrow 
(and  he  declares  exceedingly  crooked  and  rocky)  pathway  of  our 
initiation.  On  March  19th  Brother  S.  W.  Key  was  initiated,  and 
now  we  have  an  active  chapter  in  the  University  of  six,  five  of 
whom  are  pursuing  work  in  the  main  University  at  Austin,  and 
one,  Bi  other  Robert  L.  Yeager,  Affiliate  from  Tenn.  Beta  Pi, 
represents  us  in  the  medical  department  at  Galveston. 

Our  Alumni  at  Austin  are  about  as  enthusiastic  a  set  of  fel- 
lows as  one  could  meet  anywhere,  and  whenever  or  wherever  the 
fraternity's  interests  are  to  be  looked  after,  they  side-track  their 
private  business  and  help  the  boys  out.  Each  Alumnus  in  the 
city  attends  every  chapter  meeting,  and  Brothers  Gregory  and 
Bremond,  who  are  the  only  married  men  in  the  chapter,  vie  with 
each  other  in  extending  courtesies  to  their  younger,  but  none  the 
less  enthusiastic  brothers. 
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With  such  encouragement  from  the  resident  Alumni,  and  a 
strong  sympathetic  interest  by  the  most  zealous  of  Alumni  all 
over  this  great  state,  why  should  not  a  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau 
nourish  at  the  University  of  Texas?  It  is  nourishing,  and  I  pre- 
dict that  steady  and  sure  growth  which  has  always  been  a  leading 
Characteristic  of  our  fraternity  life  since  its  founding  by  that 
grand  and  good  man,  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  at  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute  in  1865. 

Alpha  Tausare  not  without  worthy  competitors  at  the  State 
University.  They  have  to  meet  face  to  face  in  each  contest  for  a 
good  man  the  following  fraternities  established  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  given: 

Phi  Delta  Theta,  1883,  fifteen  men  in  chapter. 

Beta  Theta  Pi,  1884,  fourteen  men  in  chapier. 

Kappa  Alpha,  1884,  ten  men  in  chapter. 

Kappa  Sigma,  1884,  twenty  men  in  chapter. 

Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  1884,  twelve  men  in  chapter. 

Sigma  Chi,  1884,  eight  men  in  chapter. 

Sigma  Nu,  1886,  nine  men  in  chapter. 

Chi  Phi,  1892,  twelve  men  in  chapter. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega,  1897,  six  men  in  chapter. 

Thus  you  see  Alpha  Tau  has  gained  a  good  foot-hold  during 
its  first  year  in  the  face  of  healthy  and  stimulating  opposition, 
and  we  hope  that  each-  succeeding  year  will  find  the  influence  of 
our  fraternity  strongly  felt  in  the  Greek  letter  circles  of  the 
University.     We  hope  for  nothing  more  and  expect  nothing  less. 

The  following  historical  sketch  of  the  University  is  taken 
from  a  recent  catalogue: 

The  University  of  Texas  is  a  State  institution,  ordained  by 
the  Constitution,  located  by  popular  vote,  endowed  and  main- 
tained by  Legislative  grants. 

The  idea  of  a  University  for  Texas  is  as  old  as  Texas.  The 
Declaration  of  Texan  Independence,  March  2d,  1836,  has  for  one 
of  the  main  counts  in  its  indictment  against  the  government  of 
Mexico  the  following:  ';It  has  failed  to  establish  any  public  sys- 
tem of  education,    although   possessed  of   almost   boundless  re- 
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sources  (the  public  domain),  and  although  it  is  an  axiom  in  polit- 
ical science  that  unless  a  people  are  educated  and  enlightened,  it 
is  idle  to  expect  the  continuance  of  civil  liberty  or  the  capacity 
for  self  government."  In  accordance  with  the  doctrine  thus  pro- 
claimed, the  first  Constitution  of  the  Republic  declares  it  to  be 
the  duty  of  Congress  to  "provide,  as  soon  as  circumstances  will 
permit,     *     *     *     a  general  system  of  education." 

The  first  direct  steps  toward  the  founding  of  the  University 
were  taken  by  the  Congress  of  the  Republic  in  two  acts  passed 
during  January,  1839.  One  of  these  provided  for  the  setting 
apart  of  land  for  a  campus  in  the  future  city  of  Austin.  The 
other  appropriated  fifty  leagues  of  the  vacant  lands  of  the  Re- 
public for  the  purpose  of  university  education. 

The  establishment  of  the  University  was  provided  for  by  an 
act  of  the  Legislature,  February  11,  1858.  The  preamble  of  said 
act  reads  as  follows:  Whereas,  from  the  earliest  time  it  has  been 
the  cherished  design  of  the  people  of  the  Republic  and  of  the 
State  of  Texas,  that  there  shall  be  established  within  her  limits 
an  institution  of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  the  youth  of  the 
land  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning  and  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences,  and  to  be  so  endowed,  supported  and  maintained  as 
to  place  within  the  reach  of  our  people,  whether  rich  or  poor,  the 
opportunity  of  conferring  upon  the  sons  of  the  state  a  thorough 
education,  and  as  a  means  whereby  the  attachment  of  the  young 
men  of  the  state  to  the  interests,  the  institutions,  the  rights  of 
the  state  and  the  liberties  of  the  people  might  be  encouraged  and 
increased,  and  to  this  end  liberal  appropriations  have  been  made; 
and  whereas,  the  increase  of  population  and  wealth  of  the  state, 
and  the  tendency  of  events,  indicate  the  fitness  of  now  putting  the 
cherished  design  into  effect;  therefore,  etc.  This  act  made  pro- 
vision for  the  endowment  of  the  University  by  the  adding  to  the 
fifty  leagues  granted  in  1839  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in 
United  States  bonds  and  one  section  of  land  out  of  every  ten  re- 
served for  the  use  of  the  state  by  the  various  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

Provision  was  also  made  for  the  organization  of  the  Univer- 
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sity,  but  was  not  carried  out  because  of  the  Civil  War  and  the  un- 
happy era  of  Reconstruction,  indeed,  under  the  exigencies  of 
civil  war  a  large  portion  of  the  University  endowment  had  been 
turned  into  the  general  revenue  account  and  appropriated  to  the 
necessities  of  the  state.  But  under  direction  of  the  Constitution 
of  1866  the  Legislature  refunded  the  amount  previously  diverted. 
The  same  Constitution  provided  that  "the  Legislature  shall,  at 
an  early  date,  make  such  provision  by  law  as  will  organixe  and 
put  in  operation  the  University;"  but  the  times  were  unpropitious 
and  the  organization  was  still  delayed. 

Provision  for  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  the  Uni- 
versity was  again  made  in  the  Constitution  of  1876,  as  follows: 
"Sec.  10.  The  Legislature  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  establish, 
organize  and  provide  for  the  maintenance,  support  and  direction 
of  a  University  of  the  first  class,  to  be  located  by  a  vote  of  the 
people  of  this  state,  and  styled  "the  University  of  Texas,"  for 
the  promotion  of  literature  and  the  arts  and  sciences,  including 
an  agricultural  and  mechanical  department,"  This  Constitution 
took  away  from  the  endowment  the  lands  which  had  been  added 
to  it  by  the  act  of  1858,  and  gave  in  lieu  thereof  1,000,000  acres 
further  west.  It  made  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
of  Texas,  which  had  been  established  a  short  time  before  and 
located  in  Brazos  county,  a  branch  of  the  University,  and  pro- 
vided for  the  subsequent  organization  of  another  branch  univer- 
sity for  the  instruction  of  the  colored  youths  of  the  state.  To 
the  lands  previously  set  apart  and  appropriated  for  the  endow- 
ment, the  Legislature  in  1883  added  1,000,000  acres. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  the  organization  of 
the  University  was  passed  in  1881.  It  provided  for  the  location 
of  the  institution  by  popular  vote,  at  the  same  time  creating  a 
Board  of  Regents,  to  whom  was  intrusted  its  organization  and 
government.  Among  the  provisions  of  the  act  affecting  the 
policy  of  the  University  may  be  mentioned  the  limitation  of  the 
matriculation  fee  to  thirty  dollars,  the  admission  of  men  and 
women  on  equal  terms  without  charge  for  tuition,  and  the  in- 
junction that  no  religious  qualification  should  be  required  for  ad- 
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mission  to  any  office  or  privilege  connected  with  the  University, 
and  that  no  sectarian  instruction  be  given  therein. 

By  popular  election  in  September,  1881,  the  main  University 
was  located  at  Austin  and  the  Medical  Department, at  Galveston. 
Under  authority  of  the  regents  the  Academic  and  Law  Depart- 
ments were  organized,  and  on  the  15th  of  September,  1883,  the 
University  was  formally  opened  in  the  University  building,  then 
incomplete.  The  exercises  were  conducted  in  the  temporary  cap- 
itol  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1884,  when  the  rooms  in  the 
University  building  were  occupied.  The  central  part  of  the  main 
University  building  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1889.  The  John 
Sealey  Hospital  was  donated  to  the  University  by  the  city  of  Gal- 
veston in  1890,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  instruction  given  in 
the  Medical  Department  University  Hall,  then  known  as  Breck- 
enridge  Hall,  was  opened  to  students  December  1,1890.  The 
Medical  Department  building  at  Galveston  was  completed  in  the 
summer  of  1891,  and  the  Medical  School  was  formally  opened  in 
October  of  that  year.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  was  opened  to 
students  January  1,  1892.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  is  now  being 
expended  on  a  wing  to  the  main  building  at  Galveston. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  University  is  vested  in  a  board  of 
eight  regents,  selected  from  different  portions  of  the  state,  nom- 
inated by  the  Governor,  and  appointed  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate.  The  members  of  the  board  are  divided 
into  four  classes  with  reference  to  tenure,  so  that  the  terms  of 
only  two  members  expire  at  a  time. 

The  regents  have  power  to  establish  the  departments  of  a 
first  class  university,  to  determine  the  officers  and  professorships, 
appoint  the  necesssry  administrative  officers  and  instructors,  reg- 
ulate the  course  of  instruction,  and  prescribe,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  professors,  the  books  'and  authorities  used  in  the 
several  departments, confer  such  degrees  and  grant  such  diplomas 
as  are  usually  conferred  and  granted  by  universities,  and  enact 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
successful  management  and  government  of  the  University. 
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Subject  to  the  authority  and  general  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  the  President  and  the  several  faculties,  consisting  of 
fifty -five  professors,  assistant  professors  and  fellows,  undertake 
the  immediate  government  and  administration  of  the  University. 

GENERAL   POLICY. 

The  University  is  the  head  of  the  state  public  school  system, 
and  has  about  eight  hundred  enrolled  in  the  various  schools.  The 
opportunities  offered  by  the  University  in  all  its  departments  are 
open  to  both  sexes  on  equal  terms.  It  admits  as  students,  with- 
out entrance  examinations,  the  graduates  of  approved  state  high 
schools,  of  the  Sam  Houston  Normal  Institute,  and  of  the  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College,  as  well  as  teachers  holding  first- 
grade  state  certificates.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  University  not 
only  to  provide  the  highest  culture  for  the  youth  of  Texas  free  of 
charge,  but  especially  to  promote  in  every  possible  way  the  de- 
velopment of  the  public  schools.  R.  E.  L.  Saner.

THE  RIGHT  REV.  CHARLES  TODD  QUINTARD,  M.  D., 

S.  T.  D.,  LL.  D. 

BRO.  Thomas  F.  Gailor  has  favored  the  Palm  with  the  follow- 
ing copy  of  his  tribute  to  our  distinguished  brother  Quin- 
tard,  which  appeared  on  Feb.  26th  last,  in  the  N.  T.  Churchman: 

The  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennesseee  at  Meridian,  Ga. ,  on 
Feb.  15,  removes  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  striking  per- 
sonalities in  the  American  episcopate — one  that,  in  a  singular 
way,  commanded  the  confiding  affection  of  Churchmen,  not 
only  in   the  Northern  and  Southern  states,  but  also  in   England. 

Bishop  Quintard  was  born  in  Stamford,  Conn.,  Dec.  22,  1824, 
and  was  therefore  in  his  seventy-fourth  year  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  belonged  to  one  of  the  oldest  Huguenot  families  in 
America,  his  ancestors  having  emigrated  from  France  to  Eng- 
land, and- thence  to  America,  soon  after  the  Revocation  of  the 
Edict  of  Nantes  in  1685.  He  was  educated  in  New  York  City, 
received  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  from  the  University  of  the  City  of 
New  York  in  1846,  and  entered  upon  the  practice  of  the  profes- 
sion of  medicine  in  Rome,  Ga.,  soon  afterwards.  There  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Kathrine  Hand,  a  daughter  of  one  of  the  most  promin- 
ent families  of  Georgia.  In  1851  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Physiology  and  Pathological  Anatomy  in  the  Tennesse  Medical 
College,  and  removed  to  Memphis,  filling  this  position  wih  great 
distinction  for  four  years.  Some  of  his  papers  on  the  proper 
sanitation  of  southern  cities  are  still  quoted  as  far  ahead  of  his 
time.  Just  as  he  was  attaining  the  very  highest  success  in  his 
profession,  however,  the  call  came  to  him  to  take  Holy  Orders, 
and  he  did  not  hesitate.  He  was  ordained  deacon  by  his  dear 
friend,  Bishop  Otey,  in  1854,  and  Priest  in  the  year  of  1855.  For 
a  time  he  was  in  charge  of  Calvary  church,  at  Memphis,  but  in  1858 
he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  at  Nashville. 
There  he  served  with  wonderful  success  until  the  outbreak  of  the 
war,  when  he  accepted  an  election  as  chaplain  of  the  First  Ten- 
nessee Infantry  of  the  Confederate  service.  No  chaplain  of 
either  army  had   a  more   honorable  record  for   those  four   years, 
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and  none  had  a  wider  influence  or  was  more  enthusiastically  be 
loved  by  the  soldiers  of  all  ranks.  Dr.  Quintard's  experience  as 
a  physician  enabled  him  to  care  for  the  bodies  as  well  as  for  the 
souls  of  his  men,  and  his  great,  tender  heart  and  untiring  energy 
made  him  a  power  throughout  the  army.  During  this  period  he 
baptized  or  presented  for  confirmation,  no  less  than  five  generals, 
including  the  commander  in-chief,  and  more  than  five  hundred 
other  officers  and  men.  Some  of  his  experiences  would  shame 
fiction  in  their  thrilling  aud  pathetic  elements. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Dr.  Quintard  was  elected,  in  Christ 
Church,  Nashville,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Bishop  Otey  in  1864.  He  was  consecrated  second  Bishop  of  Ten- 
nessee at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  in  Philadelphia 
in  1865,  and  made  his  first  visitation  to  his  diocese  in  that  year. 
The  prospect  was  most  discouraging.  He  found  only  three  churches 
in  the  whole  diocese  uninjured  and  the  congregations  of  many  of 
them  decimated  or  dispersed,  for  no  state,  except  Virginia, 
had  suffered  as  much  as  Tennessee  from  the  ravages  of  war. 
Yet  the  bishop  lived  to  see  the  number  of  his  parishes  and  mis- 
sions more  than  doubled,  twenty-two  new  churches  built,  and  all 
the  old  churches  restored  and  enlarged.  He  left  the  Church 
with  four  flourishing  diocesan  schools,  besides  the  valuable  prop- 
erty of  Hoffman  Hall,  at  Nashville,  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  important  institutions  for  colored  work  now  existing  in  the 
south.  But  the  great  work  of  Bishop  Quintard's  episcopate  was 
the  refounding  and  rebuilding  of  the  University  of  the  South,  at 
Sewanee.  Bishop  Polk,  the  projector  of  the  institution,  had 
been  his  dear  friend, and  Bishops  Otey  and  Elliott,  the  other  lead- 
ers in  the  movement,  had  been  his  spiritural  fathers.  As  soon  as 
he  was  consecrated,  Bishop  Quintard  determined  to  re-establish 
the  University;  and  he  never  did  anything  half  way.  He  had 
the  courage  of  a  hero  and  the  faith  of  an  apostle.  With  a  few 
members  of  the  old  board  of  trustees  he  visited  the  desolate  do- 
main, planted  a  cross  on  the  spot  where  the  old  corner  stone  was 
thought  to  have  been  laid,  and  reclaimed  the  property  in  the 
name   of  Christ  and  his  Church.     He  was  elected  and  became  the 
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first  vice-chancellor  of  the  University,  and  during"  the  six  years 
of  his  tenure  of  that  office  he  toiled  night  and  day,  at  home  and 
abroad,  in  the  face  of  discouragement  and  the  open  opposition 
even  of  some  Churchmen,  to  raise  money  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  and  for  putting  the'University  upon  a  sure  foundation. 
He  lived  to  see  this  child  of  his  own  love  and  labor— this  school 
that  started  in  a  temporary  frame  building  with  nine  students 
and  four  professors — grow  into  a  great  institution  of  learning, 
organized  in  the  departments  of  law,  medicine,  theology,  science 
and  literature,  with  forty- five  professors  and  nearly  four  hun- 
dred students  in  annual  attendance — an  institution  whose  influ- 
ence is  felt  throughout  the  whole  Church.  Surely,  few  men  have 
been  so  richly  blessed. 

In  1893  Bishop  Quintard's  failing  health  induced  him  to  ask 
for  an  assistant  bishop,  and  the  Rev.  Thos.  P.  Gailor,  S.  T.  D., 
vice  chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South,  was  accordingly 
elected  by  the  convention  and  consecrated  that  year.  Since  then 
the  bishop  has  undertaken  little  work  in  the  practical  administra- 
tion of  the  diocese,  but  his  health,  with  occasional  periods  of  de- 
pression, seemed  to  promise  a  very  long  life.  This  last  sum- 
mer he  went  to  England  and  attended  the  Lambeth  Conference, 
being  the  only  bishop  present  who  had  taken  part  in  the  first 
conference  in  1867.  On  his  return  home  his  health  suddenly  be- 
gan to  fail,  and  in  December  he  went  with  his  wife  and  daughter 
to  visit  old  friends  in  Southern  Georgia.  For  a  while  he  was 
greatly  benefited  by  the  change,  but  a  few  weeks  ago  he  de- 
clined so  rapidly  as  to  have  to  take  to  his  bed.  His  spirit  never 
faltered,  however,  and  as  late  as  Monday,  Feb.  14,  he  wrote  to 
friends  saying  that  he  was  better  and  intended  to  return  to  Se- 
wanee  the  next  week.  On  Tuesday  morning,  after  rising,  he 
complained  of  f aintness,  raised  his  hand  to  his  face,  and  very 
quietly  and  painlessly  expired. 

Mrs.  Quintard  and  three  children  survive  him.  His  son 
George  W.  Quintard,  lives  in  New  York  City,  and  his  younger 
son,  Edward  A.  Quintard,  is  with  his  father-in-law,  Gov.    Shep- 
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herd,  in  charge  of  the  mines  in  Chihuahua,  Mexico.  His  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  is  the  wife  of  Prof.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  the 
present  well  known  vice-chancellor  of  the  University  of  the 
South. 

Bishop  Quintard  was  a  man  of  strong  and  definite  convic- 
tions, and  of  the  finest  courage.  His  ready  wit,  courtly  manner 
and  warm  enthusiasm  made  him  hosts  of  friends.  Generous  to  a 
fault,  whole-souled  and  utterly  unselfish,  he  was  loyal  in  his 
friendships  and  unlimited  in  charity  and  hospitality.  His  nature 
was  refined  with  the  most  exquisite  sensibility  to  the  influence  of 
culture,  and  with  the  grace  of  eloquent  speech  he  combined  a 
searching  vigor  and  clearness  of  analysis,  a  directness  and  earn- 
estness of  voice  and  manner,  that  made  him  a  most  powerful 
preacher.  His  energy  was  tremendous,  and,  whether  it  were 
making  a  missionary  trip  through  the  mountains,  on  foot  or  on 
horseback;  or  soliciting  funds  for  a  new  school,  or  for  a  new 
church,  or  serving  a  brother  bishop  in  the  hour  of  need,  or  com- 
forting some  sorrowing  heart,  or  pleading  with  a  sinner,  or  min- 
istering to  some  unfortunate,  giving  his  last  cent  to  a  beggar, 
and  going  hungry  himself,  he  was  always  and  everywhere  bright, 
cheering,  full  of  faith,  abounding  in  sympathy,  untiring  in  self- 
sacrifice,  loyal  to  the  church  with  great  loyalty,  loving  his  Lord 
with  passionate  personal  devotion— a  noble  bishop,  a  true  friend, 
a  good  man,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ — whose  lot  is  with  the 
saints  and  his  works  do  follow  him. 

Bro.  Quintard  has  long  been  known  as  one  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished of  the  members  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity, 
into  which  he  was  initiated  by  Tenn.  Omega  chapter  in  1879. 
He  has  ever  since  been  warm  in  his  support  of  the  chapter  and 
general  fraternity,  and  in  1887,  was  elected  Worthy  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

Our  Worthy  Grand  Chief  made  a  strong  effort  to  obtain  the 
presence  of  Bro.  Quintard  at  the  Cleveland  Congress  in  1898,  but 
without  success.  However,  this  was  not  from  lack  of  desire, 
as  the  following  letter  clearly  shows: 
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Sewanee,  Dec.  11,  '96. 
To  Mr.  Larkin  W.  Glazebrook,  Washington. 

Dear  Mr.  Glazebrook-.— -I  greatly  regret  that  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  me  to  attend  the  approaching  congress  of  our  dear 
Fraternity  at  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

I  shall  be  so  engaged  with  an  official  visitation  of  my  diocese, 
that  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  leave  home  at  the  date  fixed 
for  the  meeting  of  Congress.  I  greatly  rejoice  at  the  prosperity 
of  the  A.  T.  O's  and,  when  at  home,  I  attend  the  meetings  of  our 
chapter. 

I  pray  God's  Blessing  may  rest  upon  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Fraternity. 

We  have  a  most  excellent  chapter  at  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  its  influence  is  all  for  good.

FAIRFAX  Irwin  was  born  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  March  13, 
1854.  He  attended  school  at  Youngs  and  at  Georgetown 
College  in  his  native  city,  and  afterwards  wrent  to  Roanoke  Col- 
lege, Virginia.  Prom  this  institution  he  received  the  degree  of 
A.  M.  Subsequently  he  was  graduated  from  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  with  the  degree  of  M.  D. 
in  1877. 

After  serving  sixteen  months  as  interne  in  the  Episcopal 
Hospital,  Philadelphia,  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Surgeon  in 
the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  in  1878,  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  in 
1882,  and  Surgeon  in  1887.  He  served  at  various  ports  at  Chi- 
cago, 111.;  Charleston,  S.  C. ;  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  Norfolk, 
Va.,  and  as  quarantine  officer  at  Hampton  Roads  and  acting  chief 
clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Surgeon- General   at    Washington,  D.  C. 

From  Washington  he  was  transferred  to  the  command  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  at  Boston,  Mass.,  where  he  served  four  years. 
Subsequently,  he  served  for  a  short  period  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and 
again  at  Boston,  as  Inspector  of  Immigrants.  From  here  he  was 
sent  to  Europe  for  two  years,  serving  at  London,  Marseilles, 
Paris,  Vienna,  Berlin  and  St.  Petersburg. 

Returning  to  the  United  States,  Bro.  Irwin  became  chief  of 
the  Quarantine  Division  in  the  Surgeon-General's  office,  and  is  at 
present  stationed  at  Philadelphia,  in  charge  of  the  Marine  Hos- 
pital service  of  Philadelphia. 

While  a  student  at  Roanoke  College,  Virginia,  in  1869,  Bro. 
Irwin  was  initiated  as  a  charter  member  of  Va.  Epsilon  chapter. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  D.  C.  Alumni  Association, 
and,  whenever  in  Washington,  always  manifests  his  devotion  for 
his  fraternity  by  entering  into  all  its  deliberations. 

He  was  elected  delegate  to  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress, 
but  at  the  last  moment  was  unable  to  leave  Washington  on  account 
of  official  business. 
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Bro.  Irwin  is  an  enthusiastic  Alpha  Tau  and  will  always 
welcome  any  wearer  of  his  fraternity  badge.  His  present  address 
is  410  Chestnut  street,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

EDWARD    IRELAND   REN1CK. 

Edward  Ireland  Renick  was  born  in  Baltimore  in  1856.  His 
father,  the  Reverend  William  Hamilton  Renick,  was  a  Virginian, 
the  direct  descendant  of  that  Robert  Renick  who  settled  in 
Augusta  County  in  that  state  in  1740,  whose  massacre  by  the 
Shawanee  Indians  in  1757  is  told  with  varying  accuracy  by  De- 
Hass.  Howe,  Withers,  Waddell,  and  other  annalists.  On  his 
mother's  side,  Bro.  Renick  is  connected  with  the  Ireland,  the 
Hollingsworth,  the  Moale  and  the  Owings  families  of -Maryland. 
In  1865,  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Salem,  Virginia,  and,  in 
1867,  entered  Roanoke  College,  situated  in  that  beautiful  town. 
Moving  again  to  Baltimore  in  1871,  he  attended  a  session  or  two 
of  thelocal  High  School  and,  in  1873  went  into  business  in  Salem. 
Resuming  his  studies  in  1875  at  Roanoke  College  he  joined  Vir- 
ginia Epsilon,  graduated  with  the  second  honor  of  his  class  in 
1877,  and  obtained  the  medal  in  logic  and  metaphysics  offered  to 
contestants  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Two  years  after  Bro.  Renick  left  Roanoke,  during  which 
time  he  was  farming  and  also  teaching  school  in  Greenbrier 
County.  West  Virginia,  where  his  father's  family  had  resided 
since  1769,  Virginia  Epsilon  ceased  to  exist,  and  it  was  his  pupil 
and  cousin,  P.  M.  Renick,  who,  in  1879,  went  as  a  student  to 
Roanoke  and  joined  the  Sigma  Chis,  that  urged  certain  members 
of  our  fraternity  to  re-establish  it.  In  1880  Bro.  Renick  entered 
the  law  school  of  the  University  of  Virginia  and  received  his 
degree  in  1881. 

In  1881  he  hung  out  his*shingle  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  being  (asso- 
ciated with  his  classmate  at  the  University,  Woodrow  Wilson, 
now  Professor  of  Jurisprudence  at  Princeton,  and  the  author  of 
several  celebrated  works.  In  February,  1884,  he  entered  the 
Civil  Service  of  the  United  States  as  the  result  of  a  competitive 
law  examination.  Until  1893  he  was  connected  with  the  account- 
ing branch  of  the  treasury  and  contributed  during  that  period  to 
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the  American  Law  Review  and  the  Political  Science  Quarterly, 
several  papers  in  relation  to  the  work  of  that  department.  These 
were  "The  Comptrollers  and  the  Courts,"  "The  Decisions  of  the 
Comptrollers,"  "The  Assignment  of  Government  Claims,"  and 
"The  Control  of  National  Expenditure." 

Prom  1893  to  May,  1897,  Brother  Renick  was  connected  with 
the  Department  of  State,  the  last  three  years  being-  chief  clerk 
under  Secretary  Gresham  and  Secretary  Olney.  When  there 
was  a  discussion  in  reference  to  the  right  of  Congress  to  rec- 
ognize the  belligerency  of  Cuba,  Brother  Renick  wrote  for  Mr. 
Olney 's  use  a  historical  review  showing  that  the  recognition  of  a 
state  of  independence  or  of  belligerency  assumed  by  a  people  was 
purely  an  executive  function,  and  this  paper  was  afterwards  pre- 
sented by  Senator  Hale  to  the  Senate  and  printed. 

Resigning  his  position  May  15,  1897,  Brother  Renick  began 
again  the  practice  of  the  law  in  Washington,  D.  C,  forming  a 
connection  with  the  well-known  firm  of  Condert  Brothers  of  New 
York,  whose  international  practice  is  perhaps  the  largest  in  this 
country. 

It  is  gratifying  to  all  his  friends  and  particularly  to  the 
Alpha  Taus  of  the  District  Association,  with  whom  he  has  been 
closely  allied,  to  know  that  his  practice  has  kept  him  busy  and 
promises  to  increase. 

Brother  Renick  has  not  been  idle  with  his  pen,  though  his 
time  has  been  for  the  past  year  fully  occupied.  He  has  contrib- 
uted an  article  to  the  April  number  of  the  American  Law  Review 
on  "The  Power  of  the  President  to  Sign  Bills  after  the  Adjourn- 
ment of  Congress."  In  1884  Brother  Renick  married  Mrs.  Annie 
C,  Turpin,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  formerly  of  Charleston,  S.  C. 


REV.  THOMAS  TREAD  WELL  EATON. 

Bro.  Thomas  Treadwel]  Eaton,  named  after  his  great  grand- 
father on  his  mother's  side,  Thomas  Treadwell,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Continental  Congress,  was  born  in  Murfreesboro, 
Tenn.,  Nov.  16th,  1845.  His  father,  Joseph  H.  Eaton,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  was  the  founder  and,   until  his  death,  the  president  of 
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Union  University,  then  located  at  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  but  since 
moved  to  Jackson,  Tenn.,  while  its  name  has  been  changed  to 
Southwestern  Baptist  University,  the  present  alma  mater  of 
Tenn.  Beta  Tau  chapter. 

Bro.  Eaton  was  educated,  up  to  the  time  of  his  father's  death 
in  1859,  at  Murfreesboro,  and  later  attended  Colgate  University, 
Hamilton,  N.  Y.,  of  which  his  uncle,  George  W.  Eaton,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  was  president.  He  remained  thereuntil  the  breaking 
out  of  the  civil  war,  when  he  went  to  his  home  in  Tennessee,  and 
afterward  entered  the  Confederate  army,  joining  the  71st  Tenn- 
essee Cavalry,  and  serving  under  Gen.  Forrest. 

After  the  war,  Bro.  Eaton  continued  his  studies  at  Washing- 
ton and  Lee  University,  Lexington,  Va.,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  1867.  He  was  selected  by  the  faculty  to  deliver  the  college 
oration,  and  also  received  the  Washington  medal  as  the  best  de- 
bater. After  graduation,  he  returned  to  Tennessee,  and  became 
a  professor  in  Union  University.  In  connection  with  the  duties 
of  this  position,  he  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and 
then  gave  up  teaching  until  he  felt  a  call  to  preach,  and  then  re- 
sumed his  position  in  the  University  and  studied  theology. 

On  Jan  1st,  1870,  Bro.  Eaton  became  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
church  at  Lebanon,  though  still  living  at  Murfreesboro.  In  1872 
he  removed  to  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  took  charge  of  the  First 
Baptist  church  there.  During  his  pastorate,  the  church  member- 
ship was  quadrupled  in  three  years. 

In  1875,  he  went  to  Petersburg,  Va.,  to  take  charge  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  and  during  the  six  years  of  his  pastorate, 
his  church  sent  out  a  large  number  of  missionai'ies,  while  its 
membership  doubled, 

On  May  1st,  1881,  Bro.  Eaton  went  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  and 
became  pastor  of  the  Walnut  Street  Baptist  Church,  a  position 
he  still  holds.  During  his  stay  in  Louisville,  four  large  colonies 
have  been  sent  out  to  form  new  churches,  and  yet  the  mother 
church  is  now  the  largest  white  church  of  any  demonination  in 
the  South,  having  sixteen  hundred  members,  or  nearly  three 
times  as  many  as  at  the  beginning  of  his  pastorate. 
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In  addition  to  his  regular  pastoral  duties,  Bro.  Eaton  is  ed- 
itor in  chief  of  the  Western  Recorder,  a  position  he  assumed  in 
1887.  With  possibly  one  exception,  it  is  the  largest  and  most 
widely  circulated  religious  and  family  paper  in  the  South.  Bro. 
Eaton  is  also  the  author  of  quite  a  large  number  of  books,  tracts 
and  pamphlets.  His  address  on  "Ideals,"  delivered  at  an  early 
Congress  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  is  well  known  to  Alpha  Taus, 
and  was  ordered  printed  for  distribution  by  the  fraternity.  Some 
of  his  best  known  works  are  entitled  "Talks  to  Children,"  "Talks 
on  Getting  Married,"  "Seventh  Commandment,"  "Missions," 
"Church  Membership"  and  "Wives  and  Husbands."  He  has  al- 
so delivered  many  lectures  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  some  of 
his  most  popular  subjects  being:  "The  Women  as  They  are," 
"Poor  Kin,"  "True  Aristocracy,"  "Eagertism,"  "Ideals,"  "Ob- 
servations in  Europe,"  "Egypt,"  "Palestine,"  "Syria,"  "Turkey" 
and  "Greece." 

In  1872,  our  brother  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Roberts, 
daughter  of  Judge  William  Roberts,  of  Nashville,  Term.  He  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Washington  and  Lee  University 
and  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  Southwestern  University. 

Bro.  Eaton  has  been  very  active  in  the  work  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  as  well  as  in  the  work  of  reform.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  inaugurated 
the  movement  which  resulted  in  the  Portress  Monroe  Conference 
between  representatives  of  the  Baptists  North  and  South  to- 
gether, and  secured  co  operation  in  the  work  among  negroes  of 
the  South. 

In  1892,  Bro.  Eaton  took  an  extensive  tour  through  Europe, 
and,  in  1896,  he  led  a  large  party  through  the  Orient.  It  will 
thus  be  readily  seen  that  our  distinguished  brother,  through  his 
earnest  work,  has  reached  a  very  high  standing  in  his  profession. 
At  the  present  time  he  is  generally  recognized  as  the  head  of  his 
church  in  the  South. 

It  was  while  a  student  at  Washington  and  Lee  University, 
the  home  of  old  Va.  Beta  Chapter,  that  Bro.  Eaton  became  an 
Alpha  Tau,  in  the  year  1866,  being  one  of  the  first  initiates  of  our

second  chapter.  Through  his  energies,  two  chapters  were  es- 
tablished. One  received  the  name  of  Tenn.  Iota,  and  was  located 
at  Union  University,  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  its  charter  having 
been  withdrawn  in  1873.  The  other  was  Tenn.  Lambda,  which 
of  course,  still  exists  at  Cumberland  University. 

Bro.  Eaton  was  a  member  of  the  High  Council  from  1878  to 
1880,  and,  in  conjunction  with  Bros.  Joseph  R.  Anderson  and 
Walter  H.  Page,  published  the  preliminary  catalogue  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega,  which  has  proved  so  valuable  in  preserving  our 
earliest  records.  He  is  still  as  loyal  as  ever  to  his  old  fraternity, 
and  is  always  ready  to  aid  our  glorious  cause  whenever  the  op- 
portunity presents  itself. 

HARRISON  RANDOLPH. 

Bro.  Harrison  Randolph,  M.  A.,  LL.  B.,  president  of  the 
College  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  was  born  in  New  Orleans,  La., 
December  8th,  1971,  and  is  the  son  of  John  Feild  Randolph,  sur- 
geon in  the  U.  S.  Army,  of  Brunswick  County,  Va.,  and  Virginia 
Bayard,  his  wife. 

On  the  death  of  his  father  in  1880,  his  mother  returned  to 
Virginia  to  live,  where  he  attended  *Pantops  Academy  for  five 
years,  and  entered  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1888.  In  1890 
he  was  appointed  instructor  in  mathematics  in  that  institution,  a 
position  which  he  held  for  five  years.  In  1892  he  took  his  mas- 
ter's degree  and  for  the  three  following  years  pursued  post- 
graduate studies  in  mathematics  at  his  alma  mater  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago. 

In  January,  1895,  Bro.  Randolph  was  elected  to  the  chair  of 
mathematics  in  the  University  of  Arkansas,  which  he  accepted 
and  filled  for  two  years.  In  May,  1897,  he  was  made  president 
of  the  College  of  Charleston,  a  position  he  now  holds. 

Bro.  Randolph  was  initiated  into  Va.  Delta  chapter  in  1888, 
and  has  always  been  a  most  enthusiastic  member  of  the  fratern- 
ity. Not  only  was  his  enthusiasm  manifested  as  an  officer  and 
member  of  this  important  chapter,  but  since  his  absence  from 
this  field,  he  has  ever  been  anxious  and  willing  to  support  our 
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cause  in  any  field.  No  young  man  in  his  country  deserves  more 
praise  than  this  brother  of  ours,  and  we  extend  to  him  our 
heartiest  congratulations  and  best  wishes  as  president  of  one  of 
the  oldest  and  most  important  seats  of  learning  in  the  South,  a 
position  he  has  reached  by  exceptional  merit,  at  a  remarkably 
early  age,  L.  W.  fr.

IN  MEMORIAM. 

FOR  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Alpha  Dpsilon  chapter,  it 
is  our  sad  duty  to  tell  of  the  death  of  a  brother  and  write  a 
few  words  in  his  memory.  A  loyal  A.  T.  O.  has  passed  away, 
finding  in  another  sphere  of  activity  a  place  for  his  powers. 

Maurice  R.  Zuilinger  was  born  Sept.  30, 1875,  at  Waynesboro, 
Pa.,  and  died  at  his  home  in  that  place  Feb.  15,  1898.  After 
graduating  from  the  high  schools  of  that  city  in  1894  he  entered 
the  Freshman  class  of  Gettysburg  college.  Matters  went  well 
with  him,  and  he  entered  upon  Sophomore  year  well  up  in  his 
class.  Soon  after  the  opening  of  his  college  course  he  joined  our 
fraternity  and  became  one  of  its  most  popular  and  influential 
members.  About  the  middle  of  the  Sophomore  year  he  met  with 
an  accident  which  affected  his  hip.  By  the  advice  of  his  physic- 
ian he  left  college,  but  very  reluctantly,  for  his  desire  was  to 
finish  his  course.  There  now  began  for  our  brother  a  course  of 
suffering  which  lasted  for  two  years,  and  which  ended  in  his  death. 
He  was  taken  to  the  best  physicians  and  surgeons  but  all  to  no 
avail,  and  he  passed  away  surrounded  by  his  family  and  close 
friends.  His  sufferings  were  intense,  but  he  bore  them  patiently, 
never  becoming  despondent,  and  hoping  for  the  best  all  the  while. 

In  his  whole  life  Maurice  showed  himself  a  brother  worthy 
of  all  admiration  and  respect.  Kind  and  courteous,  he  made  you 
feel  by  his  very  manner  that  he  was  a  friend,  and  one  who,  when 
tried,  would  not  be  found  wanting.  His  life  was  a  helpful  one. 
There  was  that  in  him  which  gave  him  a  prominent  place  in  every 
circle  which  he  entered. 

We  sorrow  that  he  was  cut  off  so  early,  before  he  had  an  op- 
portunity to  enter  upon  his  life  work.  And  yet, young  as  he  was, 
he  showed  to  the  world  that  he  had  the  true  spirit  of  worthy  am- 
bition to  take  his  place  among  men.  And  his  memory  shall  not 
fade  out  of  the  hearts  of  us  who  knew  him,  for  we  feel  that  he 
was  a  loyal  brother  and  friend.

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  His  wise  provi- 
dence to  take  from  us  our  beloved  brother  Maurice  R.  Zullinger, 
thus  causing  a  great  loss  to  his  own  family  and  to  Alpha  Tau 
Omega — the  first  vacancy  in  the  ranks  of  Alpha  Upsilon  chapter.

BRO.  PAUL  R.  SAID. 

BRO.  Said,  who  died  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  January  last,  was  born 
some  twenty-three  years  ago  in  the  village  of  Ostrander,  O. 
His  boyhood  was  spent  in  that  town,  from  whose  High  School  he 
was  graduated  the  first  in  his  class. 

He  entered  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  of  Delaware,  O.,  in 
the  class  of  '97,  with  which  he  was  graduated  with  high  honors, 
being  one  of  the  fifteen  representative  orators  on  Commencement 
Day,  of  a  class  of  one  hundred  and  eight. 

His  career  as  a  student  was  very  bright,  gaining  him  the  re- 
spect and  admiration  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His 
connection  with  the  fraternity  dated  from  the  beginning  of  his 
college  course.  During  the  winter  term  last  year  his  health  be- 
gan to  fail  him.  His  attendance  at  his  class  duties  perforce  be- 
came somewhat  irregular;  but  no  one  suspected  that  Paul  carried 
with  him  the  germs  of  that  dread  disease  which  finally  grappled 
him  so  hard.  His  health  failed  rapidly  during  that  summer  and 
fall;  but  ever  his  bright  cheerful  self  remained,  greeting  all  his 
friends  with  the  same  old  smile  and  hearty  grip. 

A  little  after  Christmas  it  was  decided  to  send  him  to  a  Cin- 
cinnati hospital,  where  he  fought  to  a  finish  that  last  great  fight. 
Early  Sunday  morning,  January  16th,  he  died. 

For  the  second  time  in  the  history  of  Ohio   Beta  Eta,    death, 
the  grim  reaper,  has  been  among  us.      Again  the  rolls  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega,  have  been  illumined  by  death.      With  deep  sense  of 
the  nearness  and  awfulness  of   his  presence,  we   bow  our  heads 
reverently  and  say,  "Thy  will  be  done."      The  death  of  a   young 
man  is  always  sad,  and  this  one  was  unusually  so.     Yet — 
"Thou  wilt  not  leave  us  in  the  dust; 
Thou  madesb  man,  he  knows  not  why; 
He  thinks  he  was  not  made  to  die; 
And  thou  hast  made  him;  thou  art  just." 
Never  did  life  assume  more  rainbow  tints,  bright  with  prom- 
ises for  the  future.     Never  did  a   young  man  look   forward   to   a 
more  glorious  or  a  more  useful  career.      But  God  took  him   unto 
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Himself;  He  needed  him  more  than  we.  And  we  can  say  with 
Browning: — "Tis  not  what  man  does  which  exalts  him,  but  what 
man  would  do." 

Yet  surely  he  is  not  lost  to  us.  A  life  so  rich  in  unrealized 
ideals  is  never  lost. 

"There  never  shall  be  one  lost  good:  What  was  shall  live  as  before; 

The  evil  is  null,  is  nought,  is  silence  implying  sound; 

What  was  good,  shall  be  good;  with,  for  evil, so  much  good  more; 

On  the  earth  the  broken  arcs;  in  the  heaven  a  perfect  round."

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  CONCLAVE  OF   OHIO  CHAPTERS. 

1X  HE  eighth  annual  conclave  of  the  Ohio  Chapters  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  was  held  on  February  22nd  in  the  hall  of  Ohio 
Beta  Mu  Chapter  at  Wooster,  Ohio.  In  1882,  our  fraternity  en- 
tered Ohio  at  Mt.  Union  College  and,  at  present,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  she  is  the  leading  Greek  letter  fraternity 
in  the  state  in  the  point  of  numbers,  having  six  strong  chapters. 
As  the  train  which  brought  the  delegations  from  Mt.  Union 
and  Marietta  did  not  get  in  until  about  half  past  ten,  the  conclave 
was  not  called  to  order  until  about  eleven  o'clock.  But  while 
waiting  for  the  train,  the  other  delegates  all  gathered  in  the  hall 
and  thus  both  hosts  and  guests  became  well  acquainted  before  the 
session  began.  When  at  last  all  had  arrived  President  Walter  D. 
Mclntire,  of  Wooster,  called  the  conclave  to  order  and  appointed 
Bro.  F.  Rhea  Bott,  of  Beta  Mu,  to  act  as  Chaplain,  and  Bro.  Her- 
bert C.  Davis,  of  Alpha  Nu,  to  ace  as  Usher. 

The  following  chapters  then  made  their  reports  through  their 
respective  delegates:  Alpha  Nu,  Bro.  Caskey,  delegate;  Beta  Eta 
Bro.  Smith,  delegate;  Beta  Rho,  Bro.  C.  R.  Sloane,  delegate; 
Beta  Omega,  Bro.  Mundhenk,  delegate;  and  Beta  Mu,  Bro.  J.  B. 
Kline,  delegate.  As  to  numbers,  Alpha  Nu  had  the  largest  rep- 
resentation, being  present  with  eleven  men.  All  the  chapters 
were  represented  by  at  least  one  man,  except  Alpha  Psi.  How- 
ever, Bro.  Shives  from  that  chapter  was  present,  we  are  glad  to 
say,  although,  of  course,  he  had  no  report  to  make  of  its  present 
condition. 

All  the  chapters  reported  that  they  were  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition and  all  had  victories  and  honors  without  number  to  present. 
By  these  reports  we  were  more  than  ever  assured  of  the  fact  that 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  Ohio  is  alive  and  enthusiastic  and  we  were  all 
the  more  glad  because  each  delegate  could  give  without  hesita- 
tion, the  splendid  position  of  his  own  chapter  in  the  presence  of 
Bro.  Shives,  whose  intimate  connection  with  each  one  enables 
him  to  know  the  exact  standing  of  our  fraternity  in  each  college. 
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The  reports  showed  a  large  active  membership,  quite  a  number 
of  pledged  men,  and  over  thirty-five  initiates  since  the  last  con- 
clave. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  conclave  at  Spring- 
field, Ohio,  with  Alpha  Psi  Chapter,  should  such  action  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  wishes  of  the  Wittenberg  brothers. 

Bro.  Smith,  delegate  from  Beta  Eta  Chapter,  in  his  report 
referred  at  some  length  to  the  publicity  recently  given  the  Dela- 
ware Chapter  in  the  newspapers,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  broth- 
ers he  represented,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consult  with 
Bros.  Smith  and  Buck,  from  Delaware,  and  report  some  resolu- 
tions on  the  subject  to  the  conclave. 

The  committee  on  nominations  reported  the  following  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year:  For  President,  the  committee  had  decided 
in  the  absence  of  any  delegate  from  Alpha  Psi  chapter,  to  allow 
that  chapter  to  elect  a  President  for  the  State  Association.  The 
other  officers  reported  and  who  were  duly  elected  by  the  con- 
clave, were:  Vice  President,  Bro.  West,  of  Alpha  Nu;  Secretary, 
Bro.  Greene, of  Beta  Eta,  and  Treas.  and  Keeper  of  State  Annals, 
Bro.  Stone,  of  Beta  Rho. 

The  committee  on  Resolutions  reported  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  brothers  of  Beta  Mu  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  and  al- 
so reported  resolutions  of  regret  for  the  great  loss  sustained  by 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  Ohio,  and  in  the  whole  country  in  the  deaths 
of  Bros.  Morgan  and  Sadler,  of  Alpha  Nu,  Bros.  Said  and  Starr, 
of  Beta  Eta,  and  Bro.  Morgan  E.  Williams,  of  Beta  Omega. 

The  Committee  on  the  Investigation  of  the  Initiation  of  Beta 
Eta  Chapter  reported  the  following  resolutions: 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  Beta  Eta  Chapter  has  been  undu- 
ly censured  by  the  Press  in  regard  to  a  recent  initiation;  and 

Whereas,  We,  in  conclave  assembled,  have  fully  investiga- 
ted the  charges  and  found  Ohio  Beta  Eta  culpable  only  in  allow- 
ing the  matter  to  become  public  in  local  newspaper  circles;  and 

Whereas,  This  initiation  was  mild  in  comparison  with  most 
fraternity  initiations  never  censured,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Ohio  Chapter  enonerate  Ohio  Beta 
Eta  of  all  action  not  in  keeping  with  customary  and  harmless 
proceedings,  and 
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Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  inserted  in 
the  Palm.

EDITORIAL. 

Occassionally  there  is  great  difficulty  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing news  for  the  Palm.  Meetings  are  held  of  which  no  informa- 
tion is  received  until  so  long  afterward  that  it  has  already  become 
stale.  Meetings  of  alumni  associations  and  chapter  associations 
pass  unchronicled  in  the  same  way.  This  is  simply  because  some 
one  is  negligent,  as  every  organization  has  an  officer  who  corres- 
ponds to  the  chapter  correspondent,  and  he  should  see  that  this 
important  feature  of  the  fraternity  annals  receives  proper  atten- 
tion. We  trust  that  a  mere  mention  of  this  duty  is  sufficient. 
The  main  purpose  of  the  Palm  is  to  preserve  in  permanent  form 
the  history  of  the  fraternity  and  to  this  end  all  brothers  should 
co-operate  with  the  editor. 

The  suggestion  recently  made  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  in 
his  circular  letter,  that  each  chapter  provide  itself  with  a  chapter 
nag  is  worthy  of  careful  consideration.  It  can  be  readily  ob- 
tained at  small  expense,  and,  doubtless,  each  chapter  has  loyal 
sisters  who  will  gladly  attend  to  this  matter  for  it.  We  should 
be  very  sorry  for  any  chapter  with  which  this  is  not  true.  The 
flags  can  be  made  very  attractive  with  the  chapter  name  and  fra- 
ternity colors,  and  at  Congress  they  will  prove  a  very  pleasant 
feature  of  the  decorations  of  the  convention  room  and  banquet 
hall.  Each  chapter  should  appoint  a  committee  at  once  to  at- 
tend to  this.

Our  New  Orleans  brothers  have  very  wisely  already  taken 
steps  to  make  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  a  splendid  success 
and  surpass  all  previous  occasions  of  the  kind.  This  leaves  no 
doubt  that  the  best  place  for  an  Alpha  Tau  to  be  during  the  holi- 
day season  of  1898  will  be  in  the  Crescent  City.  A  royal  welcome 
will  be  extended  to  every  visiting  brother,  and  it  is  none  too  early 
for  the  chapters  and  individual  brothers  to  begin  making  their 
plans  to  attend.     A  fund  should  be  established  at   once   for   this 
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purpose,  so  that  there  may  be  no  embarassment  when  the  time 
arrives.  If  preparations  are  begun  now,  it  will  be  an  easy  matter 
to  arrange  the  trip.     A  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient.

There  is  no  reason  why  we   should   trouble   ourselves   about 

the  matter,  but  we  dislike  to  see  any  chapter   suffer   the   penalty 

provided  for  failure  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Palm  as  required,  and 

we  have  therefore  been  at  considerable  trouble  to   avoid   this   by 

giving  each  delinquent  chapter  notice  after  the  regular  time   has 

passed.     This  is  purely   voluntary,  and  it  will  not  do  to  rely  on 

such  notice.     Each  chapter  must  see  to  it  that  these  letters  are 

sent,  or  suffer  the  consequences,  as  the  rule  has  been  sufficiently 

advertised  by  the  Palm  and  Worthy  Grand  Chief.

The  present  number  of  the  Palm  has  received  more  than 
usual  attention  from  the  editor,  and  its  publication  has  in- 
volved more  than  the  usual  amount  of  expense.  We  trust  that 
the  results  have  been  correspondingly  satisfactory  to  our  readers. 
Upon  the  suggestion  of  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  who  is  al- 
ways ready  with  his  assistance,  and  through  his  efforts,  we  are 
permitted  to  present  sketches  of  some  of  our  prominent  alumni, 
who  have  not  yet  grown  old,  but  have  already  gained  distinction. 
This  feature  of  the  present  number  will,  dombtless,  be  appreci- 
ated by  all,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  continue  in  this  way  to  make 

the  name  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  significant  and  much  to  be  desired.

In  a  quiet  way,  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  by  the 
Boston  and  Georgia  Alumni  Associations.  In  the  case  of  the 
former,  we  have  before  us  the  most  convincing  evidences  of  en- 
ergetic efforts  toward  establishing  a  strong  association.  Circu- 
lars galore  have  been  distributed  amon^r  the  Alpha  Taus  of  the 
northeast,  with  reply  cards,  and  every  argument  has  been  used 
to  obtain  a  full  attendance  at  the  meetings  held.  The  Boston 
Alumni  Association  is  determined  to  have  the  Congress  of  1900 
held  in  Boston,  for  the  benefit  of  the  New  England  chapters  and 
is  making  plans  to  bring  this  about.     The  strength  of  the  frater 
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nity  is  very  rapidly  increasing  in  that  section,  and  we  are  inclined 
to  believe  that  this  arrangement  will  meet  with  general  favor. 
There  are  about  sixty-five  names  on  the  association's  rolls  at  pres- 
ent, but  there  are  about  one  hundred  more  brothers  eligible  to 
membership,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  large  proportion  of  them  will 
soon  be  added. 

The  Georgia  Alumni  Association  is  conducting  an  active 
campaign  on  similar  lines  with  much  success,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  letter  in  the  present  number.  Every  Alpha  Tau  in  Georgia 
is  very  strongly  urged  to  join  in  the   very    important   work   now 

being  done  by  the  association. 

***** 

It  is  now  high  time  for  the  payment  of  all  subscriptions  to 
the  Palm  for  the  present  volume,  both  by  alumni  and  chapters. 
We  shall  expect  all  delinquent'dues  to  be  paid  in  the  course  of  the 
month  of  May,  at  the  very  latest.  We  have  no  sympathy  with 
alumni  who  accept  the  magazine  for  two  or  three  volumes  and 
then,  on  receipt  of  bill,  say  that  it  is  a  surprise  to  them.  The 
publication  of  the  Palm  costs  money  and  its  terms  are  well  known 
and  we  must  insist  that  each  brother  receiving  it  shall  pay  the 
regular  subscription  price.  It  occasions  quite  an  amount  of  ex- 
pense and  is  not  at  all  pleasant  for  the  editor  of  the  Palm  to  be 
compelled  to  send  out  dunning  letters,  and  we,  therefore,  ask  all 
delinquents  to  pay  up  voluntarily  and  promptly.

We  are  gratified  to  note  the  promptness  of  some  of  our  chap- 
ters in  sending  out  their  annual  reports.  We  have  already  received 
those  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron,  N.  C.  Xi,  Penn. 
Tau  and  N.  C.  Alpha  Delta,  and  all  of  them  are  well  and  tastily 
prepared  and  are  very  interesting.  We  hope  that  the  balance  of 
the  chapters  will  do  as  well.  Each  must  be  sure  to  send  them 
out  before  June  1st,  at  the  very  latest.  As  far  as  possible,  the 
compilers  should  follow  the  valuable  suggestions  of  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  in  regard  to  their  preparation,  as  contained  in  his 
recent  circular  letter. 
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The  next  number  of  the  Palm  will  be  the  last  of  Vol.   XVIII 
and  will  close  the  work  of  the  present  college   year.     It   is   very 
likely  that  many  chapters  will  be  in  vacation   when  it  is  mailed, 
and,    for    the    convenience  of   the  chapter  members,     we  must 
ask  that  the  editor  of  the  Palm  be  furnished  in  apt  time  with  the 
individual  mailing  addresses  of  •the  brothers,  otherwise  the  mag- 
azine will  be  sent  in  one  package  to  the   address   of   the   chapter 
correspondent,  as  it  appears  in  the  Palm.     This  is  sure  to  occa- 
sion inconvenience,  and   the   matter   should,    therefore,    receive 
proper  attention.     It  is  a  matter  of  indifference  to  the  editor,  and 
really  increases  very  largely  the  work   of   mailing.     We   merely 
take  the  extra  trouble  for  the  convenience  of   the   brothers,    but 
must  first  be  furnished  the  necessary  information.     In  regard  to 
the  contents  of  the  last  chapter  letter,  we  would  suggest   to   the 
correspondents  that  it   would   be   well   to   take  a  comprehensive 
view  of  the  chapters's  history  for  the  entire  year,    and,  so  far  as 
possible, give  t:ie  probable  condition  and  makeup  of  the  new  chap- 
ter, which  will  gather  in  the  fall.     It  is  a  particular  convenience 
for  the  editor  of  the  Palm  and  the  fraternity  officers  to  have  the 
name  of   the   new   correspondent   furnished   in   this  letter.     Of 
course,  commencement  events  and  chapter  honors  should  be  giv- 
en a  prominent  place  in  this  last  number.     It  should  be  sent  so  as 
to  reach  the  editor,  if  possible,  by  June  1 5th.

Bro.  Glazebrook,  VV.  G.  C.  informs  us  that  the  last  indebted- 
ness incurred  on  account  of  the  fraternity  catalogue  has  been 
paid.  It  is  a  splendid  achievement  on  his  part,  and  one  for 
which  the  fraternity  is  greatly  indebted  to  his  energy  and  en- 
thusiasm. 

Now  that  this  important  work  has  been  carried  to  such  a 
successful  completion,  it  is  time  that  the  song  book  should  re- 
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ceive  proper  attention.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  work 
was  committed  to  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta  Chapter  by  the  Washington 
Congress,  in  1894,  but  that  no  substantial  progress  could  be  re- 
ported at  the  last  Congress,  in  1896.  Bro.  Clinton,  however,  was 
able  to  show  considerable  careful  work  in  the  way  of  selection 
and  exclusion  of  songs  contained  in  the  old  compilation  and  made 
many  suggestions  and  recommendations  of  value.  He  especially 
urged  the  co-operation  of  all  chapters  and  individual  brothers  in 
the  contribution  of  songs  and  music,  and  we  trust  that  the  Chap- 
ter will  be  ready  to  report  at  New  Orleans  next  December  that 
the  song  book  is  ready  for  publication. 

Meanwhile,  we  most  strongly  urge  all  of  the  chapters  to  or- 
ganize committees  on  this  subject  to  co-operate  with  Beta  Theta. 
In  this  way  the  work  can  be  made  most  effective,  as  these  com- 
mittees will  be  able  to  open  up  correspondence  with  their  musi- 
cal alumni. 

The  importance  of  this  work  is  readily  recognized,  when  we 
consider  how  prominent  a  feature  of  college  and  fraternity  life 
it  involves.  Every  one  knows  how  a  song  will  enliven  fraternity 
meetings  and  we  must  confess  that  each  Congress  tends  to  show 
that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  weak  in  this  respect.  We  have  a  few 
good  songs  which  are  quite  well  known,  but  not  enough  to  suffice 
for  a  whole  evening  devoted  to  good  fellowship,  and  the  bulk  of 
the  singing  is  made  up  of  popular  airs  and  college  songs.  We 
should  like  very  much  to  hear  more  Alpha  Tau  songs. 

In  this  connection,  we  would  very  strongly  recommend  that 
each  chapter  should  maintain  a  standing  committee  on  music.  In 
this  way  we  believe  that  a  most  attractive  feature  of  college  life 
could  be  most  successfully  cultivated  and  chapter  meetings  made 
more  pleasant.  When  these  matters  are  left  to  the  whim  of  the 
chapter  generally,  they  frequently  receive  little  or  no  attention. 

The  Palm  would  be  very  glad  to  co-operate  with  our  musical 
committee  by  publishing  any  good  songs  submitted. 
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Items  in  this  department  are  taken  from  exchanges  and  newspapers,  and 
no  effort  will,  as  a  rule,  be  made  to  give  credit  for  same. 

Frances  Willard  was  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Phi  sorority. 

John  Reily  Knox,  founder  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity, 
died  at  Greenville,  O.,  Feb.  7th  last.  He  retained  a  deep  inter- 
est in  the  fraternity  to  the  last  and  often  attended  its  conven- 
tions and  initiations. 

Beta  Theta  Pi  owns  ten  chapter  houses  and  rents  twenty-one. 

The  chapter  of  Theta  X:,  at  Mass.  Inst,  of  Technology  has 
renounced  allegiance  to  its  fraternity,  which  is  established  in  the 
scientific  schools  of   Renssalaer,  Stevens  and  Yale. 

Phi  Gamma  Delta  has  entered  the  University  of  Illinois, 
while  Delta  Tau  Delta  at  Williams,  Theta  Delta  Chi  at  Kenyon, 
Phi  Delta  Theta  at  Wooster  and  Hillsdale,  and  Sigma  Chi  at 
Randolph-Macon,  are  said  to  have  become  inactive. 

Delta  Tau  Delta  entered  the  University  of  California  Feb.  5, 
1898,  having  previously  established  a  chapter,  which  occupies  a 
chapter  house,  at  Stanford  University. 

Delta  Upsilon  is  considering  petitions  from  the  University  of 
Minnesota  and  McGill  University,  Montreal,  while  Zeta  Psi  con- 
templates placing  a  chapter  at  the  former  institution. 

Kappa  Sigma  has  entered  Brown  University  with  thirteen 
men. 

Phi  Kappa  Sigma  has  withdrawn  from  the  University  of 
Toronto. 

It  is  expected  that  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  will  place  a  chapter 
at  Tulane  University. 

Fifty  years  ago  a  man  usually  wore  his  Fraternity  pin  in  his 
cravat.  As  time  wore  on  the  pin  advanced  to  the  lapel  of  the 
coat,  then  Fraternity  conservatism  dictated  that  it  was  ill-man- 
nered to  display  it  upon  any  place  but  the  waistcoat.  The  best 
authorities  upon  the  subject  recognize  that  it  is  only  proper  to 
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wear  the  pin  as  near  the  heart  as  possible.  But  at  Yale  several 
of  the  local  societies  make  a  specialty  of  wearing  their  pins, 
which  are  small,  in  their  cravats.  A  queer  thing  with  the  Shef 
societies,  of  Yale,  is  the  calling  the  name  of  a  Fraternity  by  its 
house  instead  of  the  Greek  letter.  The  Delta  Phis  are  usually 
called  St.  Elmo  men;  those  of  Delta  Phi,  the  Tea  Company;  the 
house  the  Chi  Phis  rented  was  located  on  York  Street,  and  their 
men  in  consequence  are  spoken  of  as  members  of  York  Hail; 
Theta  Xi  rents  the  house  No.  43  College  Street,  and  is  dubbed 
by  her  rivals  43  College.  A  knowledge  of  these  localisms  is  in- 
teresting to  all  Fraternity  men,  and  shows  at  Yale  that  a  Frater- 
nity is  recognized  more  by  its  habitation  than  its  pin. — Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta  Quarterly.

Pa.  Tau,— Bro.  William  M.  Singerly,  editor  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Record,  died  at  his  Philadelphia  home,  on  Feb.  27,  1898,  of 
heart  failure,  due  to  excessive  use  of  tobacco.  He  was  a  native 
of  Philadelphia,  where  he  was  born  Dec.  27,  1832.  He  obtained 
a  thorough  commercial  training  in  his  early  years,  and  was  for 
some  time  in  the  produce  commission  business,  but  later  became 
interested  with  his  father  in  street  railroads.  He  also  became 
active  in  politics  as  a  Democrat.  He  bought  the  Philadelphia 
Record  in  1877,  and  built  it  up  from  a  circulation  of  6,000  copies 
daily  to  one  of  the  largest  circulations  of  any  penny  newspaper  in 
the  United  States,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Philadelphia  is  a  Re- 
publican stronghold.  He  was  also  largely  interested  in  real  es- 
tate and  banking,  and  was  prominent  as  a  breeder  of  fancy  stock. 
He  was  Commissioner  of  Pairmount  Park  for  ten  years,  and  in 
1891  was  Democratic  candidate  for  Governor  of  Pennsylvania, 
He  bolted  the  Chicago  Democratic  platform  of  18d6,  and  supported 
Palmer  and  Buckner.  He  was  a  man  of  great  energy  and  ability 
and  had  won  national  recognition  for  these  strong  characteristics. 

Va.    Epsilon. — Bro.    Joseph   N.    Casper,  of   Rocky  Mount- 
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Franklin  Co. ,  Va. ,  has  recently  been  elected  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  his  county,  which  is  quite  an  honor  for  so  young  a  man. 
The  local  papers  contain  many  complimentary  notices  of  our 
brother. 

N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron.— Bro.  F.  J.  Duffy  has  recently  been 
elected  clerk  of  the  City  Council  of  Nodales,  Arizona,  on  the  tax- 
payers ticket. 

Va.  Rho. — Bro.  John  E.  Mason,  73,  has  recently  been  elected 
Judge  of  the  Tenth  Circuit  of  Virginia.  Commenting  on  this 
event  the  Richmond  Dispatch  of  Jan.  27,  1898,  says:  "Senator  Ma- 
son, the  nominee  for  the  judgeship  of  the  Tenth  Circuit,  was  born 
at  Edgehill,  the  home  of  his  grandfather,  Colonel  Thomas  Ran- 
dolph, in  Albemarle  county,  Va. ,  in  1856.  His  father  was  Hon. 
Charles  Mason,  who  was  at  that  time  the  Senator  from  King 
George.  This  county  has  never  had  but  two  senators  in  the  Leg- 
islature— Senator  Charles  Mason  and  his  son.  Mr.  Mason  was 
educated  at  the  Locust  Dale  Academy,  in  Madison  county;  the 
Bethel  Military  Academy,  in  Fauquier  county;  attended  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  for  one  year,  and  two  years  later  took  the  two- 
year  B.  L.  course  at  Columbia  College,  Washington,  in  twelve 
months.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1878,  being  examined  by 
Judge  William  S.  Barton,  whom  he  succeeds.  The  following 
spring  he  was  elected  Commonwealth's  Attorney  of  King  George 
County,  and  served  three  terms,  being  the  last  time  elected  with- 
out opposition,  when  he  declined  to  serve  longer.  In  the  year 
1880,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  late  Hon.  John  S.  Barbour, 
he  became  a  candidate  for  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  was  elected, 
though  he  lived  in  a  district  which  usually  gave  a  large  Repub- 
lican majority.  He  served  three  terms  in  the  House,  and  in  1895 
was  nominated  to  lepresent  the  Thirty- sixth  Senatorial  District 
in  the  State  Senate  by  a  remarkably  fine  convention,  and  was 
elected  by  a  large  majority.  Senator  Mason  has  always  been  an 
active  Democrat,  having  rendered  the  party  signal  service  in 
every  contest  that  has  been  fought  in  his  county  since  he  has 
reached  his  majority,  but  his  first  love  was  the  law,  and  it  has 
always  held  first  place.     He  has  acquired  an  excellent  reputation 
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as  a  lawyer,  especially  in  chancery  cases,  which  will  be  the  char- 
acter of  the  majority  of  those  which  he  will  be  called  upon  to  de- 
cide from  the  bench  of  the  Circuit  Court.  In  appearance  Senato- 
Mason  is  a  typical  Virginia  lawyer,  and, although  a  young  man,  re- 
tains many  of  the  characteristics  of  the  gentleman  lawyer  of 
the  old  school.  Senator  Mason  is  a  grandson,  twice  removed,  of 
Thomas  Jefferson.  Senator  Mason  has  a  wife  and  two  children, 
who  reside  at  his  beautiful  country  home,  "Shelburne,"  on  the 
Rappahannock  river.  Under  date  of  Feb.  18,  1898,  the  same 
paper  says:  "Senator  John  E.  Mason,  of  King  George,  will  resign 
his  seat  in  the  Senate  Tuesday  to  enter  upon,  his  duties  as  Judge 
of  the  Tenth  Judicial  Circuit,  to  which  position  he  was  elected  a 
few  weeks  ago.  Judge  Mason  will  hold  his  first  court  in  Caroline 
county  March  10th.  He  says  business  has  greatly  accumulated 
in  every  county  of  the  circuit,  owing  to  the  prolonged  illness  of 
Judge  Barton,  which  finally  resulted  in  his  death.  Consequently, 
Judge  Mason  does  not  anticipate  much  of  a  restful  change  by 
reason  of  laying  aside  the  toga  for  the  ermine.  He  has  been  in 
the  General  Assembly  as  delegate  and  Senator  for  nine  years, 
and,  and  in  active  politics  for  a  very  much  longer  period.  He 
says  he  will  be  glad  to  get  out  of  the  hurly-burly,  but  that  he 
may  want  to  mix  in  the  fray  again.     Quien  sabe?" 

Tenn.  Omega. — The  marriage  of  Bro.  Francis  Elliot  Shoup, 
poet  of  the  Cleveland  Congress,  and  Miss  Mary  Eloise  Howard, 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  occurred  at  Columbia,  Tenn.,  Dec.  22,  1897.

The  closing  days  of  last  term  brought  to  Colby  a  great  sor- 
rowT  in  the  death  of  William  Augustus  Rogers,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D., 
our  honored  professor  of  physics  and  astronomy,  who  died  March 
1,  1898.  He  was  sixty-six  years  of  age.  With  the  exception  of 
fourteen  months,  during  which  he  served  in  the  United  States 
Navy  during  the  war,  he  was  professor  of  mathematics  and  as- 
tonomy  for  thirteen  years  after  his  graduation  from  Browm,  in 
1857,  at  Alfred  University,  Alfred,  N.  Y.  He  was  afterward  as- 
sistant professor  of  astronomy  at  Harvard  for  sixteen  years  and 
in  1886  he  was  called  to  Colby  University.  He  was  the  first  who 
brought  authorized  copies  of  the  English  and  French  measures 
of  length  to  this  country.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  study 
of  X-rays,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  at  work  constructing 
a  machine  for  use  in  the  study  of  that  subject  and  could  he  have 
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had  a  few  more  days  in  which  to  have  worked  upon  it,  he  would 
have  completed  it.  The  Shannon  Observatory  and  Physical  La- 
boratory at  Colby  was  specially  constructed  from  plans  made  by 
Dr.  Rogers.  He  was  to  have  completed  his  work  here  this  spring 
and  then  was  going  to  Alfred  University  to  become  professor  of 
the  same  branches.  During  Dr.  Roger's  illness  Bro.  Cross,  '97, 
conducted  his  classes.  Gordon  Ferrie  Hull,  Ph.  D.,  from  Chica- 
go University,  is  to  take  Dr.  Rogers'  place  at  Colby. 

Gamma  Alpha  feels  honored  in  the  appointed  of  Bro.  Har- 
mon Stevens  Cross,  '97,  to  the  chair  of  astronomy  and  physics  at 
Alfred  University,  which  Dr.  Rogers  was  to  have  taken,  had  he 
lived.

Speaking  of  the  value  of  fraternity  songs,  the  editor  says: 
There  is,  perhaps,  no  one  thing  the  fraternity  so  much  needs  as 
fraternity  songs,  This  need  is  nowhere  more  keenly  felt,  or  made 
evident,  than  here  at  Ann  Arbor,  where  exists  so  dense  a  frater- 
nity atmosphere  and  where  each  fraternity  has  its  dozen  or  its 
score  of  songs,  and  which  are  sung  on  any  and  all  occasions.  A 
stirring  fraternity  song  is  to  the  fraternity  much  what  the  na- 
tional song  is  to  the  nation.  Where  is  the  "Deke"  whose  heart 
does  not  bound  with  loyalty  and  love  for  his  fraternity  when  the 
familiar  "Hurrah!  Hurrah!  We  are  the  D.  K.  E."  falls  upon  his 
ear,  and  where  the  Frenchman  who  is  not  filled  with  the  same 
feeling  for  his  beloved  France  when  he  hears  the  strains   of   the 

"Marseillaise?"

The  March  number  of  the  Caducens  of  Kappa  Sigma  devotes 
considerable  space  to  an  account  of  the  establishment  of  its  new 
chapter  at  Brown  University,  in  February  last.  The  article  is 
well  illustrated  and  gives  a  very  good  idea  of  the  famous  univer- 
sity where  R.  I.  Gamma  Delta  so  well  represents  Alpha  Tau 
Omega. 

An  alumnus  gives  his  views  of  the  real  nature  of  college  fra- 
ternities as  follows:  "The  history  of  the  Fraternities  shows  them 
to  be  social  organizations;  not  burial  societies,  or  good  literature 
movements,  or  temperance  lodges,  or  drinking  clubs,  or  debating 
clubs,  or  societies  for  ethical  culture,  or  organizations  for  the 
promotion  of  scholarship,  or  for  the  discouragement  of  it,  or  any- 
thing else  in  the  known  world  but  what  they  are. '' 

An  editorial  on  this  subject,  in  part,  is  as  follows:  "It  has 
always  been  the  view  of  the  Editor — and  in  that  he  is  in  accord 
with  the  contributor — that  the  foremost  purpose  of  a  Fraternity 
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Chapter  is  to  promote  congenial  companionship  during  under- 
graduate days,  and  such  companionship  with  college  men  almost 
necessarily  means  the  frequent  indulgence  in  rational  amusement 
and  jollity.  To  be  morbidly  or  even  quietly  mysterious  with  re- 
gard to  Fraternity  relations  and  Fraternity  aims  is  a  great  mis- 
take, and  simply  tends  to  ridicule.  Kap'pa  Sigma  is  secret  in  its 
forms  of  work  because  it  believes  the  integrity  and  unity  of  the 
Fraternity  is  best  preserved  by  keeping  from  the  public  its  ritu- 
alistic beauties,  but  its  secrecy  is  rational  and  reasonable,  and  it 
places  foremost  in  its  creed  the  non-secret  purpose  of  forming  in 
colleges  relatively  small  bodies  of  men,  congenial  in  association, 
whose  common  desires  and  amusements,  aided  by  the  unifying 
influence  of  the  Fraternity,  produce  friendships  which  will  last 
not  for  a  college  term  merely,  but  for  life.''

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  the  comment  of  the  Rainbow  of 
Delta  Tau  Delta  on  our  editorial  in  the  January  Palm  on  the  crit- 
icism of  our  catalogue  by  the  editor  of  that  journal,  and  we  there- 
fore quote  it  entire. 

"The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  for  January  quotes  entire  our 
editorial  in  a  previous  issue  regarding  her  initiation  of  honorary 
members.  The  editor  of  the  Palm  does  not  take  the  sentiments 
of  our  editorial  very  graciously.  He  speaks  of  our  views  as  be- 
ing "expressed  condescendingly  and  superciliously "  and  assumes 
a  mock  gratitude  "for  the  advice  so  kindly  given.''  His  whole 
attitude  is  that  of  one  who  has  no  argument  and  who,  therefore, 
substitutes  sarcasm  and  falls  back  into  the  independent  attitude 
saying  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  "will  go  about  her  business  as 
usual  and  initiate  aliens  into  the  fraternity  in  the  manner  provi- 
ded by  her  constitution,  just  as  she  has  always  done."  Brother 
Ehle  himself,  the  lonely  advocate  in  Greekdom  of  the  obsolete 
custom  of  initiating  honorary  members,  could  not  state  his  case 
ithout  using  the  word  aliens,  Instead  of  arguing  the  question 
at  issue — whether  the  college  fraternity  ideal  allows  the  initiation 
of  honorary  members,  the  editor  tries  to  put  the  question  beyond 
debate  by  assuming  a  "mind-your-own-business"  air  and  a  beau- 
tiful falling  back  upon  "the  policy  of  our  founders."  We  suspect 
however,  that  this  latter  motive  is  used  with  due  convenience. 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  already  abandoned  her  founders'  policy  at 
many  points.  No  appeal  to  her  past  would  lead  her  to  re-estab- 
lish her  "community  chapters"  nor  induce  her  to  enter  "Bing- 
ham High  School"  either  by  absorbing  or  directly  chartering  a 
chapter  there.     An  editorial  in  the  June,  1897,  Rainbow  told  of  an 
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honorary  member  w^o  three  months  after  his  initiation  had  actu- 
ally forgotten  the  name  of  the  fraternity  that  had  initiated  him.  That 
man  was  initiated  by  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  If  Brother  Ehle  feels 
that  it  is  a  wise  ' "policy"  to  initiate  honorary  members  and  that 
the  difference  between  such  and  the  men  who  spent  their  college 
years  under  the  influence  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  so  slight  that  it 
need  not  be  indicated  in  her  generally  excellent  catalogue,  both 
he  and  his  fraternity  are  welcome  to  their  cheap  and  easy  glory. 
The  custom  of  honorary  initiations,  which  has  been  more  or  less 
observed  by  many  of  our  fraternities,  has  been  largely  outgrown. 
As  the  ideal  of  the  college  fraternities  has  emerged  into  clearer 
light  the  Greek  world  has  very  generally  obeyed  its  call.  It  will 
be  heeded  more  and  more.  The  journals  of  the  fraternities  and 
the  sentiments  of  fraternity  men  are  now7  almost  unanimous  on 
this  question." 

Bro.  Hughes  is  disposed  to  be  disagreeable  and  endeavors  to 
show  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  made  mistakes  in  the  past.  Con- 
ceding that  the  instances  mentioned  are  such,  we  fail  to  see  that 
they  affect  the  merits  of  the  question  originally  under  discussion. 
It  wTould  be  folly  to  contend  that  our  record  has  been  entirely  free 
from  errors.  It  would  be  wrong  to  claim  that,  and  we  think  it 
waste  of  time  and  profitless  to  show  that  Delta  Tau  Delta  has 
also  made  mistakes. 

Not  having  been  a  member  of  the  catalogue  committee,  we 
are  not  disposed  to  shoulder  any  of  the  blame  for  having  failed 
to  meet  the  approval  of  Mr.  Hughes  in  the  matter  of  indicating 
that  certain  brothers  are  honorary  members.  We  believe,  how- 
ever, we  have  stated  a  sufficient  justification  of  the  catalogue  com- 
mittee's action  in  this  respect,  if  any  is  necessary.  While  we 
have  never  investigated  the  question,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
no  distinction  of  the  kind  in  question  wTas  made  in  the  data  ac- 
cessible to  that  committee.  That  no  such  distinction  was  made, 
in  order  that  deception  might  be  practiced  or  "cheap  and  easy 
glory"  won,  is  utterly  false. 

The  proposition  that  the  editor  of  the  Palm  is  the  "lonely 
advocate  in  Greekdom  of  the  obsolete  custom  of  initiating  hon- 
orary members,"  is,  we  believe,  hardly  justified  by  what  we  have 
said  on  this  question.  In  fact,  we  do  not  believe  that  Mr.  Hughes 
writes  with  excellent  discrimination  or  crystal  clearness,  and 
commend  to  him  the  careful  reading  of  our  views,  as  previously 
expressed,  and  which  he  has  hardly  changed  in  any  material  re- 
spect 
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PREPARATIONS  FOR  CONGRESS. 


"^•HE  New   Orleans  brothers,  who  will  be  largely  responsible 
for  the  congress  to  be  held  in  their  city  next  winter,  have  an

adequate  idea  of  the  demands  of  the  occasion,  and  have  taken 
early  and  energetic  steps  to  make  ample  preparations.  Many 
meetings  have  been  held  and  many  plans  have  been  developed, 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  nothing  will  be  left  un- 
done to  make  it  a  splendid  success. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  brothers  of  Beta  Epsilon  to  get  to- 
gether once  a  year  and  on  March  11th,  1898,  between  forty  and 
fifty  of  the  A.  T.  O's.  of  the  Crescent  City  met  at  Odd  Fellows 
hall  in  eleventh  annual  commemoration  of  the  founding  of  Louisi- 
ana Beta  Epsilon  Chapter. 

Founders  and  "Goats"  were  present,  Beta  Epsilon  men  and 
men  from  Texas,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  other 
states.  And  over  all  there  ruled  the  benign  influence  of  the  com- 
mon bond. 

Many  things  were  said  and  done  at  that  meeting,  too  many 
for  repetition  here,  but  the  annual  shaking  up  which  the  chapter 
gets  every  eleventh  of  March  is  one  of  the  causes  of  its  success. 

The  old  timers,  gathered  as  of  yore,  told  how  they  used  to 
run  things,  and  woe  to  any  innovation  which  the  active  chapter 
could  not  uphold  in  most  logical  debate. 

Conservatism  runs  rampant  and  the  new  man,  whose  first  ex- 
perience it  is,  stands  at  first  in  awe  of  the  older  and  more  serious 
men  and  silently  envies  the  familiarity  with  which  those  slightly 
older  in  the  knowledge  of  the  cross  greet  these  big  brothers. 
But  very  soon  he  gets  the  same  feeling  of  familiarity  and  before 
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the  end  of  the  evening  the  sound  of  a  surname  is  unheard  among 
all  the  fifty. 

From  the  meeting  hall  we  adjourned  to  the  supper  room. 
We  had  the  usual  simple  Beta  Epsilon  menu,  but  Bro.  Edward 
Rightor  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  quiet  when  he  rose  in  his 
capacity  of  toastmaster.  He  made  a  most  characteristic  speech, 
full  of  quaint  comparisons  and  blunt  truths  and  he  "lit  on"  the 
chapter  once  or  twice  most  solidly  and  justly.  He  then  called  on 
Bro.  Nixon  who  briefly  introduced  the  active  chapter,  one  by  one 
to  the  older  brothers  present. 

Bro.  Bell  then  spoke  of  "The  Girls",  that  subject  dear  to  ev- 
ery A.  T.  O.  heart,  but  then,  of  course,  he  got  to  talking  of  one 
particular  girl,  so  he  was  made  to  stop  talking  and  sing.  After 
the  singing,  Bro.  Chalaron  (now  assistant  surgeon  2nd  La.  In- 
fantry) talked  of  the  founders  and  old  times  and  then  Bro.  Far- 
rar, of  Omega,  discoursed  most  entertainingly  of  things  in  general. 

Then  everybody  sang,  and  drank  punch,  and  after  a  long 
time  went  home,  and  nobody  went  to  college  the  next  day,  and 
everybody  dreamt  of  congress. 

On  April  19th,  1898,  another  extra  large  special  meeting  was 
held.  Every  alumnus  in  New  Orleans  was  sent  a  copy  of  the 
following  business  like  circular:

No  better  selections  could  be  made  for  such  an  occasion,  and 
the  above  names  are  guarantees  of  a  splendid  success.  Many 
arrangements  have  already  been  definitely  made  by  these  broth- 
ers, and  other  plans  will  be  matured  long  before  next  December. 
There  will  be  some  novel  features  arranged,  and  one  of  these  will, 
doubtless,  make  the  next  congress  noted  for  the  successful  con- 
duct of  its  musical  features,  vocal  and  instrumental,  but  we  do 
not  intend  to  reveal  any  secrets  prematurely,  but  merely  to  as- 
sure every  Alpha  Tau  that  the  proper  place  for  him  to  be  next 
Christmas  is  New  Orleans,  and  we  strongly  urge  each  of  our 
readers  to  make  the  effort  of  his  life  to  be  there.  Everything 
possible  will  be  done  for  his  comfort  and  entertainment,  and  if 
there  is  any  city  where  Alpha  Taus  can  have  just  what  they  want, 
that  city  is  New  Orleans. 
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FRATERNITIES  everywhere  are  a  weird  sort  of  things.  Their 
members  are  supposed  to  be  a  little  different  from  most  men 
and  in  most  places  they,  by  being  members  of  a  fraternity,  com- 
mand a  little  more  respect  than  the  uninitiated,  but  at  no  place 
is  this  so  marked  as  at  Yale.  At  no  place  do  men  strive  harder 
to  become  fraternity  men.  At  no  place  are  they  so  disappointed 
if  they  are  not  asked  to  become  "society  men." 

It  is  related  that  many  years  ago  certain  Freshman  societies 
were  in  existence  at  Yale  whose  principal  object  was  to  initiate 
Freshmen.  These  initiations  were  nothing  more  or  less  than  a 
certain  kind  of  hazing.  A  member  of  one  told  me  that  he  was 
put  in  a  coffin  filled  with  ice  and  made  to  remain  there  for  some 
time,  then  he  was  taken  out  and  put- in  water  so  hot  that  the 
skin  almost  peeled  off  his  entire  body.  His  only  reward  was  to 
see  others  similarly  treated.  These  societies  were  abolished  by 
the  faculty  and  the  only  thing  we  have  left  of  them  appears  on 
what  is  called  "Omega  Lambda  Chi"  night.  On  this  night,  in  the 
latter  part  of  May,  in  each  year,  the  classes,  senior,  junior,  soph- 
omore and  freshman,  in  order,  form  lines  and  dance  several  times 
around  the  campus,  singing  the  song  familiar  to  every  Yale  man: 

"Chi  Rho,  Omega  Lambda  Chi, 
We  meet  tonight  to  celebrate 
Omega  Lambda  Chi." 

After  dancing  around  the  campus  the  requisite  number  of 
times  the  upper  classmen  form  two  parallel  lines  between  Lyce- 
um and  South  Middle — a  space  of  about  ten  feet— with  bottles 
filled  with  seltzer  water,  and  the  Freshmen  run  through  amid 
the  licks  and  kicks  of  upper  classmen  and  amid  streams  of  seltzer 
water  .  This  is  called  going  through  the  "Pass  of  Thermopylae." 
After  every  Freshman  has  passed  safely  through — and  no  one 
has  yet  been  hurt — the  exercises  close  with  a  shout  for  the 
Freshman  class. 

There  are  three  sophomore  societies.  These  generally  init- 
iate the  more  influential  men  in  the  class.      To  be  a  member  of 
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one  of  these  societies  is  the  ambition  of  a  Freshman's  life.  Ipso 
facto  a  man  becomes  a  "big  man"  in  his  class,  and  it  is  a  stepping 
stone  to  a  junior  and  perhaps  to  a  senior  society.  It  is  a  peculiar 
thing  at  Yale  that,  almost  without  a  single  exception,  sophomore 
society  men  make  junior  societies.  And  so  it  is  an  inducement 
to  freshmen  to  be  gentlemen  and  to  put  forth  all  their  energy 
and  faculties  to  become  studious,  influential  and  popular  men. 
It  is  just  such  an  influence  that  makes  fraternities  at  Yale  and 
fraternities  everywhere,  almost  indispensable  factors  in  main- 
taining the  moral  standing  of  a  college — in  making  the  boys  be- 
come studious,  energetic,  courteous  gentlemen. 

While  several  fraternities  have  chapters  at  Yale,  and  good 
chapters  too,  yet  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  Psi  Upsilon  and  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  stand  out  pre-eminent.  These  three  are  recognized  by 
all  as  the  three  junior  societies.  It  is  with  no  disrespect  to  the 
other  fraternities  there  represented  that  I  say  this.  To  be  a 
member  of  one  of  these  is  the  aim  of  all  undergraduates  in  the 
academic  department  at  Yale.  Until  the  last  two  or  three  years 
Alpha  Delta  Phi  has  not  been  one  of  the  junior  societies.  It  had 
been  rather  an  academic  society,  which  took  in  sophomores  as 
well  as  juniors  and  seniors,  while  D.  K.  E.  and  Psi  U.  only  ini- 
tiated juniors  and  seniors.  But  as  the  University  grew,  so  did 
the  demand  for  junior  societies,  and  Alpha  Delta  Phi  was  taken 
up  by  D.  K.  E.  and  PsiU.,  and  now  we  have  what  might  be 
termed  the  Big  Three.  These  three  societies  have  come  to  an 
agreement  by  which  a  committee  of  members  of  each  society 
shall  select  a  certain  number  of  men  from  the  sophomore  class, 
and  the  names  of  these  men  are  submitted  to  each  society  and,  if 
accepted,  the  committee  selects  the  men  who  are  to  belong  to 
each  society.  By  so  doing  the  evil  of  rushing  is  dispensed  with 
and  each  society  is  maintained  on  a  parity  with  the  others.  At 
the  proper  time  the  elections  to  the  different  societies  are  given 
out,  and  on  the  night  known  as  "Calcium  Light  Night,"  which  is 
on  Tuesday  night  in  the  latter  part  of  May,  these  men  assemble 
in  the  rooms  of  one  of  their  number  on  the  campus.  Then  occurs 
another  one  of  the  peculiar  customs  of  Yale.      At  9  o'clock  you 
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see  coming  between  Dwight  Hall  and  Chittenden  Library,  clothed 
in  red  gowns  and  hoods,  preceded  by  a  big  red  calcium  light, 
borne  on  the  shoulders  of  four  negroes,  with  red  fire  in  their 
hands,  forty  or  fifty  men  singing.  "Jolly  D.  K.  E. ;"  at  the  same 
time  if  you  will  look  over  between  Durfee  and  Alumni  Hall,  just 
at  the  end  of  the  Fence,  you  will  see  a  similar  procession,  but 
this  time  the  men  are  clothed  in  white  and  the  light  is  white. 
This  is  Psi  Upsilon.  Over  a  little  to  the  right,  between  Battell 
Chapel  and  the  other  end  of  Durfee,  just  where  the  Fence  turns, 
come  a  host  clad  in  green,  with  a  light  throwing  its  green  rays 
in  front  like  the  headlight  of  a  giant  locomotive.  You  see  Alpha 
Delta  Phi  in  her  glory.  It  is  a  beautiful  sight.  With  streams  of 
red  lights,  mingled  with  the  white  and  green,  flashing  like  so 
many  search-lights  across  the  crowded  campus,  you  see  a  picture 
which  you  will  never  forget,  Now  you  hear  the  jolly  songs  of 
D.  K.  E. ;  now  fifty  voices  sing  the  songs  of  Psi  U. ;  now  .Alpha 
Delta  Phi  is  praised  by  the  songs  of  her  lusty  sons.  The  cam- 
pus itself  is  a  study.  Gathered  there  'neath  the  shadows  of  those 
famous  elms,  are  mingled  students  and  towns-people,  old  and 
young;  over  there  Dwight  Hall  is  made  more  beautiful  by  New 
Haven's  fair  daughters  standing  on  the  steps  and  on  the  portico. 
Everything  is  gaiety.  To  some  everything  is  grand  because  of 
the  novelty  of  the  sight;  to  all  everything  is  beautiful.  These 
weird  processions  march  around  the  campus,  hesitate,  stop. 
Now  Alpha  Delta  Phi  goes  up  into  Welsh  Hall  and  climbs  to  the 
uppermost  story  and  goes  into  some  lucky  fellow's  room,  where 
he  and  two  or  three  other  fortunate  young  men  have  been 
anxiously  awaiting  their  arrival.  Now  Psi  U.  stops  and  goes  in 
Farnham;  now  D.  K.  E.  goes  underneath  the  arch  of  handsome 
Vanderbilt,  the  streams  of  red  light  preceding  her;  the  songs  are 
echoed  and  re-echoed  by  the  massive  walls  of  this  magnificent 
building;  she  goes  up  one  of  the  entries,  returns,  continues  her 
work  and  then,  when  all  have  completed  their  mission,  they  dis- 
appear as  they  came,  singing  praises  to  their  fraternity.  They 
march  back  to  their  respective  houses,  and  as  the  last  man  dis- 
appears and  the  doors  are  closed,   the  public   is  left  to  wonder 
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over  the  beautiful  sight  they  have  just  witnessed,  the  more  cur- 
ious to  wonder  as  to  what  is  going  on  within  those  sombre  walls. 
These  men  are  initiated  the  following  Friday  night,  and  at  these 
initiations  a  banquet  is  served,  and  a  play  of  some  kind  is  given 
by  each  society.  The  songs  may  be  heard  coming  from  these 
houses  until  daylight,  and  you  may  look  out  of  your  window  and 
see,  clad  in  full-dress  suits,  many  men  just  getting  home — men 
who  are  destined  some  day  to  reflect  honor  on  their  college  and 
country. 

But  the  societies  that  are  peculiar  to  Yale  are  the  senior  so- 
cieties. These,  "Skull  and  Bones,"  "Scroll  and  Key"  and  "Wolf's 
Head,"  initiate  fifteen  men  each  year  out  of  every  senior  class. 
To  be  a  member  of  one  of  these  societies  is  the  aim  and  object  of 
every  member  of  the  Academic  department  of  Yale.  While  noth- 
ing of  that  kind  is  needed,  yet  this  desire  to  be  asked  to  join  one 
of  these  societies  encourages  a  man  all  through  his  college  ca- 
reer to  be  a  man,  studious,  courteous,  energetic— a  gentleman. 
It  is  customary  at  Yale  to  keep  fraternities  secret  organizations. 
Reference  to  them  is  never  made  by  anyone.  To  ask  a  Yale  man 
about  his  pin  means  that  you  will  not  be  answered,  perhaps  to 
have  the  back  of  the  man  turned  on  you,  to  display  your  own 
ignorance,  to  result  in  your  embarrassment  and  mortification  by 
the  treatment  you  will  receive.  But  if  the  junior  and  Sophomore 
society  men  keep  practically  silent  as  to  their  societies  and  pin 
(I  do  believe  a  junior  society  man  may  loan  his  pin  to  his  mother, 
sister  or  a  "very  dear  friend"),  the  senior  men  are  absolutely 
silent.  If  mention  is  made  of  their  pin  or  societies  in  their  hear- 
ing they  immediately  leave  and  get  out  of  hearing.  This  may 
seem  peculiar,  perhaps  foolish  to  an  outsider,  but  with  a  Yale 
man  the  reasons  therefor  are  readily  understood. 

No  one  knows  who  will  be  chosen  by  the  societies  until  the 
men  are  selected.  Greater  interest  is  taken  in  these  elections 
than  in  the  result  of  the  Harvard  game,  if  such  a  thing  were 
possible.  Much  speculation  is  indulged  in  by  the  college  men, 
and  at  any  time  after  spring  vacation  you  can  find  several  persons 
collected  in  some  fellow's  room  discussing  the  chances  of  the  dif- 
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fereut  college  men  for  the  different  societies.  Many  lists  of  them 
are  made  up,  and  some  years  an  anonymous  publication,  called 
the  ''Horoscope,"  is  published  giving  the  names  of  the  men  who 
will  likely  be  selected  and  their  qualifications  for  the  places. 

This  excitement  culminates  on  the  last  Thursday  in  May, 
which  day  is  known  as  "Tap  Day.''  Then  one  sees  the  most  sol- 
emn sight  that  a  Yale  man  ever  sees  at  Yale.  Gathered  around 
the  Fence,  you  see  in  a  group  the  whole  of  the  Junior  class  and 
many  other  students.  Graduates  come  miles  to  see  this  sight. 
The  look  on  every  face  is  one  of  anxiety  and  subdued  excitement. 
In  the  windows  of  Durfee  and  Old  Brick  Row  are  seated  the  sis- 
ters and  mothers  and  sweethearts  of  the  Juniors,  each  anxious 
that  her  son,  or  brother,  or  sweetheart  be  "tapped'  by  a  "Bones" 
or  "Keys"  or  "Wolf's  Head"  man.  As  the  chimes  on  Battell 
Chapel  ring  out  that  the  fatal  hour,  five  o'clock,  has  arrived, 
you  see  coming  from  three  directions  a  member  of  each  society; 
the  look  on  each  of  these  three  faces  is  stern,  immovable.  They 
circulate  around  the  crowd  looking  for  the  first  man  to  be  tapped. 
"Bones"  finds  his  man,  goes  up  behind  him,  slaps  him  on  the  back 
and  commands,  "Go  to  your  room!"  A  shout  goes  up  from  the 
crowd,  for  that  man  is  perhaps  the  best  fellow  in  the  whole  col- 
lege. He  turns,  walks  to  his  room,  with  the  Senior  ten  paces  be- 
hind him.  After  a  while  he  returns  and  receives  the  congratula- 
tions of  his  friends.  "Keys"  and  "Wolf's  Head"  find  their  man 
and  the  same  thing  occurs.  When  a  man  is  tapped,  there  im- 
mediately appears  another  Senior  looking  for  his  Junior. 
When  ten  or  twelve  men  have  been  chosen  for  each  society,  the 
excitement  is  at  its  highest  pitch,  for  there  are  many  men  and 
few  places.  The  faces  of  the  Juniors  and  of  the  sweethearts  be- 
come more  set;  they  might  not  be  tapped,  and  their  ambition  not 
be  realized.  The  excitement  is  high  until  the  last  man  for  each 
society  has  been  tapped,  when  some  forty-five  go  to  dinner  feel- 
ing bigger  and  prouder  than  any  equal  number  of  men  in  this 
world.  The  rest,  disappointed,  go  home,  the  better  able  to  stand 
some  future  disappointment.  And  so  Tap  Day  closer  the  selec- 
tion of  society  men  at  Yale,  and  a  fitting  close  it  is. 
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Omega  Lamda  Chi  night,  joyous,  undignified,  free  and  easy 
— a  Freshman  just  entering  college  without  a  care,  no  thought  of 
to-morrow;  Calcium  Light  night,  gay,  joyful  grand — a  Junior 
impressed  with  the  grandeur  of  this  life,  but  jolly  and  not  think- 
ing of  its  realities;  Tap  Day,  serious,  dignified — a  Senior  with 
thoughts  of  the  realities  of  this  life,  its  serious  as  well  as  its  joy- 
ous side—  a  man  flitted  to  go  out  into  the  world  to  serve  his 
country  and  his  God.

HON.  CLIFTON  R.  BRECKINRIDGE. 


BRO.  BRECKINRIDGE'S  RETURN. 

IN  recent  years,  no  Alpha  Tail  has  come  more  prominently  be- 
fore the  public  than  Hon.  Clifton  R.  Breckinridge,  of  Pine 
Bluff,  Ark.,  who,  after  long  and  honorable  ^service  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  was  appointed  by  President  Cleveland  am- 
bassador to  Russia  in  1894.  Bro.  Breckinridge's  return  from  his 
important  post  was  celebrated  in  an  elaborate  manner,  and  we  re- 
gret that  delay  in  obtaining  particulars  has  caused  notice  of  the 
occasion  to  be  thus  tardily  made  in  the  Palm,  as  the  data  here 
presented  were  received  too  late  for  use  in  our  last  number. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  our  distinguished  brother  was 
among  the  first  initiates  of  old  Virginia  Beta  chapter  and  his  al- 
legiance to  the  Maltese  Cross  is  therefore  of  long  standing. 
While  at  Washington  in  attendance  on  the  48th,  49th,  50th,  51st  and 
52nd  congresses,  he  was  always  considered  one  of  the  "active" 
members  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Alumni  Association.  On 
this  account,  our  Washington  brothers  desired  to  give  him  a  re- 
ception on  his  return,  last  February,  but  Bro.  Breckinridge,  in  a 
very  cordial  letter,  expressed  his  sincere  regret  that  imperative 
engagements  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  accept  the  kind  invit- 
ation extended.  He,  therefore,  proceeded  to  his  Arkansas  home. 
At  Little  Rock  he  was  given  a  rousing  welcome  home,  a  special 
train  carrying  a  large  number  of  Pine  Bluff  friends  to  meet  him. 
Greetings  of  a  most  cordial  nature  followed  a  large  and  repre- 
sentative committee  acting  on  behalf  of  the  major's  multitude  of 
friends  He  was  escorted  to  the  Quapaw  Club,  where  he  had 
the  pleasure  of  meeting  many  old  friends. 
The  Arkansas  Gazette,  of  Feb.  9th,  says: 

"Maj.  Breckinridge  presented  the  appearance  of  one  who  had 
fared  exceedingly  well  in  the  dominion  of  the  czar.  In  lieu  of  the 
thin,  sparely-built  individual  he  was  wont  to  be  in  the  days  of 
yore,  his  friends  were  surprised  to  see  in  him  a  man  of  compara- 
tively robust  stature.  During  his  sojourn  of  three  years  and  a 
half  at  St.  Petersburg  he  gained  fully  twenty-five  pounds  in 
weight   and   now  presents  in  his   metamorpnosed   condition  the 
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picture  of  good  health.  He  was  in  excellent  spirits  and  ex- 
pressed sincere  gratification  at  the  kindly  greetings  accorded 
him  by  his  friends. 

"As  soon  as  his  arrival  became  known  many  prominent  citi- 
zens hastened  to  the  Capital  hotel  to  meet  him. 

"At  the  Quapaw  club  Maj.  Breckinridge  held  an  informal  re- 
ception. A  large  number  of  leading  citizens  called  to  pay  their 
respects. 

"In  conversation  with  a  Gazette  reporter,  Maj.  Breckinridge 
said  he  was  truly  glad  to  return  to  Arkansas,  though  he  had  en- 
joyed his  stay  in  St.  Petersburg  with  periodical  vacations  at 
Dresden,  and  formed  some  pleasant  associations  there.  Speak- 
ing of  the  relations  between  Russia  and  the  United  States,  he 
said  nothing  had  occurred  to  mar  the  spirit  of  friendship  prevail- 
ing. There  has  been  in  recent  years  an  expansion  of  commercial 
relations  between  the  two  countries  and  he  used  his  best  endeav- 
ors to  promote  the  good  feeling  existing  in  Russia  towards  the 
United  States.  He  foresees  no  great  belligerent  outcome  of  the 
situation  with  reference  to  China,  believing  that  the  arts  of  di- 
plomacy will  be  invoked  to  patch  up  differences  between  the 
great  powers  and  prevent  war. 

"Among  the  first  things  brought  up  by  Maj.  Breckinridge's 
friends  in  his  presence  was  the  episode  wherein  the  ambassador 
is  accused  of  having  appeared  in  knee  pants  at  the  czar's  corona- 
tion. 'How  about  your  knee  pants?  Did  you  bring  'em  over?' 
and  sundry  queries  of  like  character  were  fired  at  him,  he  re- 
sponding pleasantly  that  of  course  he  had  brought  over  those 
pants  to  show  them  to  his  Arkansas  friends.  He  did  not  deny 
the  soft  impeachment — he  had  worn  the  pants.  Being  an  Arkan- 
sas man  he  did  not  propose  to  be  behind  the  procession.  He  did 
as  the  Romans,  and  put  himself  en  rapport  with  the  demands  of 
the  occasion.  Anxious  inquirers  accepted  this  explanation  and 
looked  satisfied. 

"It  was  noticeable  that  politics  cut  no  figure  in  the  reception 
in  this  city.  Free  silver  democratic  personal  friends  vied  with 
gold  standardites  in  the  cordiality  of  their  welcome. 

"Maj.  Breckinridge  expects  to  settle  down  in  Pine  Bluff. 
His  family  remained  in  New  York  to  visit  relatives,  but  will  come 
south  soon." 

From  Little  Rock  Bro.  Breckinridge,  with  the  escort  com- 
mittee, proceeded  in  a  special  train  to  Pine  Bluff,  where  he  re- 
ceived a  royal  welcome  to  his  home,  which  is  described  as  fol- 
lows by  the  Gazette: 
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"The  whole  population  of  Pine  Bluff  seemingly  was  awaiting 
his  arrival  when  the  special  train  reached  here  at  5:40  p.  m.  A 
similar  reception  was  accorded  this  distinguished  statesman  six- 
teen years  ago,  when  he  returned  from  Little  Rock  after  being 
nominated  for  congress  at  large  in  1882.  It  is  a  real  gala  occa- 
sion and  tonight  the  opera  house  is  beingused  for  speeches  of 
welcome  and  congratulations  as  the  court  house  was  used  when 
Maj.  Breckinridge  received  his  first  start  in  his  national  career. 
Whatever  differences  may  exist  between  the  people  and  this  rep- 
resentative American  on  local  questions  are  forgotten  in  the 
warm  welcome  which  he  receives  today  at  his  home. 

"All  of  the  population  of  Pine  Bluff  that  could  crowd  into  it 
were  at  the  opera  house  tonight.  On  the  stage  were  seated 
many  prominent  citizens  of  all  parties.  Judge  W.  D.  Jones  acted 
as  master  of  ceremonies.  After  paying  a  neat  tribute  to  the 
worth  of  Maj.  Breckenridge  he  introduced  Hon.  S.  M.  Taylor, 
the  eloquent  lawyer  of  Pine  Bluff,  who  delivered  a  beautiful,  im- 
pressive and  feeling  address  of  welcome.  To  this  Maj.  Breckin- 
ridge made  an  appropriate  response.  Calls  being  made  for  him, 
Judge  S.  P.  Hughes,  of  the  supreme  court,  responded  in  a  short 
address,  as  did  also  ex-Associate  Justice  Hemingway.  The  warm 
welcome  tendered  Maj.  Breckinridge  by  his  home  people  was  a 
testimony  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  them." 

To  these  demonstrations  of  popularity  on  the  part  of  his 
friends,  we  desire  to  add  a  most  cordial,  though  tardy,  welcome 
home  from  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity.  We  trust  that  Bro. 
Breckinridge|may  find  it  convenient  to  join  the  pilgrims  to  New 
Orleans  next  December,  when  he  will  be  able  to  obtain  an  ade- 
quate idea  of  the  high  place  which  he  occupies  in  the  esteem  and 
affection  of  each  wearer  of  the  Maltese  Cross,

BRO.  BASS  ON  OUR  NEW  ORLEANS  BROTHERS. 

THE  delegates  to  the  Washington  Congress  will  all  remember 
Bros.  Will  K.  Bass,  of  Ohio  Beta  Eta  Chapter  and  will 
doubtless,  be  interested  in  the  following  enthusiastic  letter  to 
the  editor  of  the  Palm,  which  was  received  too  late  for  use  in 
the  earlier  number.  We  trust  its  enthusiasm  will  prove  contag- 
ious, and  that  New  Orleans  will  witness  the  largest  gathering  of 
Alpha  Taus  in  the  history  of  our  beloved  fraternity.  The  letter 
is  as  follows: 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  April  24,  1898. 
Dear  Bro.  Ehle: 

During  the  past  winter  holidays,  the  University  of  Cincinnati 
football  team  went  on  a  playing  tour  through  the  South.  Among 
other  places  we  played  at  New  Orleans,  with  the  Southern 
Athletic  Club. 

While  in  that  city,  our  whole  company, numbering  twenty,  was 
so  well  taken  care  of  generally,  and  I  was  so  royally  entertained 
by  the  many  good  A.  T.  O's  wTho  live  there,  that  I  ask  the  use  of 
the  Palm,  in  order  to  express  in  a  measure  my  thanks  for  a  most 
delightful  experience  and  to  describe  it  for  the  benefit  of  its 
readers. 

We  arrived  in  New  Orleans  on  New  Year's  eve,  and,  having 
registered  at  the  hotel,  I  was  handed  a  letter  and  several  cards. 
The  letter  was  from  Bro.  Thompson,  of  Tenn.  Omega,  who  lives 
in  New  Orleans,  and  the  cards  bore  the  names  of  Bros.  Hender- 
son and  Nixon,  who  will  be  well  remembered  by  all  the  brothers 
at  Cleveland  as  delegates  to  the  Congress  held  there.  They  all 
called  on  the  following  forenoon,  and,  through  them,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  all  of  the  Tulane  brothers  and  also  many 
alumni  living  in  the  city.  During  the  game,  I  also  had  a  forcible 
introduction  to  Bro.  Farrar,  of  Tenn.  Omega. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  brothers  I  met,  as  I  ran  across 
Alpha  Taus  everywhere,  and  to  a  finer  set  of  men  it  has  never 
been  my  good  fortune  to   give  the   Alpha   Tau   grip.     They  are 
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Alpha  Taus  in  the  truest  and  fullest  sense  of  the  word,  and,  with 
the  right  kind  of  spirit,  I  learned  that  they  had  been  planning  for 
the  Congress  to  be  held  with  them  next  winter. 

Everybody  talked  Congress;  not  only  the  brothers,  but  their 
parents  ond  sisters  and  besides  these,  somebody's  else  sisters. 
Of  these  last  there  are  not  a  few  interested,  in  fact,  they  easily 
outnumber  the  seventy  Alpha  Taus  who  live  in  the  city. 

Already  definite  plans  of  campaign  and  entertainment  have 
been  outlined,  the  necessary  push  and  spirit  to  carry  them  out 
successfully  are  backing  them,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
New  Orleans  Congress  should  not  be  but  the  continuation  of  our 
past  successful  Congresses.  In  this  regard  the  Tulane  brothers 
are  assisted  by  the  locus  of  the  Congress.  New  Orleans  is  the 
most  delightfully  unique  city  in  the  United  States.  The  visiting 
brothers  will  readily  find  enough  objects  of  interest  to  keep  them 
busy  a  week,  and  then  come  away,  like  myself,  without  seeing 
half  of  what  there  is  to  see,  and  with  the  desire  and  determina- 
tion to  return. 

Among  the  many  attractions  are  the  French  Quatier,  break- 
fast (Sunday)  at  Madam  Begues,  the  old  government  buildings, 
the  cathedrals,  the  wharves,  Algiers,  etc.  They  are  entirely  too 
numerous  to  mention,  but  they  comprise  people  and  things  which 
can  not  be  seen  in  any  other  place  in  the  United  States.  It  was 
entirely  a  novel  experience  to  me,  and  it  will  prove  the  same  to 
all  the  visiting  brothers,  especially  those  from  the  North, 

So  much  for  the  sightseeing.  But  it  is  in  the  congress  that 
we  are  especially  interested.  Of  course,  the  co-operation  of  the 
whole  fraternity  is  necessary  in  order  to  make  the  occasion  suc- 
cessful as  a  congress.  That  is  a  duty  devolving  on  each  and 
every  chapter.  But  after  business  comes  pleasure,  and  the 
Tulane  brothers  are  prepared  to  prescribe  that  in  large  doses,  to 
be  taken  frequently.  A  recent  letter  from  a  New  Orleans  brother 
informs  me  that  they  had  just  held  a  special  congress  meeting 
with  thirty  brothers  present. 

The  New  Orleans  brothers  worked  hard  to  get  the  '98  con- 
gress, and  they  are  working  even  harder  to  make   it   a   success. 
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Such  it  will  be.  Let  every  chaptor  send  one  or  more  delegates 
to  New  Orleans  and  give  the  Tulane  brothers  material  to  work 
with,  and  I  can  vouch  for  the  splendid  entertainment  of  the  vis- 
itors, and  the  '98  congress  will  be  successful  in  every  way — "the 
best  we  ever  had," — just  as  those  in  the  past  have  been.

ALPHA  Omicron  is  glad  of  the  privilege  of  a   portion  of  this 
issue,  for  a  short  sketch  of    the  much   respected   brother 
whose  portrait  is  presented. 

Professor  Robert  Dale  Ford  graduated  from  St.  Lawrence 
University  in  1885.  The  two  years  following  his  graduation 
were  spent  in  the  study  of  law. 

Previous  to  1887  it  had  been  his  intention  to  take  up  law  as 
a  profession,  but  in  that  year,  he  tells  us  "he  was  much  surprised'' 
at  the  offer  of  a  position  as  instructor  in  St.  Lawrence.  This 
offer  he  accepted,  and  he  remained  in  the  capacity  of  instructor 
until  1890.  The  year  of  1891  was  spent  at  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University. 

The  four  years  from  1891  to  1895  were  spent  in  Missouri, 
two  years  as  instructor  in  Marmaduke  Military  Institute  and  two 
years  as  principal  of  the  high  School  in  Carthage,  Mo. 

In  1895,  Professor  Ford  was  again  called  to  St.  Lawrence 
and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  has  been  the  college  professor 
of  mathematics,  though  other  important  branches  in  philosophy 
and  in  science  have  from  time  to  time  come  under  his  supervision. 

He  is  the  only  graduate  of  the  Uuniversity  who  has  received 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Science,  in  the  branch  of  mathematics. 
This  degree  was  conferred  in  1888. 

Alpha  Omicron  is  proud  to  cite  Professor  Ford  as  one  of 
her  first  initiates,  a  man  of  thorough  worth,  who  has  won  his 
high  standing  through  his  own  perseverance.  He  came  to  col- 
lege with  an  insufficient  supply  of  money,  and  he  earned,  outside 
of  his  college  duties,  by  office  work  and  by  teaching  enough  to 
carry  himself  through. 

As  a  professer  in  the  college,  he  is  a  universal  favorite  among 
the  students,  except  perhaps  at  examination  time;  but  these  few 
blows  at  the  students'  heart  strings  only  tend,  after  the  first  ef- 
fects wear  away,  to  deepen  their  regard  for  him,  since  they  are 
thus  reminded  of  the  fact  that  they  receive  their  discipline  from 
one  who  is  a  thorough  master  of  his  subject.

He  had 
been  suffering  several  years  with  pulmonary  trouble,  and  the  end, 
which  was  peaceful  and  without  pain,  was  not  unexpected. 

He  was  initiated  by  Alpha  Eta  chapter  at  Bingham's  School, 
and  was  especially  devoted  to  its  members. 
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ALPHA  Tan  Omega  has  now  the  largest  list  of  active  chapters 
in  her  history,  and  amon°:  the  institutions  where  she  is  rep- 
resented, are  some  of  the  best  and  most  desirable  locations  in  the 
country.  But  has  the  average  reader  of  the  Palm  any  idea  of 
the  very  considerable  number  of  first-class  colleges  and  Univer- 
sities, where  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  unrepresented,  but  where  her 
rivals  have  thriving  chapters?

She  has  at  present 
no  chapter  in  California,  Colorado,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Iowa, 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  Wisconsin,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut, 
Maryland,  W.  Virginia,  Kentucky  or  Mississippi,  Ought  this 
to  continue  to  be  the  case? 


EDITORIAL. 

Never  before  have  the  chapter  reports  shown  such  a  high 
average  of  excellence  or  so  much  evidence  of  effort  to  make  them 
both  attractive  in  appearance  and  complete  for  statistical  pur- 
poses. We  have  received  thirty-five  reports,  in  all,  and  have  no 
doubt  that  others  were  published,  but  no  copy  sent  to  the  Palm, 
or  they  may  possibly  have  been  lost  in  the  mails.  We  have  not, 
however,  heard  from  Ala.  Beta  Delta,  Mich.  Beta  Kappa,  Mich. 
Beta  Omicron,  O.  Beta  Rho,  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau,  or  Tenn.  Lambda, 
and  should  be  pleased  to  receive  copies,  if  published. 

While  there  is  no  requirement  that  the  reports  should  be 
prepared  in  any  particular  manner,  and  while,  as  a  report,  one 
may  be  quite  as  good  as  another,  so  far  as  compliance  with  the 
rule  is  concerned,  yet  the  tastiness  of  some  of  the  reports  which 
we  have  recived  is  worthy  of  note,  as  an  evidence  of  chapter 
pride  and  thoroughness.  This  year  it  is  more  difficult  than  ever 
before  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  which  chapter  is  entitled  to  the 
credit  of  having  done  the  best  work. 

We  believe,  however,  that  it  will  be  quite  generally  conceded 
that  the  reports  of  Maine  Gamma  Alpha,  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  Ohio 
Beta  Mu,  and  R.  I.  Gamma  Delta  have  been  most  attractively 
presented.  The  first-named  is  noticeable  for  its  limp  blue  cover, 
with  gold  lettering,  while  its  statistics  are  well  arranged  and 
quite  as  complete  as  desirable.  So  far  as  binding  is  concerned, 
it  deserves  the  palm.  Tenn.  Beta  Pi  again  makes  use  of  the  de- 
sign used  last  year,  being  a  chapter  group  arranged  on  the  fra- 
ternity coat  of  arms.  Ohio  Beta  Mu  also  submits  with  her  re- 
report  a  chapter  group,  together  with  unusually  complete  data, 
and  it  seems  proper  that  this  chapter  should  give  such  a  good  ex- 
ample to  others,  as  the  chapter  report  scheme  originated  with 
one  of  her  members. 

The  report  of  R.  I.  Gamma  Delta  is  also  noteworthy  for  the 
attractive  cover  in  fraternity  colors,  the  splendid  chapter  group 
and  full  statistics. 
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There  are  other  reports  not  much  inferior  to  those  named, 
but  we  believe  that  these  are  most  to  be  commended,  and  we  do 
not  believe  it  advisable  that  the  spirit  of  emulation  should  lead 

chapters  to  go  beyond  them  in  expense  or  completeness.

All  Alpha  Taus  will  be  interested  in  the  announcement  that 
Bro.  Shives,  chairman  of  the  High  Council,  will  remove  from 
Sandusky  to  Pittsburg,  where  he  will  become  a  neighbor  of  Bro. 
Hosack,  Worthy  High  Chancellor.  Our  first  intimation  of  the 
change  came  June  18th  last  in  the  form  of  a  telegram  from  the 
latter,  reading,  "Bro.  E.  J.  Shives  elected  principal  of  Wilkins- 
burg  schools  here.  Good  position."  The  message  was  later  con- 
firmed by  a  copy  of  the  Sandusky  Review  of  the  following  day, 
which  contained  the  following  article: 

"Professor  Edward  J.  Shives,  superintendent  of  the  city 
schools,  is  serving  his  last  term,  and  in  a  few  weeks  it  can  be  al- 
most positively  stated,  will  leave  Sandusky  for  Pittsburg  where 
he  has  been  tendered  the  position  of  superintendent  of  the  East 
End  schools.  The  East  End  in  Pittsburg  is  the  principal  resi- 
dence portion  of  the  prominent  citizens,  and  Mr.  Shives  will  have 
under  his  charge  about  40  schools,  and  will  be  assisted  by  an  ex- 
cellent corps  of  trained  teachers.  He  was  elected  to  the  position 
at  a  meeting  of  the  East  End  board  of  education  last  Friday,  the 
same  evening  he  was  re-elected  for  another  term  in  the  Sandusky 
schools.  His  salary  will  be  larger  than  he  received  here  and  he 
will  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  new  position  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  school  year  in  September.  The  news  that  Professor 
Shives  is  about  to  leave  will  be  received  by  his  host  of  acquain- 
tances in  Sandusky  with  considerable  surprise,  as  it  was  not  gen- 
erally believed  that  he  was  seeking  a  new  field  of  labor.  Pro- 
fessor Shives  has  been  at  the  head  of  the  Sandusky  schools  for 
the  past  seven  years  and  his  administration  has  been  eminently 
successful.  It  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  education 
and  at  all  times  the  instruction  of  the  scholars  was  given  the 
best  attention.  He  looked  after  the  duties  of  his  position  in  a 
careful  manner  and  since  he  has  been  in  charge  has  succeeded  in 
securing  for  Sandusky  schools  the  recognition  of  diplomas  at  ev- 
ery state  institution  of  learning  without  further  examination. 
Professor  Shives  will  close  his  work  in  Sandusky  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  which  will  be  next  week.'* 
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We  are  sure  that  the  best  wishes  of  all  Alpha  Taus  will  go 
with  Bro.  Shives  in  his  new  work,  together  with  the  sincerest 
congratulations  on  his  advancement.  He  has  been  so  long  con- 
nected with  educational  work  in  Ohio,  that  it  requires  something 
of  an  effort  to  place  him  elsewhere,  However,  wherever  he  is, 
we  know  that  no  mere  change  of  location  will  affect  his  efficiency 
in  the  interests  of  his  fraternity.  In  fact,  the  change  may  tend 
to  promote  her  interests,  rather  than  otherwise,  as  it  will  bring 
some  of  the  grand  officers  and  members  of  the  High  Council 
nearer  together.     We  shall  expect  Bros.   Shives   and   Hosack   to 

bring  a  large  delegation  to  New  Orleans  next  winter.

We  are  indebted  to  Bro.  James  B.  Green  of  the  High  Coun- 
cil, for  an  invitation  to  attend  the  ceremony  of  inauguration 
of  the  new  buildings  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  which  have 
replaced  those  so  unfortunately  destroyed  by  fire  in  Oct.  1895. 
The  whole  country  mourned  the  loss  of  these  historic  structures, 
and  joined  in  congratulations  of  the  University  in  so  speedily  rais- 
ing new  and  suitable  buildings  on  their  ruins.  The  occasion  was 
a  most  enjoyable  one  for  Bro.  Green  and  all  of  the  alumni  and 
members  of  old  Va.  Delta,  and  we  assure  them  that  all  Alpha  Taus 

join  them  in  their  rejoicing.

There  is  quite  a  ]arge  class  of  pessimists  in  this  country,  one 
of  whose  cardinal  principles  is  that  higher  education  develops 
cosmopolitanism  and  abstract  philosophy,  at  the  expense  of  pa- 
triotism. The  willing  and  prompt  response  of  college  men  in  all 
sections  of  the  country  to  the  President's  call  for  volunteers  in 
the  present  war  with  Spain  amply  refutes  this  position.  We 
have  made  no  effort  to  find  how  many  wearers  of  the  Maltese 
Cross  are  now  engaged  in  advancing  and  defending  the  stars  and 
stripes,  but  many  instances  have  in  various  ways  come  to  our  at- 
tention. Among  those  who  are  now  at  the  front  or  prepared  to 
go  where  they  are  needed  are:  Bro.

Copeland  and  Brown,  of  Neb.  Gamma  Theta;  Bros.  Barrett  and 
Bush,  (2nd  Lieut.  Battery  H.)  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta;  Bros.  Scott, 
Parsons  and  Hoglen,  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega,  sergeants  in  Battery 
H. ;  Bros.  Farnham  (1st  Lieut.,  8th  Mass.  Infantry),  Hobbs  (2nd 
Lieut.,  First  Maine  Infantry)  and  Bros.  Sturgis  and  Ellis  (Co.  B., 
First  Maine  Infantry),  all  of  Me.  Beta  Upsilon;  Bros.  W.  T.  and 
B.  F.  Dixon,  and  Robert  and  Plato  Durham,  all  of  N.  C.  Xi,  and 
Bro.  Frank  Fall,  of  Mich.  BetaOmicron,  31st  Reg.,  Co.  L.,  Mich.  / 
Volunteers. 

As  we  have  stated,  this  list  is  very  incomplete,  but  it  is  suf- 
ficient to  show  that  our  Eastern,  Western,  Northern  and  South- 
ern brothers,  one  and  all,  are  always  ready  when  their  country 
calls.  We  note  a  similar  condition  of  patriotism  among  other 
fraternities,  as  shown  by  our  exchanges,  and  believe  it  is  highly 
creditable  to  college  fraternities.  The  brothers  at  the  front  may 
be  sure  that  the  brothers  at  home  will  not  forget  them  and  will 
ever  pray  that  success  and  honor  may  abide  with  them  and  ac- 
company them,  wherever  they  may  go.  We  are  proud  of  each 
and  every  one  of  them  and  when  they  come  marching  home  they 
may  be  sure  of  a  rousing  welcome  from  every  brother.

The  college  year  just  closed  has  not  been  marked  by  any 
startling  events  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega. and  yet  it  has  been  a  year 
of  substantial  progress.  During  this  period  the  birth  of  only  one 
new  chapter,  Tex.  Gamma  Eta,  at  the  University  of  Texas,  has 
been  recorded,  but  the  revival  of  our  old  chapter  of  S.  C.  Beta 
Xi,  at  Charleston,  is  quite  as  noteworthy  as  new  extension,  as  we 
lost  our  last  South  Carolina  chapter  by  anti-fraternity  legislation 
last  year,  and  our  many  staunch  alumni  in  that  state  demanded 
representation  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  their  state.       No  better 


location   could  be  found  than  the  aristocratic   and  conservative      \ 
college  at  Charleston,  now  under  the  care  of  Bro.  Harrison  Ran- 
dolph.     These  two  events  will  be  recognized  as  subjects  of   con- 
gratulation by  the  most  conservative. 
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On  the  other  hand,  there  is  occasion  for  regret  in  certain 
evidences  of  weakness  in  a  few  chapters.  The  spark  of  vitality 
of  Pa.  Alpha  Rho  has  often  burned  low,  only  to  flare  up  again, 
through  the  energetic  efforts  of  some  enthusiastic  brother.  The 
chapter  has  suffered  adversity  with  Lehigh  University,  and  dur- 
ing the  college  year  just  closed  has  given  no  sign  of  activity. 
However,  hope  has  not  yet  been  given  up  that  the  chapter  will 
be  on  a  firm  basis  in  the  fall,  and  we  trust  this  will  be  the  case. 
There  has  been  some  occasion  to  criticise  the  conduct  of  certain 
chapters,  which  have  failed  to  comply  with  well  known  require- 
ments, but,  as  a  rule,  matters  have  gone  on  very  smoothly  and 
have  demonstrated  the  healthy,  progressive  condition  of  the  gen- 
eral fraternity.  We  have  lost  many  valuable  and  highly  respect- 
ed brothers,  whose  sketches  may  be  found  in  the  Palm,  but  many 
new  and  enthusiastic  brothers  have  been  initiated,  and  the  nu- 
merical strength  of  the  fraternity  has  been  greatly  increased. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  has  added  to  his  successful  achieve- 
ment of  publishing  the  catalogue  last  year,  the  additional  and  im- 
portant achievement  of  making  it  a  financial  success.  He  has  in- 
fused great  enthusiasm  and  activity  into  all  chapters  by  personal 
visits  and  personal  letters,  and  has  kept  the  working  machinery 
of  the  order  in  a  state  of  great  efficiency. 

Bro.  Shives  has  been  as  active  as  ever  as  chairman  of  the 
High  Council  and  has  given  much  personal  attention  to  chapters 
in  his  immediate  neighborhood,  and,  as  a  result,  they  have  shown 
more  than  usual  strength. 

Everyone  is  now  looking  forward  to  Congress,  and  we  con- 
fidently believe  that  the  next  fraternity  gathering  will  be  most 
remarkable  in  every  way.  The  attendance  will  certainly  be  large 
and  enthusiastic,  and  there  will  be  questions  of  much  impor- 
tance to  consider.  Everything  is  shaping  itself  in  this  direction, 
and  the  next  number  of  the  Palm  will  contain  convincing  evi- 
dence that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  will  enjoy  a  great  treat  in  New  Or- 
leans next  December. 

The  present  number  of  the  Palm  appears  later  than  expected 
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because  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  chapter  letters, 
as  we  have  hesitated  to  go  to  press  when  there  were  so  many  de- 
linquents. We  have  now  given  sufficient  opportunity  to  comply 
with  the  rule  after  the  excitement  of  commencement,  and  feel 
that  delinquents  should  suffer  the  penalty  for  failure  to  do  their 
duty.  The  force  of  our  printer  has  also  been  lessened  and 
disarranged  on  account  of  the  pending  war.  We  have  not  felt 
that  the  delay  has  been  as  inexcusable  as  usual,  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  chapters  are   now   in   vacation,    but  deemed   these 

words  of  explanation  necessary.

We  believe  in  giving  credit  to  those  chapters  which  have 
performed  their  duty  to  the  Palm  in  the  way  of  financial  support. 
The  rule  provides  that  every  active  member  must  subscribe  for  the 
Palm,  but  there  are  many  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  subscrip- 
tions at  the  date  of  this  writing.  By  so  doing  they  have  failed 
in  their  duty  as  Alpha  Taus,  and  they  should  at  once  take  steps 
to  square  themselves.  No  one  can  any  longer  plead  ignorance 
of  the  rule,  and  every  chapter  has  been  frequently  reminded  of 
the  delinquency  by  the  editor  during  the  past  year.

Either  the  rule  imposing  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  delin- 
quency has  induced  our  chapter  correspondents  to  do  better  work 
than  usual  or  they  have  developed  more  interest  in  it  than  last 
year,  as  there  were  fifty  seven  letters  missing  last  year  as  against 
thirteen  in  the  present  volume.  There  was  only  a  single  missing 
letter  in  No.  1,  that  of  Tenn.  Beta  Tau;  in  No.  2,  only  Mich.  Beta 
Omicron  and  Pa.  Tau  failed  to  be  represented  and  in  No.  3,  Tenn. 
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Omega  was  the  sole  offender.  Owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  confusion 
attending  commenaement,  the  present  number  has  been  neglected 
by  some  correspondents.  The  pending  war  may  furnish  some 
ample  excuses,  but  allowing  for  mistakes  and  losses  in  the  mails, 
fter  holding  this  number  until  the  last  moment,  we  find  no  letters 
from  Ala.  Beta  Beta,  Ala  Beta  Delta,  Ga.  Alpha  Zeta,  Ills. 
Gamma  Zeta,  N.  C.  Alpha  Delta,  O.  Alpha  Nu,  O.  Beta  Eta, 
Penn.  Tau,  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  Tenn.  Beta  Tau,  Tenn.  Lambda  and 
Tex.  Gamma  Epsilon  in  the  present  number.  We  will  be  very 
glad  to  correct  mistakes  in  this  list  in  our  present  number,  and 
can  only  urge  the  delinquents  to  be  more  careful  next  year. 


IN  THE  FRATERNITY  WORLD. 

Items  in  this  department  are  generally  taken  from  exchanges  or  news- 
papers, but  no  effort  will,  as  a  rule,  be  made  to  give  credit  for  same. 

Phi  Delta  Theta  has  entered  the  University  of  Cincinnati. 

Phi  Kappa  Sigma  is  the  first  college  fraternity  to  enter  Ar- 
mour Institute  of  Technology  at  Chicago.  The  school  is  named 
after  its  founder,  the  wealthy  Chicago  packer,  P.  D.  Armour, 
and  has  not  generally  been  considered  as  a  proper  field  for  college 
fraternities. 

Sigma  Nu's  enterprising  policy  of  extension  has  received 
quite  a  set-back  in  the  withdrawal  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
chapter,  which  was  established  in  1894.  The  chapter  was  com- 
posed of  some  very  prominent  men  among  the  student  body.  It 
is  now  a  local  club,  known  as  the  "Q.  V."  The  name  is  said  to 
signify  "Quo  Vadis."     Q.  V.  is  said  to  have   petitioned   Chi  Psi. 

The  attendance  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  during 
the  past  year  has  been  the  largest  in  its  history,  exceeding  500. 

The  signification  of  the  name  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  "Philosophy 
is  the  Guide  of  Life."  It  was  made  public  in  1831,  after  the  so- 
ciety had  been  in  existence  fifty-five  years.  In  that  year  it 
changed  from  a  secret  social  and  literary  society  to  an  honorary 
society. 

Chi  chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  was  recently  founded  at  the 
University  of  the  South. 

Phi  Beta  Kappa  was  founded  at  the  college  of  William  and 
Mary  in  1776;  Kappa  Alpha,  at  Union  College,  in  1825,  and  Sig- 
ma Phi  and  Delta  Phi,  at  the  same  college  in  1827,  the  former  in 
March,  and  the  latter  in  November,  and  Psi  Upsilon  in  1833. 
Alpha  Delta  Phi  was  founded  at  Hamilton  College  in  1832,  Beta 
Theta  Pi  was  founded  at  Miami  College  in  1839,  followed  by  Phi 
Delta  Theta,  in  1848,  and  Sigma  Chi  in  1855,  Chi  Psi  was  found- 
ed at  Union  in  1841,  and  Theta  Delta  Chi,  in  1848. 

At  the  University  of  California  the  college  fraternity  system 
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is  well  established.  At  present  there  are  at  Berkeley  chapters 
of  Zeta  Psi,  Chi  Phi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsiion,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Phi 
Delta  Theta,  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Sigma  Nu,  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsiion,  Chi  Psi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Upsilon,  Delta  Tau 
Delta,  twelve  in  all,  in  the  order  of  their  establishment.  There 
are  also  chapters  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Gamma  Phi  Peta  and 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  and  of  the  professional  societies,  Phi 
Delta  Phi,  Delta  Sigma  Delta  and  Xi  Psi  Phi.  There  is  also  an 
inter-fraternity  organization  known  as  Skull  and  Keys  and  a 
chapter  of  Theta  Nu  Epsiion. 

The  Beta  Iota  chapter  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  was  founded  at 
the  University  of  Virginia  in  April  last,  and  in  May  a  chapter 
of  the  same  fraternity  was  placed  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
making  the  roll  of  active  chapters  forty.

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The  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  for  June  opens  with  an  article 
on  Dickinson  College,  which  is  well  written  and  illustrated.  The 
college  is  located  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  and  is  the  tenth  oldest  college 
in  the  United  States,  having  been  founded  Sept.  8,  1783.  It  was 
named  after  Hon.  John  Dickinson,  a  prominent  man  of  that  time. 
Phi  Kappa  Sigma  established  the  first  chapter  there  in  1854,  and 
it  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Beta  Theta  Pi.  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon,  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  Delta  Chi  still  maintain 
chapters.  Chi  Phi,  Theta  Delta  Chi  and  Sigma  Chi  withdrew 
recently,  there  being  only  a  little  over  400  students  in  attendance 
at  the  college. 

The  Scroll  contains  much  historical  matter  of  interest  to  its 
readers  and  also  many  valuable  statistics,  and  a  very  careful  con- 
sideration of  Baird's  new  edition  of  his  work  on  College  Frater- 
nities. 

Among  the  editorials  we  find  the  following  commendable 
views  expressed: 

"There  is  no  reason  why  fraternity  chapters  should  enter 
into  active  competition  with  the  Sunday  school — nobody  thinks 
seriously  of  that  or  apprehends  it.  But  there  are  a  good  many 
reasons  why  it  should  be  possible  to  distinguish  a  crowd  of  fra- 
ternity men  from  an  equal  number  of  saloon  loafers.  Don't  be  in 
too  much  of  a  hurry  to  make  the  new  men  'tough.'  You  may  be 
sorry  for  it  some  day.  The  editor  is  glad  to  know  that  Phi 
chapters  have  but  little  need  for  such  advice  as  this,  but  he  does 
know  that  in  some  institutions  the  'fast  set,'  which  is  sometimes 
unfortunately  made  up  of  fraternity  men  or  of  fraternity  chap- 
ters, sets  a  pace  it  is  hard  to  keep  from  falling  into.  It  is  a 
somewhat  doubtful  compliment  to  be  known  as  the  'swiftest' 
chapter  in  college.  Such  titles  are  too  often  bestowed  on  crowds 
of  men  who  are  very  much  too  slow  to  keep  up  with  their  classes 

or  their  debts  or  the  principles  of  their  fathers  and  mothers."

We  have  no  doubt  that  the  readers  of  the  Rainbow  and  the 
Palm  are  somewhat  weary  of  the  discussion  between  their  edi- 
tors which  has  appeared  in  recent  numbers  of  these  magazines. 
We  cannot  refrain,  however,  from  presenting  herewith  ,ne  last 
instalment  from  the  Rainboio,  with  some  comments.  Mr.  Hughes 
delivers  himself  as  follows: 

"The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  for  May  gives  in  full  our  March 
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editorial  in  answer  to  its  own  of  January.  Bro.  Ehle  accuses 
us  of  being-  disagreeable  in  that  we  point  out  mistakes  made  by 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  past.  This  we  did  only  in  answer  to 
Editor  Ehle's  remark  about  the  'policy  of  our  founders.'  So  far 
as  mistakes  are  concerned  it  would  not  be  hard  to  find  them  in  the 
history  of  Delta  Tau  Delta,  or  for  that  matter,  in  that  of  any  fra- 
ternity. *  Our  point  was  this:  If  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  forsaken 
the  policy  of  the  past  in  regard  to  extension,  why  plead  the  policy 
of  the  past  in  regard  to  honorary  initiations?  Why  not  consider 
the  question  on  its  present  merits?  Mr.  Ehle  says  he  is  not  dis 
posed  to  shoulder  any  blame  belonging  to  the  catalogue  committee 
for  having  failed  to  indicate  honorary  members.  In  answer  to 
Mr.  Baird's  criticism,  however,  he  did  come  to  the  defense  of  the 
committee.  If  Alpha  Tau  Omega  gives  gracious  fellowship  to 
her  active  members  through  the  college  course  (and  this  she  does 
undoubtedly  do),  it  follows  that  there  is  a  large  difference  between 
regular  and  honorary  members.  If  this  large  difference  exists  it 
would  seem  only  fair  to  indicate  the  character  of  membership  in 
the  catologue.  If  Mr.  Ehle  has  ceased  to  be  an  advocate  'of  the 
obsolete  custom  of  initiating  honorary  members'  we  are  only  glad 
to  proclaim  his  conversion.  If  he  will  state  in  the  next  number  of 
the  Palm  that  he  is  opposed  to  honorary  initiations  or  to  the  par- 
ade of  those  formerly  made,  we  will  write  up  his  views  'with 
excellent  discrimination'  or  'crystal  clearness.'  As  it  is  now  we 
confess  that  we  do  not  know  whether  to  classify  him  as  an  oppo- 
nent or  advocate  of  honorary  initiations.  Where  do  you  stand, 
Bra  Ehle? 

"In  this  same  issue  of  the  Palm  a  picture  and  biographical 
sketch  of  the  late  Bishop  Quintard,  of  Tennessee,  are  given. 
Bishop  Quintard  was  only  an  honorary  member  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  He  was  initiated  when  he  was  fifty-five  years  of  age  and 
after  he  had  been  a  Bishop  for  fourteen  years.  He  was  surely  a 
strong  and  good  man  and  doubtless  showed  considerable  interest 
in  Alpha  «Tau  Omega:  but  he  was  only  an  honorary  member  of 
that  fraternity, --a  fact  which  the  biographical  sketch  does  not 
state." 

On  second  thought,  we  will  make  no  comment,  but  give  Mr. 
Hughes  the  benefit  of  the  last  word  in  his  missionary  efforts,  as 
we  believe  his  original  criticism  has  been  shown  to  be  unwar- 
ranted in  the  respect  that  the  catalogue  was  so  made  as  to  be  in 
tentionally  misleading  as  to  the  nature  of  membership  of  brothers 
named  therein.  As  to  the  question  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy 
of  electing  honorary  members,  that  is  another  story.     The  views 
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of  Mr.  Hughes  on  that  question  have  been  presented  quite  at 
length,  and  commend  themselves  to  the  thoughtful  consideration 
of  those  who  favor  that  policy,  and  it  may  be  well  to  take  the 
question  up  before  our  next  Congress.     We  should   be  pleased  to 

hear  from  any  brother  in  regard  to  it.

The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  for  March  shows  another  change 
in  the  editorial  chair,  Verner  M.  Jones  having  been  succeeded  by 
Samuel  L.  Wilson,  of  Lexington,  Ky.  Mr.  Jones  is  now  editor  of 
the  Cotton  Planters'  Journal,  The  number  contains  much  of  in- 
terest to  the  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity  and  also  a  large  proportion 
of  matter  of  general  interest.  We  have  reproduced  part  of  the 
article  on  Yale  fraternities  elsewhere  in  this  number.  Another 
article  of  great  interest  is  that  relating  to  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  pin 
carved  upon  the  marble  tombstone  of  John  Young  Craft  in  the 
Danville  (Ky.)  cemetery.  He  was  a  student  of  Centre  College, 
from  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  and  of  remarkable  brilliancy  and 
promise,  who  died  in  the  year  1878,  at  the  early  age  of  seventeen. 
At  that  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  Sophomore  class,  and  had 
recently  joined  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity.  According  to  the 
Journal,  "by  the  special  permission  of  his  family,  his  co-f raters 
erected  a  beautiful  stone  above  his  grave,  a  fitting  tribute  of 
their  love  for  and  faith  in  him.  To  commemorate  this  union  of 
their  hearts,  a  Beta  pin  was  chiseled  above  his  name  on  the  stone, 
on  which  the  lonely  wanderer  through  the  fair  city  of  the  dead 
may  now  gaze  and  wonder  as  he  contemplates  the  love  that 
prompted  it  and  the  unsevered  union  it  represents.  And  that 
love  and  union  are  still  strong  in  the  hearts  of  the  Betas  of  Dan- 
ville. With  pride,  gratitude  and  sympathy  for  one  who  should 
die  so  young,  do  they  now  recall  the  name  and  memory  of  John 
Young  Craft  as  they  sit  at  the  council  table  or  gather  around  the 
banqueting  board.  And  when  one  mentions  his  name  to  any  of 
the  older  people  of  Danville  who  knew  him,  or  asks  about  him,  it 
is  never  difficult  to  note  the  quivering,  trembling  voice  of 
sympathy  and  regret  joined  with  highest  esteem  in  which  the  re- 
ply is  made."

The  Shield  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  for  March  is  largely  devoted  to 
the  Semi-Centennial  Convention  of  that  fraternity,  which  was 
held  in  New  York  last  February.  It  was  a  grand  occasion,  and 
we  are  indebted  to  the  editor  of  the  Shield  for  a  beautiful  souve- 
nir of  the  occasion.  It  is  what  may  be  called  an  edition  de  luxe, 
menu  and  program  card,  together  with  an  autograph  list  of  guests, 
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and  we  have  no  hesitation  in  pronouncing  it  the  finest  thing  of 
the  kind  we  have  ever  seen.  We  judge  from  the  Shield's  account, 
that  all  of  the  proceedings  of  the  convention  were  conducted  in  a 
correspondingly  elegant  manner,  and  that  the  reunion  of  old  fra- 
ternity brethren  was  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  in  the  history  of 
the  Greek  letter  fraternity  system.  The  expense  items  footed  up 
a  trifle  over  $2,000  and  there  was  a  balance  of  $81.42  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  memorial  committee.  One  alumnus,  Mr.  J.  R.  Mel- 
lon of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  contributed  the  sum  of  $250  toward  the  ex- 
pense of  the  occasion.  He  was  initiated  into  the  fraternity  in 
1862  at  Jefferson  College  and  his  present  interest  in  his  fraternity 
is  another  example  of  a  successful  business  man's  attachment  to 
his  college  fraternity  in  an  active  career  of  over  thirty  years.  It 
demonstrates  the  essential  value  of  college  fraternity  member- 
ship and  the  enduring  truth  of  the  principles  upon  which  the 
leading  fraternities  are  founded.  The  toasts  at  the  convention 
banquet,  which  was  attended  by  245  members  of  the  fraternity, 
were  of  a  very  high  and  interesting  character,  and  the  Conven- 
tion appears  to  have  been  successful  in  every  way.  It  was  a 
strictly  social  gathering,  and  there  was  no  business  session,  such 
as  makes  part  of  the  ordinary  convention.  In  1915,  we  trust  that 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  may  enjoy  a  similar  golden  jubilee. 

Among-  the  editorials,  we  note  the  following  interesting  item: 
"Truth  is  stranger  than  fiction.  It  hardly  seems  possible 
that  two  members  of  the  same  fraternity  should  associate  to- 
gether for  years  without  discovering  their  identity,  but  such 
cases  are  really  more  frequent  than  one  realizes.  Such  a  thing 
could  scarcely  happen  if  the  good  old  badges  were  not  laid  aside. 
The  story  we  have  to  tell  is  as  strong  a  plea  as  we  can  make  for 
graduates  to  wear  their  badges.  When  Bro.  Hackett  was  play- 
ing in  Seattle  this  winter,  he  proceeded  to  call  upon  Bro.  E.  O. 
Graves,  Xi  '64.  He  was  received  with  the  greatest  cordiality  and 
spent  a  delightful  hour.  When  about  to  leave  he  remarked  that 
he  must  go,  and  hunt  up  Harold  Preston,  Beta  79.  'What,*'  says 
Graves,  'is  Preston  a  Theta  Delt?  He  has  been  one  of  my  warm- 
est friends  for  years,  but  I  never  dreamed  that  he  was  a  Theta 
Delt,'     And  so  the  two  friends  were  discovered  to  each  other  as 

brothers."

We  have  been  favored  with  a  copy  of  the  new  book,  entitled 
"Fraternity  Men  of  Chicago,"  published  by  The  Umbdenstock 
Publishing  Co.,  Chicago.  It  is  a  very  tasty  volume,  of  a  trifle 
over  two  hundred  pages,  and  is  very  fully  illustrated  with  cuts 
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of  well  known  fraternity  buildings  and  Chicago  men.  Among 
them  is  a  very  good  cut  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta's  chapter  house. 
The  first  twenty  seven  pages  are  given  up  to  general  sketches 
and  verse.  Among  the  former  is  a  very  good  article  on  "The 
American  College  Fraternity,"  by  President  Henry  Wade  Rogers, 
of  Nortn  western  University,  who  is  a  member  of  Alpha  Delta 
Phi  and  Phi  Delta  Phi,  and  whose  prominence  as  an  educator 
gives  added  value  to  his  commendation  of  Greek  letter  fratern- 
ities. The  balance  of  the  book  is  given  up  to  sketches  of  the  dif- 
ferent fraternities  represented  in  Chicago,  and  to  rolls  of  their 
membership,  with  accompanying  data.  The  sketch  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  is  by  the  editor  of  the  Palm. 

In  many  instances  the  work  has  been  the  means  of  introduc- 
ing members  of  the  same  fraternity,  who  were  not  aware  of  each 
others  presence  in  Chicago,  or  of  the  existence  of  their  common 
bond.  The  book  is  also  very  servicable  as  an  elite  directory,  and 
will  prove  of  interest  to  all  college  men 

We  are  informed  that  similar  directories  are  to  be  published 
in  other  large  cities  and,  eventually,  a  national  fraternity  direc- 
tory may  result.  The  first  venture  is  certainly  a  success,  and 
the   publishers   deserve   much   credit   for  their   good   taste   and 

enterprise.

Cornell  Stories,  by  James  Gardner  Sanderson,  price  $1  00, 
has  just  come  from  the  press  of  Charles  Scribner's  Sons,  New 
York,  and  it  is  a  volume  well  worthy  of  the  attention,  not  only  of 
all  Cornellians,  but  also  of  all  college  men.  The  binding  is  very 
attractive,  with  the  well  known  Cornell  colors  of  carnelian  and 
white,  mortarboard,  pipe  and  sheepskin,  and  the  contents  of  the 
book  are  quite  as  acceptable. 

One  of  the  longest  stories  and  that  which  will,  doubtless, 
prove  of  most  interest  to  fraternity  men,  is  entitled  "The  Wooing 
of  Melville  R.  Corydon  "  It  is  very  well  constructed  and  the 
style  is  fascinating.  It  turns  on  the  campaign  of  three  prom- 
inent fraternities  to  capture  a  banker's  son.  Some  very  amusing 
situations  develop  from  the  circumstance  that  the  information  in 
regard  to  the  character  of  the  young  man  conveyed  to  each  fra 
ternity  differs  from  that  sent  the  others.  A  society,  whose  mem- 
bers are  very  exemplary  in  their  conduct,  learns  that  he  is  some- 
thing of  a  k 'sport,1' while  a  rather  gay  fraternity  regards  him  as  a 
Sunday  school  boy,  and  they  each  act  accordingly.  Fraternity 
men  can  do  no  better  during  vacation  than  to  read  this  story,  as 
it  will   give  them   many  suggestions   for  the   rushing   season,  as 
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well  as  afford  much  entertainment.  The  remaining  stories, 
•Little  Tyler,"  a  sympathetic  tale  of  how  a  weak,  lonely  huoch- 
back  became  a  college  hero;  ''Company  D's  Revenge,"  a  humor- 
ous episode  of  how  upper-classmen  "got  even"  for  an  attempt  to 
humiliate  them  by  assigning  them  the  part  of  vanquished,  with 
Freshmen  as  victors;  "One  Who  Didn't"  and  "One  Who  Did," 
being  the  sober  reflections  of  a  non-graduate  and  graduate,  and 
"The  Elder  Miss  Archlen,"  an  artful  college  love  story  are  all 
worth  reading  by  those  who  appreciate  college  spirit,  romances 
and  adventures. 

We  highly  recommend  the  book  to  our  readers  for  summer 
reading. 
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
